FIRST DAY 


This being the day and place appointed by the Provincial Council for 
holding the Thirtieth Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops, 
Clerical and Lay Delegates to the Synod; the Delegates to the 27th session 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary; the Delegates to the Third Provincial Youth 
Commission Meeting assembled in St. Mark’s Cathedral at 8:00 p. m. for 
the opening session. The Service was that of Evening Prayer. The Rt. Rev. 
Edward M. Cross, Bishop of Spokane, read the Office, with Dean Shires and 
Dean Watson assisting in the Lessons. The Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. Walters, 
delivered the Synod Sermon. The Offering at this as at all the Synod serv- 
ices will be devoted to the missionary work: in Alaska at the discretion of 
Bishop Gordon. The Closing Prayers and the Benediction were taken by the 
President, the Rt. Rev. Rokert B. Gooden. 


On Wednesday orning at 7:30 the same groups assembled in the 
Cathedral for a Corporate Celebration of the Holy Communion. The Rt. 
Rev. Robert ©. Gooden, President, was the Celebrant being assisted by the 
Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., Bishop of the host Diocese, Dean Watson 
and Archdeacon Bulkley. 


The Opening Business session was cailed to order in the Cathedral at 
9:30 A. M., with the President in the Chair. Mr. J. C. F. Merrifield read a 
lesson from the Holy Scriptures and Dean McAllister read the Collects. 


The Roll Call showed that Thirteen Bishops, representatives in the Cler- 
ical Order from 12 of the Units of the Province, and representatives in the 
Lay Order from 10 of the Units of the Province were present. This being a 
quorum as fixed and defined in Article Two, section 2 and section 3d of the 
Provincial Constitution the Chair so announced and deciared the Synod 
opened in the name of the Holy Trinity. 


The Rev. Walter W. McNeil for the Committee on Dispatch of Busi- 
ness presented report No. 1. Preceding the Agenda for the day.the Commit- 
tee presented the following resolutions: 


A: RESOLVED: that the House be governed by the Rules of Order 
set forth on page 13 of the 1947 printed copies of the Provincial Constitu- 
tion and Canons. 

B: Resolved: that in order to expedite the work of the Synod and the 
Committees thereof, all reports, petitions, resolutions, matters of reference 
or memorials shall be presented by titie not later than 4:15 today. 


C: RESOLVED: New business shall not be considered by this body, 
nor time allotted on the agenda, unless presentation has been made in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing resolution except otherwise orderd by a ma- 
jority vote of the Synod. The resolutions were considered seriatim and on 
motion were severally adopted. The Committee then presented the agenda 
for both the morning and afternoon sessions. As the Synod adhered to the 
program it will not be necessary to present it in detail as these minutes will 
indicate the various items considered. 


The Chair announced the personnel of the Synod Committee as follows:

The report of the Provincial Council for the Synodical year 1948-49 was 
presented by the Secretary. (Page 23.) On motion the report was received 
and accepted. 


The Reports of the Committees on Seamen’s Work and Evangelism 
were presented by title. ¢ 


Mr. Morris Milbank, Treasurer, presented his report for the fiscal year 
May 1, 1948-April 30, 1949. This report is (Pages 31-33). On motion this 
report was received and adopted. 


Mr. Milbank as Chairman of the Finance Department presented the 
Budget for the Fiscal Year 1949-April 30, 1950. : 
In connection with this report he presented the following resolutions: 


1. RESOLVED: that all unexpended items of the previous year total- 
ing $998.54 be transferred to the 1949-1950 Budget and he rebudgeted in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of the Department of Finance as ap- 
proved by the Council. 


2. RESOLVED: that the Assessment for the 1949-1950 Budget be pro- 
rated among the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of the Province based 
on the same respective percentages as used during the year 1948-1949. 


3. RESOLVED: that the Annual Audit of the Treasurer’s record be 
made as soon as possible and that a certified copy of said audit be filed with 
the Secretary and copy printed in the Journal of the Synod. 


These three resolutions were considered seriatim and on motion were ~ 
severally adopted. 


4. RESOLVED: that the Tentative Budget as approved by the Coun- 
cil on September 29, 1948 and amended by the Council on May 3, 1949, be 
made the permanent Budget for the fiscal year 1949-1950. Final action on 
the Budget was deferred until all reports from Departments, Commissions 
and Committees were received with information as to their financial needs. 


The Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, Dean of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific presented his report for the Synodical year 1948-1949. On 
motion the report was received and adopted with Commendation of Dean 
Shires for his excellent administration of th School. 


The Chair appointed the Board of Examining Chaplains in the Class of 
1952. The Rev. Henry M. Shires, Chairman with the Rev. H. Vernon Harris 


and the Rev. Randolph Miller as Associates, with power to add to their 
number, 
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The Chair appointed the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons to have charge of 
the Amendment presented by the late Bishop Sanford to the 1946 Synod and 
adopted by that Synod. This amendment had for its purpose a clarifying 
of ways and means of dealing with any and all proposed changes in the 
boundaries of Missionary Districts. Through an error this Amendment and 
New Canon to implement it failed to reach the floor of the 1946 General 
Convention and the hope is that it may be brought before the House of 
Bishops and rceive favorable action. 


The Rt. Rev. Stephen C. Clark, Chairman of the Committee on Consti- 
tution and Canons presented the following amendments: 


1. Amend Article VI of the Constitution Entitled “Of the House of 
Deputies” by deleting in line 2, of Paragraph 1 the word ‘“‘Presbyter”’, mak- 
ing the sentence read, “When sitting separately the House of Deputies shall 
at its first meeting, elect one of its members as its Chairman.” On motion 
of the Chairman the amendment was adopted. 


2. In Article II, section 3c, of the Constitution, make the first part of 
the Section to read as now, namely, Each Diocese and Missionary District 
shall determine the qualifications of its Deputies and the manner in which 
they shall be chosen. After the word ‘‘Chosen” add a new sentence to read 
as follows: These Deputies to be elected by the Convention or Convocation 
of each Unit of the Province at its Annual Meeting, provided, however, that 
if the Annual Meeting is held less than Thirty Days prior to the date fixed 
for the Annual Synod, the Diocesan or Missionary District Council shall 
elect such Deputies at a meeting to be called at least Thirty Days before 
the meeting of Synod. The Chairman moved the adoption of this Amend- 
ment and the motion carried. 


Mr. Colcock for Col. Allin, Chairman of the Department of Promotion, 
Publicity, and Radio presented the report of that Department. One sentence 
in tne report states, “Speaking of exhibits from the Province at the time of 
the General Convention, the report says that each booth will cost $65.00, and 
decision should be made regarding the source of funds with which to meet 
this expense.” On motion the report was received and accepted with the 
provision that the expense for Exhibit Booths be referred to the Depart- 
mnt of Finance. (Appendix 


The Rev. Mr. Staines, Chairman of the College Work Department, pre- 
sented his report. In his report he outlined a plan for a summer school for 
College men on the graduate level. The plan would be put into effect in the 
summer of 1950. The cost of such a School would be $2500.00. An appro- 
priation, however, of $500.00 would be all that is necessary at this time. The 
balance can be raised later. On motion the report was received and adopted 
including the appropriation of $500.00. (Appendix 


The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, presented for the Rev. Clarence H. Parlour 
the Report of the Committee on Evangelism. On motion the report was re- 
ceived and adopted. (Appendix 


Dean Shires, Acting Chairman of the Department of Christian Education, 
presented the report of that Department. On motion the report was re- 
ceived and adopted with enthusiastic approval. Much of this report dealt 
with the new curriculum of Church Schools so clearly and ably outlined by 
the Rev. Dr. Heuss, Director of the Department of Christian Education 
and the Rev. Vesper O. Ward, Editor-in-Chief of Curriculum, of the Na- 
tional Council at the Tuesday session on Christian Education. This report 
is Appendix Page ). Dean McAllister presented the following resolu- 
tion: 
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RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific record its 
enthusiastic approval of the plans of the National Department of Christian 
Education for the development of the new Church School Curriculum and 
for the improvement of the whole educational work of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church; and be it further, 


RESOLVED: that this Synod urge the General Convention to give 
favorable consideration to approval and provision for the financial support 
required by the National Department. The Bishop of Spokane while ap- 
proving the resolution suggested a review of the expense involved in this 
most important undertaking. Dean McAllister moved that a Committee of 
three be appointed by the Chair to prepare and present a statement or reso- 
lution embodying the suggestion of the Bishop of Spokane. The motion 
was adopted. The Chair appointed as members of this Committee the 
Bishop of Spokane, the Rev. Dr. Austin and Mr. John Vassie. 


The Committee presented the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the members of the Synod have learned with great appre- 
ciation of the proposed program for the development of an adequate re- 
ligious education curriculum, therefore be it, 


RESOLVED: that we commend these proposals to the General Con- 
vention both with the hope that they will receive approval and also that 
provision will be made for the funds necessary to make them effective. 


On motion by the Bishop of Spokane the resolution was adopted. 
The Bishop of Utah read the noon-day prayers for Missions. 


The Rev. William E. Patrick for Dean Shires presented the following 
resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the Province of the Pacific express its appreciation 
to the National Council for the splendid presentation of the aims and plans 
of the Department of Christian Education by the Rev. Dr. Heuss, and the 
Rev. Vesper O. Ward. On motion of the Rev. Mr. Patrick the resolution 
was adopted. 


As the opening of the afternoon session will be devoted to Depart- 
mental Group Meetings and Synod Committee Meetings the Synod on mo- 
tion recessed until 3:00 P. M. 


The Synod reconvened at 3:00 P. M. with the President in the Chair. 


Mr. Frank Sibilia read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and the Rev. 
Walter McNeil read the Collects. 


The Order of the Day was the report of the Committee on Nominations. 


The report was presented by the Rev. Charles Neville, Secretary of the 
Committee as follows: 


For Provincial Representative on the National Council, the Rt. Rev. Karl 
Morgan Block and the Very Rev. Richard S. Watson. 
For Members of the Provincial Council in the Class of 1952: 


Episcopal Member, The Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. Walters and Rt. Rev. F. 
Eric Bloy. 


Clerical Member, the Rev. John P. Craine and the Rev. Henry M. Shires. 
Lay Member, Mr. John F. C. Merrifield and Mr. Mitchell Mitchell. 
For nomination to the Board of Trustees of the Church Divinity School 
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- of the Pacific in the Class of 1954, the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., and 
the Rev. John McG. Krumm. 


For nomination to the Board of Trustees of St. Margaret’s House in 
the Class of 1953, The Rt. Rev. Stephen C. Clark and Dr. Van Dillar. The 
Chair called for nominations from the Floor and the Rev. Richard Lief was 
nominated for Clerical Member of the Provincial Council and Mr. Edward 
F. Colcock for Lay Member of the Provincial Council. 


On motion the nominations were closed. 


Dean Katharine Grammer of St. Margaret’s House presented the report 
of the House for the Synodical year 1948-1949. On motion the report was 
received and accepted with commendation for her administration of the 
House. (Appendix Page ). 


Mr. J. C. F. Merrifield, Provincial Chairman of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymens’ Work presented his report. On motion the report 
was received and accepted with that part of the report asking for incor- 
poration in the Budget for 1949-1950 an item of $600.00 for expenses of the 
ee which was referred to the Department of Finance. (Appendix 

Page. ): 


The courtesy of the Floor was extended the Rev. George F. Pratt, Rec- 
tor of St. John’s Parish, Stockton, California. He stated that in 1950 St. 
John’s Parish would celebrate its 100tth anniversary and he extended a very 
gracious and cordial invitation to have the Synod join in this celebration 
by holding its 31st Syned in Stockton with St. John’s Parish as the host. 
On motion of Mr. Pratt the invitation was unanimously accepted. The Rev. 
Theodore Bell, Rector of St. John’s Chapel, Del Monte, California, was 
given the courtesy of the floor to present the matter of more adequate pen- 
sions to retired Clergymen and their widows. Following his address the 
Bishop of San Joaquin presented the following resolution: 


THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


Thanks the Trustees of the Pension Fund for building a pension system 
which is actuarily sound: 


Shares their deep distress that the allowance paid to the average beneficiary 
is pitifully small and wholly inadequate to sustain life in the most 
modest comfort: 


REQUESTS GENERAL CONVENTION to adopt the principle of the 


Minimum Income which has been defined thus: “Whenever a pension 
based on the average salary is insufficient to maintain life in simple 
comfort, the Church should supplement that pension raising the total 
allowance to the level of minimum income determined by the Church 
as appropriate to the class in which the beneficiary in question belongs.” 


REQUESTS GENERAL CONVENTION, 


(a) To determine the minimum income required today by married men, 
widowers and unmarried men, by older widows and by younger 
widows, in order to maintain life in simple comfort. 


(b) To raise the present assessment on clerical salaries by a percentage 
sufficient to maintain a Supplementary Fund from which the Trus- 
tees of the Pension Fund are instructed to pay the allowance neces- 
sary to raise each sub-standard pension to the income level deter- 
mined by the Church as appropriate to the class of the beneficiary 
in question. 
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COMMENDS TO GENERAL CONVENTION for study and possible ac- 


tion the proposal that the Trustees of the Pension Fund shall be asked 
to anaugurate a voluntary Contributory Pension System. 


On motion of the Bishop of San Joaquin this resolution was adopted. 
The Rev. David C. Trimble presented a resolution on “Placement of Clergy” 
which was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. The Committee 
recommended that consideration of the same be indefinitely postponed and 
on motion the recommendation was adopted. 


The Bishop of Arizona presented a brief statement on the status of the 
Committee on Indian Work. The substance of the report was that the one 
chosen as Chairman had resigned his Cure and removed from the Province 
with the result the Committee had held no meeting and had no report to 
make. 


Archdeacon Bulkley presented the report of the Rural Work Commis- 
‘sion which on motion was received and accepted. 


The Department of Missions through the Bishop of Arizona presented 
its report which on motion was received and accepted. 


Dean McAllister presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific respect-, 
fully petitions General Convention to consider the subject of Proportional 
Representatiion in the House of Deputies of the General Convention. On 
motion of Dean McAllister seconded by Bishop Dagwell the resolution was 
adopted. 


The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix presented the following statement in regard 
to the survey of Young Adult Groups authorized by the 1948 Synod, which 
Survey he was requested to supervise: He stated that partial reports had 
been received from the Dioceses of California and Los Angeles, and the 
Missionary Districts of San Joaquin and Arizona. Individual reports had 
come from the Dioceses of Oregon and Sacramento and the Missionary Dis- 
tricts of Idaho, Spokane, Utah. In response to several requests, a leaflet on 
“Organizing Young Adults” had been compiled for experimental use in the 
Province of the Pacific. Where groups were functioning the response of 
young adults was highly encouraging. This comment from a Rector was 
typical: “Probably the most dynamic group in the Parish. Members eager 
for service; zealous in welcoming new-comers”. 


He suggested that the Synod authorize a completion of the survey, con- 
tinued encouragement of groups of young adults throughout the Province, 
and the presentation of further material based on experience for the devel- 
opment of this work through the entire Church. His closing sentence should 
be a challenge to Bishops and Clergy alike, “The Province of the Pacific can 
pioneer this movement, if all the Bishops and Parochial Clergy will support 
it. It is a fact that some of our own young adults are attending groups or- 
ganized by other churches. Christianity was launched as a movement of 
young adults by young adults. Perhaps a much needed renewal of religion 
and a revitalizing of the Church and its work in our own day will come 
through young adults in our own parishes.” 


On motion the Synod approved this report, authorized the completion 
of the survey and requested that full report be made to the 1950 Synod. 


The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, National Council Field Officer, gave the 
following report: 


1. An office of the National Council has been opened at 83 McAllister 
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Street, San Francisco 2, California (rooms 418-419). A secretary-steno- 
grapher is on duty from Mondays to Fridays and has charge of a limited 
supply of National Council literature. This is a convenience for those who 
want small orders filied at short notice. 


2. The office is headquarters for the Overseas Department’s Hospitality 
Committee, which has met and aided more than one hundred missionaries 
and nationals coming irom, or going to, Hawaii, China, Japan, Korea, the 
Philippine Islands. 


3. Through cooperation of the National Council’s departments and di- 
visions and corrsponding departments or committees of the Provincial Sy- 
nod, the National Councii Field Officer had encouraged the development of 
young adult groups; participated in clergy conferences, parish program 
or training conferences, summer conferences, youth conferences, etc. He 
had also conducted Teaching Missions, heiped to organize “Christ for the 
World” exhibits for the promotion of missionary education, and cooperated 
with the Provincial Committee on Evangelism in compiling an outline en- 
titled, “A Suggested Basis tor a Program ot Wvangelism in the Episcopal 
Church.” This program emphasized the widespread need for spiritual re- 
newal, repentance, conversion, stewardship, group fel:owship and instruc- 
tion leading to the hoiding oi teaching or preaching missions, schools of 
religion, training institutes, parish visitations, etc. On motion this report 
was received and accepted. 


On motion the Synod adjourned until 9:30 Thursday Morning. 


The Evening of this day was devoted to the Synod Banquet which was 
held in the Spanish Baliroom ot tne Olympic Hotel. The Toastrnaster was 
the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, President of the Province. Ihe speakers 
were Mrs. Stuart Strong, Principal ot the Catlin School, Portiand, Uregon, 
the Rt. Rev. Donald Campbeil Sutiragan, Bishop of Los Angeies, and the 
Rev. John Heuss, Director ot the National Department of Christian Educa- 
tion. 


Thursday, 5, 1949 
AAR De DAN. 


The Synod was calied to order at 9:30 A.M. with the President in the 
Chair. Mr. Morris Milbank read a Lesson trom the Holy Scriptures and 
Dean Shires read the Collects. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business presented the following re- 
port: 


1. Resolved that the reading of the minutes of Wednesday’s session be 
omitted and that the President and Secretary be authorized to certify the 
same. 


The first order of Business under this report was the report of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church. This was presented by the Bishop of 
San Joaquin. It was a valuabie report covering such matters as number of 
Clergy in the Province in 1938 and now after ten years, the number in 1948. 
The same comparison was made of Parishes, Missions, Ordinations, Candi- 
dates for Holy Orders, Baptims, Confirrmations, Number of Church Mem- 
bers, Marriages, Burials, Church Schools’ Officers and Teachers, then Fi- 
nancial Statistics, Church Property, Insurance, Endowments, Indebtedness, 
Institutions. This is an enlightening report and is (Appendix Page ). 


On motion the report was received and accepted with appreciation to 
the Committee for its careful and thoughtful work. 
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The next Order of Business was elections. The Chair appointed the 
Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, the Rev. Lewis A. Baskerville and Mr. 
A. H. Baer as Tellers and called for the casting of the ballot. 


The Bishop of San Joaquin presented the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, Mankind is facing decisions of greatest seriousness for 
the peace of the world, let us resolve, 


That our people must not tolerate any complacency about war; 
That we must combat both hysteria and blind hatred; 

That our people must reject fatalism about war; 

That war is not inevitable; 


And if it should come it would be because of conditions that man could 
have changed. 


That Christians should not rely primarily on military strategy to meet 
Communist aggression. Such reliance is more apt to bring war than to pre- 
vent it. There should be greater concentration on positive programs; great- 
er emphasis on increasing social welfare and economic well-being through- 
out the world. 


That whereas the world’s great scientists insistently testify that no de- 
fense is possible against atomic or biological attack; and therefore the only 
defense against war and the only hope of survival is to prevent war from 
the beginning. 


Let us pray that our President and Statesmen may find a solution to our 
present wor!d problems according to the mind of Christ and the will of God. 
Let us believe that “Men could move the earth, if their purposes were high 
enough, their methods clean enough, and their wills strong enough”. As 
Christ said, “with men this is impossible, but with God all things are pos- 
sible.” Likewise 


Let us show by deeds that we do not want war with Russia. Let us run the 
risks of following the way of Christ. 


Let us urge and pray that the United Nations Organization be utilized 
and strengthened as a channel of mutual aid, mutual exploration, and mutual 
security; resuming negotiations, even though they have been frustrated by 
mutual suspicion, fear, and reliance upon military power. 


Let us believe that love does cast out fear, as we have a passionate con- 


cern for the safety and welfare of our own people, and for those of Russia 
and of all other lands. 


On motion of the Bishop of San Joaquin the resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

The Teilers presented their report on the elections as follows:

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For nominee to the Board of Trustees of St. Margaret’s House for mem- 
bership on that Board in the Class of 1953: The Rt. Rev. Stephen C. Clark. 


The Chair declared the elections complete and that the above were duly 
elected for the several positions. 


The Rt. Rev. Benjamin D. Dagwell, presented his Report as the Provin- 
cial Representative on the National Council in the Class of 1949. 


I have enjoyed he three years service on the National Council as the 
Eighth Province representative. I believe real progress has been made in 
this period under the leadership of Bishop Sherrill. There is a new unity at 
“281” to which Dr. John Heuss, the Rev. Arnold Lewis and Bishop Bentley 
have contributed. Seabury House has also been a factor in promoting this 
fine spirit. 


The long service of Dr. Lewis B. Franklin was terminated with the elec- 
tion in December of Mr. Russell E. Dill. However, Dr. Franklin continues 
to serve on the Investment Committee and he took a winter vacation or a 
missionary tour of Cuba, Haiti and Puerto Rico. 


The success of our annual appeal for Word Relief Funds has been en- 
couraging and a tribute to the skill of our Promotion department head, 
Robert D. Jordon. 


Real anxiety exists in the minds of Bishop Sherrill and other Council 
members over the Radio Program deficit. Scenes from Great Plays won a 
great listening audience but never gained whole-hearted or open-handed 
support from our Clergy and laity. The deficit of $140,000 must be met 
even though the programs were discontinued at the end of February. The 
Bishops of the Church are being directly asked by the Presiding Bishop to 
endeavor to wipe out the deficit before the General Convention. 


A new budget will be preesnted to General Convention which will bea 
challenge to a growing Church to meet Her responsibility in this moving 
world. The fields are white to the harvest; laborers are offering their lives 
for service; an awakened Church must provide support for an expanded pro- 
gram. 


Wherever we look, in mission fields at home and abroad; in departments 
of National Council, Promotion Social Relations, youth and College areas, 
Army and Navy Chaplainces and in the field of Religious Education; we 
see opportunities for an improvement in our work. For earnest Church- 
men, an opportunity is a responsibility to be shouldered and not shirked.

On motion it was voted that the appreciation of the Province be ex- 
tended Bishop Dagwell for his faithful and constructive service as the Pro- 
vincial Representative on the Nationai Council for the period from 1946- 
1949. 


Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth presented his re- 
port which on motion was received and accepted with gratitude for the ac- 
complishments of the year. 

The Bishop of Spokane read the noon-day prayers for Missions. 

The Synod recessed for lunch to resume its session at 2:30 P.M. follow- 
ing the Joint -session. 


The Joint-session of the Synod, the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Youth 
Commission was held in the Cathedral at 1:30 P.M. The introductory serv- 
ice was taken by the Bishop of Idaho. The President introduced as the 
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speakers, Mr. Robert Larkin of Los Angeles, a member of the Youth Com- 
mission; Mrs. Robert K. Vickery, of Berkeley, President of the Provincial 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and the Very Rev. James M. Malloch, D.D., Dean of 
St. James’ Cathedral, Fresno, California. 


The Synod on reconvening for its final session at 2:30 P.M. had as the 
first order of business the report of the Finance Department presenting the 
budget for the fiscal year May 1, 1949-April 30, 1950. The report was pre- 
sented by Mr. Milbank, Chairman of the Department. After reading the 
Budget he moved that it be made the Permanent Budget for the Fiscal year. 
The motion was unanimously adopted. . 


Bishop Dagwell and the Rev. Richard Lief presented the report of the 
Department of Christian Social Relations. This was an oral report which on 
motion was received. 


Bishop Cross, Chairman of the Committee on Necrology presented the 
report of the Committee. This important report is found on Page of the 
Journal. At the close of the report Bishop Cross bade the House to Prayer 
and offered appropriate Collects. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business presented its final report 
through Mr. Colcock, who moved that the reading of the afternoon minutes 
be omitted and that the President and the Secretary be authorized to certify 
same. The motion was adopted. He also gave the remaining items on the 
agenda. The Committee on Resolutions presented its report recommending 
that the following resolutions be adopted: 


1. BE IT RESOLVED: that the Thirtieth Synod of the Province of 
the Pacific approve this year’s program arrangement wherein Tuesday was 
designated “National Council Day”, instead of the previous designation of 
“Christian Education Day”, and meetings scheduled for all Provincial De- 


partments, instead of the Department of Christian Education only. Be it 
also, 


RESOLVED: that this plan be followed in planning the program for 
next year. And be it further, 


RESOLVED: that a copy of this Resolution be sent to all the Depart- 
ments of the National Council with the request that the Heads of the De- 
partments, or a Representative of each Department, arrange to be present 
on “National Council Day”, 1950 and thereafter. On motion the Synod ap- 


proved the recommendation of the Committee and the resolution was 
adopted. 


2. RESOLVED: that this Thirtieth Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
extends its affectionate greeting and best wishes to the Rt. Rev. Edward 
Makin Cross, D.D., on the 25th anniversary of his consecration to the Epis- 
copate with Jurisdiction in the Missionary District of Spokane which con- 


secration will be observed on May 26th when the District holds its Annual 
Convocation. 


3. BEIT RESOLVED: that the Synod express its sincere and genuine 
gratitude to the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., the Synod’s host Bishop, 
for the very splendid hospitality which he has so generously provided 
through the days we have been his guests; also the Synod’s appreciation to 
the Committee on arrangements for the wise and helpful program whereby 
the large and small groups alike have been provided with adequate meeting 
place through which the Synod program has been consummated; especially 
our thanks to Mrs. Fred Williams who gratuitously served as Secretary of 
the Committee on arrangements and to whom was largely due the smooth 
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running of the Synod’s machinery; also our thanks to Dean Watson for his 
helpful contribution in many ways to a most enjoyable Synod. On motion 
this resolution was adopted. 


4. Resolution presented by Mr. Frank Sibilia. 


WHEREAS: the principle of Vocational Giving has become increasing- 
ly developed, Be it, 


RESOLVED: that the President of the Synod appoint a Committee to 
make a thorough study of the Vocational Giving Plan as being carried out 
in several areas in the Province and make a report at the next meeting of the 
Synod. The Committee recommended its adoption and on motion it was 
adopted. This completed the report of the Committee on Resolutions and 
on motion the entire report was received and adopted. 


Mrs. Helen Clark made a very helpful and enlightening address on the 
principles and the program of the Girls’ Friendly Society. On motion the 
Synod expressed its appreciation of this adéress. 


On motion the Synod adjourned Sine Die. The President offered the 
closing prayer and dismissed the Synod with the Benediction. 


The closing Devotional Service was held the evening of this day in St. 
Mark’s Cathedral. The President conducted the Devotional service and the 
Synod concluded its Thirtieth session with a most helpful address by the Rt. 
Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, the Synod’s host Bishop.

REPORT OF PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 
Synodical year May 1, 1948-April 30, 1949 


Article V, section 5 of the Provincial Constitution reads as follows: 

The Council shall hold at least three meetings annually; (a) An annual 
meeting to be held on the day immediately preceding the opening of Synod; 
(b) An Organizational meeting to be held immediately as close as may be 
following adjournment of Synod: (c) A Stated meeting to be held as soon as 
may be after the First day of September. Your Council has held these three 
meetings. The Organizational meeting was held in Santa Barbara at the 
close of the 1948 Synod. The one purpose of this meeting was the setting up 
of the Departments, Commissions and Committees for the new Synodical 
year. The Journal which we assume you all received gave you the names of 
the Chairman and the Personnel of these various organizations as well as the 
names of the Synod Officers, the Council Members, and other, officials of the 
Province. 


The Stated Meeting was held at the Church Divinity School on Wednes- 
day, September 29, 1948. This being St. Michael and All Angel’s Day the 
meeting opened with a Celebration of the Holy Communion in the Chapel of 
the School with the President, the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, as Celebrant. 
The Business Meeting followed the service with 17 of the Council members 
being present. The first order of business was the presntation of a Memorial 
to the Rt. Rev. Louis Chiids Sanford whose death occurred on August 10th, 
1948. The Council suggests that this Memorial be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Necrology for presentation to the Synod when the Committee makes 
its report. Certainly the constructive contribution made by Bishop Sanford 
to this Province from the Primary Synod to the day of his death deserves 
and should receive recognition by this the first Synod to be held since his 
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death. Reports being in order, Mr. Millbank, Treasurer, presented an ad 
interim report of receipts and disbursements for the first five months of 
the fiscal year. This report will be incorporated in the report for the full 
fiscal year he will present to the Synod. 


As Chairman of the Finance Department he presented the Tentative 
Budget for the Fiscal Year May 1, 1949-April 30, 1950. The Council ap- 
proved this Tentative Budget and ordered its presentation to the Synod. It 
will be presented by Mr. Millbank later in the session. Committee on 
Evangelism. The Rev. Mr. Parlour, Chairman, being unable to attend the 
meeting presented his report through the Secretary. He asked the Council’s 
advice as to whether a single conference on Evanglism should be held sim- 
ilar to the one held in San Francisco the previous year or whether there 
should be three conferences, one in the northern section, one in the central 
section and one in the southern section of the Province. The Council de- 
cided that the three conference suggestion would make the conferences 
available to a larger number with corresponding better results and so in- 
formed the Chairman. 


Department of Christian Education. The Bishop of Eastern Oregon, 
Chairman, tendered his resignation as Chairman which the Council accepted 
with regret. The Council elected Dean Shires as Acting Chairman for the 
rest of the Synodical year. 


Department of Promotion and Publicity. The report of Col. B. C. Allin, 
Chairman, covered the matter of a news sheet which the Synod of 1948 re- 
jected. This report so clearly and definitely presented the actual need of 
such a publication that it has been suggested to Col. Allin that he present 
it to this Synod as, at least, a part of the report that he will make to this 
Synod for his Department. 


The Rev. Dr. Austin presented a report of the Seamens Work Commit- 
tee of which he is Chairman. He requested that the Rev. Harold H. Kelly, 
D.D., former Superintendent of Seamens Work in New York City, now re- 
tired, be elected a member of the Provincial Committee and the request was 
granted. 


The Rev. Mr. Staines, Chairman of the College Work Department pre- 
sented his report in which he announced that the Rev. David Cochran of 
Seattle had been appointed Secretary of the Northern Section of the De- 


partment to succeed the Rev. Charles Neville of Corvallis, who had resigned 
the office. 


Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth presented an oral 
report and at its close he requested that he be relieved as Adult Advisor 
for the Province on the National Youth Commission and that the Rev. John 
P. Craine be substituted as such Advisor. The Council granted the request 
and made the substitution. Dean Gardner also*requested that the Youth 
meeting at the time of Synod be designated by its proper title, The Pro- 
vincial Youth Commission Meeting, and not the Youth Convention. 


Mr. J. C. F. Merrifield, Provincial Chairman of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymens Work reported that the Laymen of the Province 
had taken as their objective for the present year a closer cooperation with 
the Trustees of the Church Divinity School by increasing the number of 
Unit Givers on a five-year basis for the financial support of the School. He 
will have more to say about this in his report to this Synod. Reports being 
completed the Council turned to miscellaneous matters. First was the reso. 
lution presented to the 1948 Synod by the Rev. David Trimble. The sub- 
stance of the resolution was that on the completion of the Presiding 
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Bishop’s program for World Relief the General Convention be requested to 
continue the Church-wide appeal for One Million Dollars annually for the 
support of Church Seminaries, Colleges, and Universities and other institu- 
tions of kindred type. The resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. The Committee recommended that the resolution be referred 
to the Council for further study. The Council considering the resolution 
learned there was a distinct possibility of another Special Fund being 
planned and tabied the resolution until the next meeting of the Council. 


Col. B. C. Allin, Chairman of the Department of Promotion and Publicity 
reported that he had conferred with Dean Shires and that the Dean would 
consider the possibility of enlarging the bulletin of the School in order that 
it might become a general Provincial communication. 


At the 1948 Synod a committee was appointed to prepare a statement of 
the Church’s Responsibility in the World Affairs of today. The Committee 
prepared and presented such a statement and it was approved and adopted 
by the Synod. The Bishop of San Joaquin on his own initiative also pre- 
pared a statement on the same subject. This statement for reasons that need 
not be given here failed to reach the Synod floor. That statement, however, 
was presented to the Council which approved it and ordered its presentation 
= the 1949 Synod. We suggest that it be referred to the Committee on Reso- 
utions. 


The Council received a request from two of the Bishops that the 1949 
Synod be canceled in view of the fact that this is General Convention year. 
The Council pointed out that when the present Provincial Constitution 
and Canons were adopted in 1920 the time for holding the Synod was 
changed from October to May with the express provision the Synod should 
meet annually regardless of the time set for General Convention. The 
Council therefore unanimously decided that the Synod of 1949 be held as 
usual. The Council then fixed the time for the Synod as provided for in 
Article IV, section la, namely, the first week in May. 


The Bishop and Church people of the Diocese of Olympia extended a 
very cordial invitation through Mr. Hodges to hoid the Synod in Seattle. 
This gracious invitation was accepted. The President appointed the follow- 
ing as the Committee on arrangements for the Synod: 


Honorary Chairman, The President of the Province. 

Chairman, Mr. James Hodges. 

Episcopal Members, The Bishops of Olympia and Oregon. 

Clerical Members, The Very Rev. Richard S. Watson and The Rev. 
George R. Turney. 

Lay Members, Mr. James Hodges and Mr. Roderick Olzendam. 


Associate Members, Mrs. Robert K. Vickery, President of the Provin- 
cial Woman’s Auxiliary and Miss aJnice Overfie'd, Chairman of the Pro- 
gram Committee of the Woman’s Auxiliary for the 1949 Synod. 


The Council invited the Bishop of San Joaquin to preach the Synod 
sermon and he accepted the invitation. 


The Council invited the Rev. John Heuss, Jr., D.D., Director of the De- 
partment of Christian Education of the National Council to attend the 1949 
Synod. We are happy to say the invitation was accepted. He will have a 
prominent place on the Education day program. 


Col. B. C. Allin was appointed Chairman of the Committee on creden- 
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tials which Committee will be responsible for and administer the seating 
arrangements of delegates and visitors. 


Council adjourned after prayer by the Chairman.

The Meeting was called to order at 4:20 P.M. with the President, the 
Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden in the Chair. 


Dean Gardner opened the meeting with prayer. 
The roll call indicated that a quorum was present. 
The first item of Business was Reports. 


Mr. Morris Milbank, Treasurer, presented his report of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year May 1, 1948-April 30, 1949. On motion the re- 
port was received and ordered presented to the Synod. 


As Chairman of the Finance Department, Mr. Milbank presented the 
Tentative Budget for the new fiscal year. The Council approved the same 
and ordered its presentation to the Synod. 


The Council received by title the report of the Secretary of the Council 
and ordered its presentation to the Synod. 


The following reports were received by title, viz, Department of Mis- 
sions, Promotion, Publicity, Radio, Christian Education, Christian Social 
Relations, Youth, the Commissions on Indian Work and Rural Work, and 
the Committee on Seamens’ Work. These were ordered to be presented to 
the Synod.

The College Work Department during the year has carried out a pro- 
gram of publicity and student activities operating through the two Provin- 
cial Secretaries. A complete progress report of the Department is being 
submitted to the Council under a separate report, and it will be submitted 
to the members of the Synod and to the Bishops of the Province. 
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The Department requests an extension of its program and a continua- 
tion of a grant providing two College Work Secretaries, one tor the north- 
ern half and one for the southern hali of the Province. 


The Department wishes to have the authorization and recommendation 
of the Council and the Synod for 2 Graduate School summer session for Col- 
lege Workers to be held at the Church Divinity School of the Pacific during 
the summer of 1950, The estimated cost would be $2,500.00 for the faculty. 
The board and room and traveling expenses of those attending would be paid 
by those individuals enroilin. session would be a graduate summer 
school session with faculty ‘chosen for special gifts in preparing men for 
work with college congregations, 


We respectiully r t that the Synod consider the importance of this 
undertaking and incl an item of $500.00 in its budget which will be set 
aside tor this purpose. Additional funds will be requested from the Division 
of College Work and the Church fociety tor College Work.

The Council, on motion approved this plan and added $500.00 to the Ten- 
tative Budget for this purpose, when the budget is submitted to the Synod. 


Mr. J. C. F. Merrifield, Provincial Chairman of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymens’ Work, presented the following report: 


The program of the Presiding Bishop's Committee on Laymen’s work is 
making good progress in those Dioceses and Districts where active Chair- 
men have been appointed by the Bishops. We exceedingly regret the failure 
on the part of some Bishops to appoint such Chairmen. 


The program calls for 2 Diocesan or District Chairman whose duty it is 
to arrange with Clergy for the appointment of a Keyman in every Church. 
Then, working through these Keymen, various activities are undertaken to 
cause more men to participate in afizirs of the Church. 


The National) Committee held their annual meeting at Seabury House 
in January. Representatives from various Provinces spent three days ex- 
changing ideas, reporting on results being obtained, and developing a pro- 
gram for future use. Your Chairman attended this meeting. 


Your Chairman has published bulletins at intervals disseminating infor- 
mation to ail Diocesan and District Chairmen, with copies to all Bishops 
in the Province. A number of meetings have been held throughout the Pro- 
vince where activities have been undertaken. It is proposed to continue 
and broaden the scope of Laymen’s Work during the coming months. 


With the approval of the Provincial Council, your Committee has un- 
dertaken 2% ome of its major projects getting behind the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific fnanciaily. This work is progressing slowly, and cur- 
rently a mailing campaign is under way. A number of unit gifts have been 
secured and have been turned into the School. With additional emphasis 
by all parties concerned, it is felt much good can be accomplished. 


To date the entire expense of your Chairman’s work has been borne 
by him. Of necessity, travel has had to be held at 2 minimum, and, in many 
instances, it is unfortunate because it impedes progress which could other- 
* wise be made. 

It is requested an item of $600.00 annually be included in the budget for 
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this work. While this amount will not cover actual expenses, it will be help- 
ful in accelerating the work throughout the Province.

On motion this report was received and the request for $600.00 referred 
to the Finance Department for submission to the Synod. 


The term of the Examining Chaplains having been completed on motion, 
it was voted that the President be authorized to appoint a new Board in the 
Class of 1952, designating one of the members as Chairman. The President 
named the following: The Rev. Henry M. Shires, Chairman; the Rev. Her- 
bert V. Harris and the Rev. Randolph C. Miller, with power to add to their 
number. The Rev. Clarence H. Parlour submitted by title his report as 
Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism. He also presented his resigna- 
tion as Chairman of the Committee. This was accepted with regret and ap- 
preciation of the fine leadership he had given the Committee. The Pres- 
ident will name his successor later. 


The Resolution of the Rev. Mr. Trimble requesting General Convention 
at the completion of the drive for World Relief to continue such a drive 
for Church College, Seminarites and other institutions and a similar reso- 
lution referred to the Council by the Province of Sewanee were carefully 
considered and on motion were permanently laid on the table. 


The Council considered two proposed amendments to the Provincial 
Constitution: In Article VI first paragraph, line two, delete the word “‘Pres- 
byter”. The sentence will then read, “When sitting separately the House of 
Deputies shall at its frst meeting elect one of its members etc. ‘‘On motion 
this amendment was approved and referred to the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons when appointed. 


Article II, section 3c, reads, “Each Diocese and Missionary District 
shall determine the qualifications of its Deputies and the manner in which 
they shall be chosen.” Add a new sentence to read as follows, ‘““These Dep- 
uties shall be elected by the Convention or Convocation of each unit at its 
Annual Meeting, Provided, however, that if the Annual Meeting be held 
less than Thirty Days prior to the date fixed for the Annual Synod, the 
Diocesan or the Missionary District Council shall elect such Deputies at a 
meeting called, at least Thirty Days prior to the meeting of Synod. On 
motion this amendment was approved and referred to the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons when appointed. 


An amendment to Article VI of the General Constitution defining ways 
and means of changing the Boundaries of Missionary Districts and a new 
Canon to be numbered 10 having for its purpose to implement the changes 
made in Article VI presented to the 1946 Synod by the late Bishop Sanford 
which was presented to and adopted by the Synod but which because of an 
error failed to reach the floor of the House of Bishops at the General Con- 
vention of 1946, was again brought to the attention of the Council and the 
Council again gave its approval. On motion the President was authorized 
to appoint one of the Provincial Bishops to forward its presentation to the 
General Convention of 1949. The President appointed the Rt. Rev. Edward 
L. Parsons to this position. 


Three Resolutions from the Lambeth Conference of 1948 were pre- 


sented by title to the Council and the Council on motion authorized their 
presentation to the Synod. 
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On motion the Council voted that the offerings at the several services of 
the Synod be presented to the Bishop of Alaska for his discretionary fund. 


On motion the Council stood adjourned.

Mr. Howard Wells, Diocese of California, died September 25, 1948, who, 
as a delegate attended the Synod of 1947. 


The Rt. Rev. Louis Childs Sanford, retired Bisk-p of San Joaquin, died 
August 10, 1948. Your Committee requests the privilege of incorporating in 
its report the memorial statement as adopted at the fall meeting of the Pro- 
vincial Council as follows: 


A MEMORIAL TO BISHOP SANFORD 


The Province of the Pacific is deeply saddened by the death of Louis 
Childs Sanford, Doctor, Priest and Bishop, a devoted and loyal member of 
the Province. For four full decades he was a constructive spiritual force 
in the growth and development of the Church’s life and work within the 
bounds of the Province. 


When the General Convention of 1907 set up the Eight Missionary De- 
partments, the Board of Missions appointed the Rev. Dr. Sanford as the 
full time Executive Secretary of the Eighth Department. In 1913 the Gen-. 
eral Convention supplanted the Departmental System with the Provincial 
System. The Primary Synod was held in Oakland in August 1915. The Rev. 
Dr. Sanford having been consecrated on St. Paul’s Day, January 25, 1911, as 
a Bishop in the Church of God, with Jurisdiction within the new Mission- 
ary District of San Joaquin, he took his seat in the Provincial House of 
Bishops. His service as Secretary of the Eighth Missionary Department 
had given him an acquaintance with and an understanding of the problems, 
the opportunity, the need of every unit of the Church within the continental 
area of the Province. This knowledge made him an influential factor in 
mapping out the pathway the new Provincial System was to take in “length- 
ening the cords and strengthening the stakes” of the Church in its respon- 
sibility as a builder of God’s Kingdom in the rapidly growing and develop- 
ing area embraced within the geographical bounds of this Province. 


In 1921 the Synod elected him as the first representative of this Province 
on the National Council. This position he held for a full decade. Then 
Canonical restrictions imposed by the General Convention as to the length 
of service one might give to the Council caused his retirement. 


When Bishop Page, President of the Province, resigned the office in 
1923 to become Bishop of Michigan, Bishop Sanford was chosen by the 
Synod as his successor. This office he held in successive elections until 1938 
when illness caused his retirement. 


His gifts of leadership and consecrated devotion to the high purpose of 
God for the world were recognized not only within the Province but in that 
wider area of the General Church. In 1927 the National Council selected 
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him as one of the deputation it was sending to China to make an inventory 
and appraisal of the Church’s work.in that most important Missionary Field. 


It was, however, in the Fourteen years of his presidency of the Province 
that we came to appreciate his service as our guide and leader. At our Synod 
dinners it was his unfailing and delightful humor that made him such an 
admirable and enjoyable toeastmaster. As the presiding officer of our Synods 
and Council meetings it was his wisdom, tact, patience, firmness, friend- 
liness and above all else his deep loyalty and devotion to the Christ and His 
Church that made an abiding impression upon the minds of the Bishops, 
Priests and Laymen who gathered for these meetings. It was these char- 
acteristics that kept the Synods free from discussion, argument or division 
over the question of churchmanship, and from distinctly partizan matters 
that would disturb the unity and peace of the Synod and the Province. 


This is a legacy we shall cherish and must always preserve. 


His final contribution to the Province has been the writing of its His- 
tory. This required diligent and painstaking research in tracing the tiny 
seed of the Provincial idea as planted in the early years of our American 
church through its germination, slow growth and development until its 
fruitage appeared in 1913. Then followed a most careful and exhaustive 
study of the events in the Province of the Pacific from the first Synod in 
1915 across the years to 1948. Fully 90% of this history has been the result 
of his personal study and writing. It was finished shortly before his death 
and will be published not only for its historical value but as a testimonial 
to his deep interest in and great devotion to the Province of the Pacific. 


The last link in the chain of Bishops that composed the House of Bishops 
at the Primary Synod has now been severed and we can and will believe 
that our dear friend, companion and leader has joined his associates who 
have gone before him in the higher service and richer life of the world: 
eternal. 


To the dear wife, his constant companion for a full half century, we ex- 
tend our deep and sincere sympathy in the confident assurance that the 
Heavenly Father’s unfailing strength and comforting love will sustain and 
uphold her in this her sad and lonely hour. 


HESOLVED: that your committee’s report be accepted, included in full 
in the minutes of the meeting and that the Secretary be instructed to send a 
suitable communication to the widow of Bishop Sanford. On his motion the 
resolution was adopted.

REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Department was organized at the close of the 1948 Synod with 
Bishop Barton of Eastern Oregon as Chairman. His resignation was re- 
ceived and accepted by the Council at its September 1948 meeting and Dean 
Shires was asked to act as Chairman until the end of the Synodical year. 


The Department arranged for the program for Christian Educaticn Day 
held May Third at Seattle. This meeting was privileged to have on its pro- 
gram the Rev. Dr. John Heuss and the Rev. Vesper O. Ward of the National 
Council’s Department of Education. These leaders presented the educational 


situation confronting the Church in terms of our needs and what steps have 
been taken to meet them. 


Indeed, the most exciting news in Christian Education in the Episcopal 
Church is the proposed new curriculum. The project grew out of dissatis- 
faction with existing materials, and came to a head with a resolution by the 
House of Bishops instructing the Department of Christian Education to pro- 
duce a new series of lesson materials. 


Instead of revising old ideas, the committee appointed for the task be- 
gan with a new philosophy of education which placed a new emphasis on 
Christian beliefs, the secular environment, the place of the family, and the 
nature of children’s religion. As the statement of philosophy was developed 
in “Specifications,” it was found necessary to carry out research at every 
step. One committee of theologians was charged with the task of preparing 
a manual of Christian beliefs as held by the Episcopal Church and based on 
the “Offices of Instruction.” Another concerned itself with the place of the 
family in the nurture of children, with especial attention at first to the pre- 
school child and later with the Ligon plan, which is the most thorough-going 
experiment in the use of parents for teaching aids in any form of educa- 
tional method yet developed. It was found that a complete chart of the “re- 
ligious readiness” of various age-groups was also necessary, and that no one 
source provided this information. With each step, other forms of research 
were suggested, in visual aids, worship and art, music, cooperation with 
youth and adult divisions of the department, and rural churches. 


Full advantage was taken of the insights of other new courses. Educa- 
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tors were brought into the early meetings from other experiments. Full in- 
formation was provided about the Ligon plan of family coupe sation as it ac- 
tually works in Episcopal churches, the youth work in the diocese of Mis- 
souri was fully presented and discussed and leaders went to Kirkwood to ob- 
serve one of the churches in action, the editors of the new Presbyterian 
and Congregational materials gave freely of their time and knowledge, and 
various experts were consulted by the staff. 


It was no easy job to build even the groundwork of an educational 
philosophy. Because of the unsettled conditions in both Christian and se- 
cular education, it was necessary to work out a clue to Christian educa- 
tion which would include the best insights without losing the gains made 
with such difficulty since the turn of the century. The members of the Edi- 
torial Board had to learn to know and understand and trust each other, and 
there were even the difficulties of language as far as technical theological 
and educational jargon was concerned. 


Finally it was felt that the original committee was on the right track, 
and that specific tasks could be delegated to sub-committees in various geo- 
graphical areas. The Editorial Board as a whole does not need to meet so 
often, and the smaller committees are moving forward. The problem of 
staffing was met, and such experts as the Rev. V. O. Ward, Mrs. Dora Chap- 
lin, and Miss Dorothy Scott began their arduous task of editorial work. 


There is a promotional task associated with the work which is just be- 
ginning. Dr. John Heuss and his associates have been appearing at meetings 
of Synods, clergy conferences, and teachers’ gatherings to tell them what is 
happening. Workshops are being set up at the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacifiic and other regional centers and at the College of Preachers to 
acquaint as many as possible with the steps already taken and with the gen- 
eral goals now firmly in mind. 


It is going to take time and money to complete the task. The editor-in- 
chief as well as the department head need many more staff members who 
are qualified for their jobs. The actual writing of courses to exacting speci- 
fications will take time. The testing of the materials in “pilot schools” will 
be sufficiently thorough to guarantee that the “bugs” will be worked out ex- 
perimentally before the courses are given to the public. New teacher and 
paren materials must be prepared in advance of publication of the actual 
essons. 


It is estimated that it will cost around $350,000 per year to carry out 
this task and augment the other work of the department. Unless this amount 
is allocated at General Convention, the whole project will be jeopardized. 
When it is recalled that the Presbyterians spent seven years and several 
million dollars, it is not unreasonable to expect that the Episcopal Church 
will need about the same amount of both time and money. There is a big 
job ahead, a great start has been made, and it will take resources of the 
whole church to complete the task. 


The Department at its meeting on May Third asked the Synod to ap- 
prove and recommend the proposed plan of the Rev. Dr. Heuss and his as- 
sociates as they will be proposed to the General Convention.

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PROVINCIAL COLLEGE COMMISSION REPORT 


Province of the Pacific 
May 3, 1949 


After two years of an expanded Provincial College Work program, the 
College Commission of the Eighth Province is pleased to present a progress 
report. The members feel it is noteworthy that the Commission has truly 
been functioning on a regional basis with executive committee meetings be- 
ing held twice each year between the annual meetings of the whole Commis- 
sion. At each of these four executive meetings, official representatives of 
the various sections of the Province have been present: the Rev. Russell B. 
Staines, chairman; the Rt. Rev. William F. Lewis; the Rev. Charles Neville; 
and the Rev. John Luther. They have been able to actively advise the Pro- 
vincial secretaries who work in the field. The Rev. C. S. Neville took part- 
time responsibility for college work in the Northern area in 1947-48 and the 
Rev. David R. Cochran is now acting in the same capacity. Mrs. E. N. Caul- 
field has been working full-time in the southern area of the Province.

Because surveys were made three years apart, interesting comparisons 
can be made between the Church’s work in the college field in the Spring of 
1946 and in the Spring of 1949.

An encouraging sign is shown in figures which reveal that college work 
budgets in the Province have increased considerably.

However, in estimating the amounts needed to adequately meet the chal- 
lenge of our campuses, the figure given for salaries and program expenses is:

There has been no increase in the past two years in the number of full- 
time workers in the college field. Three ordained men and three women 
workers are employed. The most recent survey reveals the immediate need 
for the following number of workers: 

8 southern area 
4 northern area 


12 Total number of workers needed. 


Summary Visits to College Campuses 
In the northern area, the secretary has visited 18 college centers where 
the Episcopal Church has work out of the total 22 universities and college 
campuses. In the southern area, the secretary has visited 22 college centers 
where the Episcopal Church has work out of the total 26 university and state 
college campuses. Many of these campuses have had return visits.

The Provincial workers have contacted the Bishops and the Committees 
for College Work where they exist in each of the12 Dioceses and Districts of 
the Province. They interpret the work of the Provincial Commission to 
the Bishops and Diocesan Committees and they evaluate the college pro- 
gram of the Diocese or District when called upon to do so. 


During a local college visit, the Secretaries meet with the chaplain or 
part-time worker and discuss the Church’s work on the campus. Where a 
new Canterbury Club is being started or a group revived, they exchange 
ideas on program and help in training student leaders for their responsibil- 
ities. Emphasis is placed on the Christian aims and purposes of the Church’s 
work with students. The Secretaries meet with such other religious leaders 
as exist on the campus, and they represent the Church’s interest in higher 
education to the Department of Religion and to the Administration. When 
the opportunity is available, an attempt is made to meet as many faculty 
Episcopalians as possible. The secretaries are frequently asked to counsel 
with a student who is considering full-time Church work. 


Provincial Program of Conferences 


The planning of regional conferences has been given priority by the two 
secretaries. The secretary for the southern area has been responsible for 
five conferences in her region, while the clergy in the northern have ar- 
ranged four conferences for their students. These meetings have stressed 
the Christian implications of vocation, and the role of the Christian student 
in the university. Recruiting for the ministry and for women’s work in the 
Church has been a major emphasis. 


Through the stimulus of the newly-organized National Association of 
Faculty Episcopalians, the first faculty conferences in this Province were 
undertaken this past year. Two conferences have been held in the north 
and two in the south. The reaction to them on the part of faculty has been 
highly encouraging. 


Provincial Projects 


A clearer picture of the fiinancial status and the needs of the various col- 
lege work centers has been obtained since the Provincial secretaries on be- 
half of the National Division of College Work surveyed that area of the 
work. 


Both secretaries are taking responsibility for public relations for college 
work at the present meeting of Synod and for General Convention in the 
Fall. They will arrange for representatives to attend the special meeting of 
college students which will meet at the time of National Youth Convention 
to consider the possibility for more adequate Provincial or National student 


representation in the total program of college work carried on by the 
Church. 


Seven students from the Province were sent back to the Lawrence, Kan- 
sas meeting of the United Student Christian Council. From the Episcopal 
students at that meeting came the request for more adequate student plan- 
ning of Canterbury purposes and program. 


The full-time secretary has been able to carry out the following projects 
for the whole Province: 


Prepare and distribute a printed brochure on the Church’s program on 


the campus to all clergy in the Province with the suggestion it be sent to 
parents. 


Canvass the various chaplains for names of faculty Episcopalians who 
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' could then be invited to join the National Association of Faculty Episco- 
palians. : 


Send a NEWS LETTER of Provincial College Work news to all chap- 
lains to disseminate news of the Provincial Commission actions and to offer 
a medium for the exchange of ideas throughout the Province. 


Compile a list of summer conferences and summer service projects 
throughout the Province and notify students of these opportunities. 
Meetings With Other Than College Groups 


The secretary of the southern area has been invited to speak about the 
Church’s program for students and faculty to the following groups: 


Christian Education Day in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
Woman’s Auxiliary—

Two parish youth groups. 


Since she is doing full time work, the secretary for the southern area has 
been able to cooperate with other organizations and groups such as the Stu- 
dent Councils of the Diocese of Los Angeles and of Cailfornia; the student 
committee of the Institute of International Relations, the Church Society 
for College Work in the Diocese of California; the Board of Saint Mar- 
garet’s House. She is at present teaching a two-unit course in Personal 
Counseling to students from Saint Margaret’s and the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific. 


Plans for the Future 


1. Continuation of Provincial staff of secretaries and allotment for their 
expenses. 


2. Giving assistance where possible to Diocesan College Work Commit- 
tees as they seek to meet the need for workers and more adequate fi- 
nancing of work. 


3. Conferences planned to reach each student generation with the needs 
and opportunities for men and women in the Church. 


Help in opening up summer service opportunities for students. 
Continue and build on work with faculty Episcopalians. 


Increase the interest in college work among clergy and laity.

REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 
May 1949 


Each of the Dioceses and Districts comprising Province Eight has been 
polled for a report on its organized youth work as of April 1949. Full re- 
ports have been received from the Youth Advisers in all these Dioceses and 
Districts except Alaska, which has not had a youth adviser. The reports re- 
ceived furnish a very revealing picture of organized Youth Work in our Pro- 
vince. The questions asked of each adviser should give a basic minimum 
figure of what we expect in youth work — assuming that we believe in or- 
ganized youth work in the Episcopal Church and further assuming that we 
intend to follow the fine leadership of the National Youth Division. 


We shall use the word Diocese to describe both Dioceses and Districts of 
this Province. Thirteen Dioceses are here reported, including the twelve in 
the West, and Honolulu. The breakdown of these figures by Dioceses will 
be made available to anyone wishing to inspect it. We give simply the total 
summary of the thirteen Dioceses. 


There are 314 Parishes and Missions in this Province which have organ- 
ized youth groups. The total membership of these groups is 4250. This 
means that the average group out here has 20 members. Of course this figure 
undoubtedly does not include many small places which use young people 
as acolytes, choristers, altar guild members, and Church School teachers, 
though not having an organization for them. These figures are frequently 
subject to change and thus are approximate, but they do remind us of the 
pitifully small scope of our youth work. We are plenty proud of the 
4200 faithful, and of the youth advisers who often labor in the face of monu- 
mental indifference; and of the clergy who are faithful to this responsibility 
in spite of the difficuities in many of our sparsely settled areas; but still the 


figure stands, and in relation to our communicant strength it is not a good 
showing. 


Eleven Dioceses have Diocesan Youth Councils, two have none. These 
Councils make a splendid showing in that the youth of every one of them 
are elected and not appointed. In four of the Dioceses the adult members 
are appointed while in the others even these are elected by the young peo- 
ple. These youth councils range in size from the 8 members of Oregon and 
Honolulu to the 33 members of Los Angeles. The young people on the 
Youth Councils outnumber the adults not less than three to one in all cases 
except Honolulu, where youth and adults are equally divided. These Youth 
Councils meet either bi-monthly or three or four times a year in all cases ex- 
cept San Joaquin and Spokane, which meet semi-annually, and Honolulu, 
which meets annually. In Honolulu they have individual Island Councils 


which meet monthly. San Joaquin also emphasizes more the regional 
groups. 


All thirteen Dioceses reporting have their youth organized on regional 
or convocation levels. In each case these regional groups come in for more 
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intensive work. Outstanding in the development of regional work are San 
Joaquin, Honolulu, and Los Angeles. 


Another splendid achievement is found in the fact that all thirteeen 
Dioceses have either youth camps or summer conferences. Nine of them 
have their own camp or conference grounds while four have to use other 
facilities. In eleven of the thirteen Dioceses reporting the young people 
help to plan the progress of their summer conferences. This is an excellent 
record. According to the figures submitted, some 1670 young people attend 
these conferences. Based on the total number of young people in our youth 
groups this means that some 40% attend a camp or conference for leader- 
ship training and fellowship. This is a good record. 


Eleven of the Dioceses have an annual Convention of the young people. 
Idaho and Eastern Oregon do not. These annual Conventions are attended 
by a total of 1305 young people, or about 30% of the total youth member- 
ship. Most of them meet on Thanksgiving weekend, although many are held 
in January or February. 


Only five of the Dioceses have a Diocesan Youth paper. These are Olym- 
pia, Oregon, Los Angeles, San Joaquin, and Arizona. All five are edited by 
the young people themselves. Olympia, Oregon and Los Angeles publish 
bi-monthly, San Joaquin four times a year, and Arizona as needed. Los 
Angeles puts out the only printed Youth Paper in the Province. 


All thirteen reports state that their Dioceses stress corporate activities 
for Diocesan youth. Most universal of these corporate activities is the an- 
nual observance of Youth Sunday. All follow this plan. All but two stress 
the annual Corporate Communion of young people in May. Nine of them 
stress the use of the youth edition of FORWARD DAY BY DAY, and along 
with this many stress the Rule of Life. Only six of the Dioceses reporting 
stress youth activities on behalf of world relief, which is the fourth of the 
major emphases of the National Youth Commission program. Outstanding 
in this area of world relief is San Joaquin, which has highly developed this 
practical area of service among its young poeple and could well serve asa 
model for all our Western Dioceses. 


Individual laurels could well be given to each one of the thirteen advisers 
who have thus reported. Everyone of the thirteen advisers is a priest in 
charge of a parish and responsible first for this work. Those in areas where 
the numbers are small! and the distance is great deserve a special hand for 
the job they are doing. 


Utah, under the Rev. J. Burton Salter, has done a remarkable job of en- 
listing its youth. An annual Convention there last October was attended by 
99 young people from nine parishes and missions. To those who know this 
area this is a tremendous achievement. Eastern Oregon has made a defi- 
nite advance in the organizing of its youth on a deanery basis with a youth 
rally at each deanery. 


San Joaquin, with the guidance of Miss Helen Wagstaff, Christian Edu- 
cation secretary, and the Ven. Joseph S. Doron, Youth Adviser, stands al- 
most in a class by itself. Its achievements are many, but outstanding is the 
development of a program of personal evangelism by a young people’s Team. 
This Team is composed of young people who are ready and willing to re- 
ceive and impart knowledge of the Church, Bible, Prayer, and Fellowship, 
and to go to such places as shall call for counsel, witness, or help. With the 
aid of the adviser or other person delegated by the Bishop, these young peo- 
ple go out to bear witness. An excellent youth paper called “The Torch” 
is published here. There seems to be a fine, united spirit in the youth of this 
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District which only comes from spiritual leadership and undertaking jobs 
for the Lord and the Church. 


Los Angeles certainly stands in a class by itself, both by virtue of size 
and versatility of its activities. In this Diocese was held a conference on the 
ministry and lay work, attended by 100 young people. A Pre-Lenten Retreat 
is an annual feature, growing each year. Two delegates were sent to the 
Interdenominational Youth Conference at Lake Tahoe, and three to the U.C. 
Y.M. Conference at Grand Rapids, Michigan. A Youth Leadership Confer- 
ence was attended by 300. There are some 1200 young people in this Diocese. 


Olympia held for the first time a Lenten Forum Series conducted by the 
Seattle Area Youth Council and attended by an average of 125 for the Sun- 
day evenings of Lent. The young people of Spokane are working for the 
erection of a chapel for their summer conference camp. I am sure there are 
many other achievements, but these are the ones noted especially in the re- 
ports from the advisers, and in some cases from the young people in these 
Dioceses. 


We should be remiss if we did not pay proper tribute to Robert H. Lar- 
kin of the Diocese of Los Angeles, a young man who has been a member 
at large of the National Youth Commission for the past three years and a 
most valued member of this group. It is hard to reckon the amount of time 
taken out of his school work, and his personal expenditures in connection 
with the whole youth program. The same could be said for Mary Ann Wal- 
ters of San Joaquin, and James Davis of Nevada, members this year of the 
National Youth Commission. This Commission meets for five days in Ten- 
nessee to plan the National Youth Program. They are intensive days, but 
the work does not end there. Their job then is to get it over in the Province, 
and these three young people have made real effort in this direction. All of 
them are college students. 


In closing we should make the following recommendations: 


(1) The Church must soon awaken to the nature and responsibility of 
youth work. Although young people are in parishes, it is a missionary task. 
They do not organize by themselves, as women and men so often do. It is 
utterly absurd to feel that $300 is an adequate sum for youth work in this 
vast Province. This sum pays only a token of the travel expense of young 
people to their Provincial meeting, the sum of $5.00. The delegate from 


Tucson coming to Seattle is going a distance equivalent to the distance 
from Seattle to Chicago. 


(a) For the development of youth leadership training conferences of 
sufficient length, to meet in the summer time when there will be no school 
conflicts. These May meetings of the Provincial Youth Committee make it 
very difficuit to get some of our best young people because of school work. 
Economy is the only reason for their being. They are too brief and these 
only scratch the surface. Such a leadership conference should be held in a 
central location, such as San Francisco, annually and perform a job with 
some continuity such as we are not doing now. This is the advance work 
for which increase in budget is requested. 


_ (2) We can never stop selling the Bishops on the necessity of empha- 
sizing to their clergy the importance of youth work in grade, high school 
and college. We all know the clergy are pressed for time, but too many of 
them make no response to this vital area of the Church’s life. With young 
people facing a very uncertain future in a world which is uncommitted to 
Christ and undecided about war, we who believe in youth work cannot rest 
content with leaders who do not demand commitment from these young 
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people. They crave that this demand be put upon them. May God give us 
the courage to follow these convictions.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
of the EIGHTH PROVINCE 
to the ANNUAL PROVINCIAL SYNOD 


May, 3, 4, 5, 1949. 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF ALASKA. No report received. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF ARIZONA. Through the publicity of 
the helicopter flight to the Havasupai Indian Village in an estuary of the 
Grand Canyon, Miss Laetitia Viele resigned as special social service mis- 
sionary to the Seneca Indians of Western New York and reported for duty 
at this village October 1st. Under the supervision of the Rev. Robert P. 
Frazier, Minister-in-charge of St. Andrew’s Mission quonset Chapel, Miss 
Viele has been ministering with patience and devotion ever since. Equip- 
ment for the quonset Chapel is still being solicited. 


In October, at the request of the Superintendent of the Good Shepherd 
Mission, Ft. Defiance, the Bishop wrote a letter urging Mr. Davis Given, 
senior at the General Seminary, to give part of his ministry to the work of 
the Good Shepherd Mission to the Navajo Indians. This letter crossed with 
a letter from Mr. Davis Given, a Yale graduate with an heroic record in the 
Air Service during the second World War, who volunteered his whole life 
to this work. 


Two Professors of the State College at Tempe, Ariz., and a YMCA 
worker, a layman of our Church, formed a committee to hold Services at 
the College Chapel at this State institution, to reach the 250 students of 
Episcopal preference. 


A whole plant, including an outdoor patio and altar, will be finished this 
summer, the funds having been subscribed for the same, completing the unit 
at the University of Arizona, Tucson. 


The Bishop, the retired Archdeacon and three laymen attempted to form 
a Mission congregation at Wickenburg, Ariz., where 50 Episcopal families 
were reported. It is distressing to report that this effort met with com- 
plete failure. An Every Member Canvass for the support of the Church un- 
earthed only eight families, the above report being the product of a superla- 
tive promoter’s imagination. The Department recommends care against 
this invidious form of evangelism. 


For the first time in several years the area around Salome is being min- 
istered to, by the Rev. Lester M. Morse, now Minister-in-charge of All 
Saints’ Church in that community with its Biblical name. 


The District lost the services of the Rev. Jose Gregori to the Diocese 
of Iowa, from the San Pablo Mexican-American Mission in Phoenix, that 
vacancy being temporarily filled by the retired Archdeacon Jenkins. 


DIOCESE OF CALIFORNIA. In the last eight years eighteen Mis- 
sions have become Parishes in this energetic portion of the vineyard. This 
year’s report is a breathless one, which almost tempts the writer of this 
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report beyond resistance. But since condensation is imperative, may we 
point with pride to three parish houses being built, new Chapels and new 
plants initiated, and a list of no less than twenty places of construction, ex- 
tension, embellishments and repair. Perhaps the climax of the report is the 
record of a Mission started in Palo Alto and named for the author of what 
has been called “the breathless Gospel”. St. Mark’s, Palo Alto, was founded 
as a Mission and “straightway, within a year, it has become a parish”. 


DISTRICT OF EASTERN OREGON. During the year 1948, in addi- 
tion to maintaining all existing work in the District, the following projects 
have been undertaken: 


1. Building. A new Church building was undertaken in Madras. An ad- 
dition was built on the rectory in Lakeview. An addition built on the parish 
house in St. James, Milton. A new rectory was built for St. Barnabas’, 
Langell Valley. 


2. New fields. A minister in charge (a layman who is studying for Holy 
Orders) was appointed to Langell Valley. This mission formerly handled 
from Klamath Falls, now has its own full time resident minister. A Mission 
was organized in Grass Valley and is ministered to by the rector of St. 
Paul’s, The Dalles. The Rev. Raymond Gayle, recently appointed to Milton, 
has taken over the new mission of St. John’s, at Hermiston, where a flourish- 
ing work is under way. 


THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF HONOLULU has 8 new clergy 
and reports a particularly health advance, with a full time Youth Director 
appointed on the Island of Kauai. 


Construction of a new parish hall at the Holy Apostles’ Church, Hilo, 
Hawaii; a $40,000 Church at Holy Trinity, Oahu; a $10,000 rectory at St. 
Mary’s Mission; a new rectory at St. Christopher’s Church, Kailua, costing 
$17,000; and new work in several areas comprise part of the advance of the 
Church, with 418 confirmations and 621 baptisms in this paradise of the 
Pacific. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO. The most encouraging item 
is the happy increase in Church School members. There have been three 
new Church Schools established, and two or three given new life. Much of 
this is due to the work of Miss Virginia B. Gesner, Field Worker under 


the U. T. O. Some of these places have not had a Church School in many, 
many years. 


The most needy item is the urgent demand for three new priests to man 
promising fields. The Church has real opportunities in these places, and 


some men are missing fruitful and happy ministries by not being located 
here. 


The most noteworthy item has to do with the effective work being done 
by lay men and women in congregations without regular minstrations. They 
are really doing things. This includes some good work by lay readers, an 
activity which has not been too well received by the other lay people. 


The Church is in a fairly good position to welcome the influx of people 
connected with the building of the atomic reactor plant in Eastern Idaho, 
with well functioning churches in Pocatello, Blackfoot and Idaho Falls, the 
larger places involved. There is a church building in Mackay, and we have 
a small but interested group in Arco. 


_ Confirmation of adults continues to run eighty per cent of all confirmees, 
with probably five per cent coming from Roman Catholic backgrounds, and 
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an increasing number of people with L. D. S. backgrounds. 


The most strategic move has been that on the part of St. Michael’s 
Cathedral, Boise, in covering the entire city. Church Schools of consider- 
able size have been set up in Grace Church, in the East end, Christ Church, 
in the North end, and a proposed School in the new Chapel (an old Air Base 
Chapel), moved to a central place in the newer part of Boise—on the South 
bench. This gives the Cathedral a heavy program, but a most comprehensive 
one. 


DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. A gratifying program of construction 
has been undertaken by 6 Missions. Three Missions have become parishes 
during the past year. The diocese has been divided into two Deans’ Con- 
ferences, to assist the Bishop to develop a master plan for missionary ex- 
pansion. The details of the organization of these Convocations under the 
added supervision of the Bishop of this crowded area with its tremendous 
increase in recent years, demonstrates a very constructive answer to the 
challenge of this responsibility. 


The ambition that 30 new missions be established in the diocese within 
the next five years, and that the stipends and residences of the clergy be im- 
proved should be an example to every jurisdiction in the Church. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF NEVADA. The report of the mis- , 
sionary work in the Missionary District of Nevada since the last Synod 
illustrates the serious problem presented by marginal salaries at a time of 
increasing living costs. More staff members left the District than in any 
previous period, and in almost every case the salary figure was one of the 
factors in the change. The inevitable result has been a decrease in baptims, 
confirmations, and Church schools for the first time in seven years or more. 
The opportunity for missionary work is still as great or greater and the pop- 
ulation is still increasing, but in spite of increased local giving, the funds 
adequately to carry on the work are simply not available. 


In spite of these setbacks there has been much real advance in a number 
of places. Several vitally necessary building projects are under way. A 
chapel has been secured from the War Assets Surplus for St. Timothy’s 
Mission, Henderson to house that thriving Church and Sunday School. The 
chapel at Galilee, which is the heart of Nevada’s educational program ,is 
ready for use, and some ten weeks of summer conferences are planned there. 
The Indian work at McDermitt and Nixon seems to be thriving, and the 
new lay missionary at McDermitt is proving exceptionally able. 


The completion of the building project at Trinity Church, Reno, while 
not directly missionary, will relieve that parish (by far Nevada’s largest) 
of the twenty-year burden of inadequate plant and needed capital expendi- 
ture. In the near future real increase in the support of Nevada’s missions 
should be expected from Nevada people. 


In summary, real advances are being made but the Church could go for- 
ward much faster if ¢ven small increases in missionary support were pos- 
sible. 


DIOCESE OF OLYMPIA. No report received. 


THE DIOCESE OF OREGON has a splendid report of Church con- 
struction among its Missions. Some 15 building units were built for Mission 
congregations during the past year. The Province can envy the ability of 
this docese to make this spiritual investment to the tune of $260,000, entirely 
devoted to Mission congregations. There have been other properties added 
to self-supporting Churches, all of which reflect a healthy expansion of the 
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Church. The report submitted by the Ordinary closes with a delightful 
example of episcopal sensitivity, because these accomplishments have not 
been obtained without the incurrence of mortgages and debts of almost 
pawnbrokers’ proportions. Nevertheless, these debts can mean vision and 
faith. 


DIOCESE OF SACRAMENTO. Three new Mission Churches have been 
constructed, one at Calistoga (entirely paid for), one at Crescent City in 
hitherto unshephered Del Norte County, and the third in the High Sierras 
for the winter colony at Tahoe City. This latter has been paid for in full 
and is self-supporting. Another Mission has removed all indebtedness on a 
new $14,000 parish house—this is at Sonoma. 


We have been able to place a full-time priest for work along the Red- 
wood Highway; and, beginning May Ist, have engaged the services of a 
Priest as Executive Secretary, whose weekends will be reserved for furth- 
ering the missionary work of the diocese. 


THE DISTRICT OF SAN JOAQUIN reports rectories purchased for 
several missions and additional land purchased and new buildings erected in 
several areas. 


Five Missions have become parishes during the past year, and five Mis- 
sions organizeda— splendid balance of missionary achievement. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF SPOKANE reports increasing activity 
and constructive plans for enlargement and improvement in all its Mis- 
sions, spectacular accomplishments in construction of a new parish house 
at Kennewick and a new Church building at Coleville, with determined ef- 
forts to avoid increasing indebtedness. As reported from another jurisdic- 
tion, the District is faced with the problem of an atom site at Richland, 
where there has been a stable population, and where the newcomers are 
Episcopalians are hard to organize. The Rev. Leo W. Dyson is devoting 
_ his entire time to this field. In Ephrata, there is a population of 4,000 where 
a Mission has been recently organized. The District also faces the workers 
in the Columbia Basin project, Coulee Dam and other areas. 


Many clergy are forced to do work that should be borne by several. 
There is a definite increase in the population of Eastern Washington and 
Northern Idaho, but still very scattered. This produces the most challeng- 
ing and difficult work. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF UTAH. Two new Missions have been 
begun this year, one in South Salt Lake City, the other in East Carbon 
County. Three new clergy have been added, one opening an old field long 
abandoned. The addition of a woman worker in the Ute Indian Field has 
again given tremendous stimulus to that work. A new Canterbury Club has 


been organized at Logan, and work in most of the Missions has shown 
marked growth.

In Corvallis, 
at the State College of Oregon, July 1948. In Pullman, at the State College 
of Washington, July 1948. In Davis Agricultural College of California, fol-

lowing Easter of 1949. Attendance at the Pullman Institute was rather dis- 
appointing. 


This coming July an Institute will be held at the State College of Ore- 
gon and the State College of Washington. Notices have been sent to over 
125 of the Town and Country workers of cur Province. We are expecting 
age so send out the detailed programs and trust that the attendance will 

e good. 


Through the aid of our Bishops the mailing lists have been brought up 
to date. A copy of this has been furnished to the National Headquarters at 
281 Fourth Avenue, New York City. 


The reorganization of the work at National Headquarters has made 
some changes in our Provincial program but the general plan of work for 
the present as outlined last year and the future in building in this Province 
is, I believe, very sound.

REPORT OF 
DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION AND PUBLICITY, 1948-1949. 


The report of your Department of Promotion and Publicity is of a some- 
what negative nature. 


After some consideration there was submitted to the Council and then to 
the last Synod the matter of a proposed provincial publication. If this de- 
partment is to operate constructively within the scope of its entitlement a 
publication is definitely indicated. Otherwise any comprehensive effort 
would be burdensome and relatively ineffective. 


At Synod the publication was first approved by vote, and later, when 
the matter of appropriation came before the body, it was defeated. 


It was quite apparent that no decisive position on the matter was taken 
by the majority of the delegates, and that they would have been satisfied in 
any way the matter might have been resolved. The need of the publication 
was questioned, as well as the expense, and on this uncertain note the 
proposition foundered. 


To me it seems clear that this issue goes to the heart of the mission, the 
spirit, and the value of the provincial organization. I feel very strongly— 
and in this I am not alone — that there is a vital place for this organization 
in the life of our church. If there were not, why were the provinces cre- 
ated? I have heard the Province called by the clergy a fifth wheel, without 
authority or basic value in the organization of our church as nationally con- 
stituted, and the Synod of interest only as a get-together, and of a somewhat 
social nature. 


As a layman, and without research in this matter I am not competent to 
pass on the merits of either viewpoint from the ecclesiastical position, but 
I do know, from general organizational experience, that if this institution is 
to grow in spirit and works, it must give proper recognition to promotion 
and publicity activity. 


The editing and administration of a publication would be quite a chore 
and it was a matter of sincere relief to me personally that it was disap- 
proved, but in this action I feel that the Province nevertheless was done a 
disservice. 
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-I can appreciate that the various diocesan headquarters and the various 
large city parishes may not feel as keenly the need of such a medium of ex- 
change of information, as would those in rural or more isolated locales, and 
I believe the lack of interest in such a publication largely stems from a fail- 
ure to envision what the contents might embrace, and the results thereby 
obtained. 


Certainly no such undertaking should be considered unless it serves a 
definite purpose in the Province, nor should it be undertaken solely because 
this department might consider it a good idea. As a matter of fact, if the 
value of the provincial organization is fully sold to the membership there 
will be a demand for a publication to serve the province. It will have its 
place the same as the national privately owned or official publications, and 
if provincial activity is stepped up it will automatically be demanded. 


On the other hand, if the need of provincial activity be not sold to the 
membership, and the provincial spirit strengthened, then each Diocese and 
District will wish to conserve its revenues, and hold to a minimum the 
amount reluctantly granted the Province. 


So, to revert to the Department of Promotion and Publicity, if we are 
content to remain static, there may be no need of doing other than to de- 
pend on the department of the National Council, which already blankets 
the nation, with the exception that, of course, there is much to be done in 
preparation for the next Triennial, which may be accomplished by local 
action, and which will terminate with its fulfillment. 


Accordingly, I have to report that request has been made of the various 
departments for exhibit preparation. Booths will cost $65 each, and decision 
should be made regarding the source of funds with which to meet this ex- 
pense. The undersigned has been requested to take the chairmanship of the 
exhibit committee for the Triennial and every effort will be made to see 
that provincial activities are well located. 


As to the above mentioned publication, on direction of the Council this 
was taken up with Dean Shires, who is desirious of helping, and hopes that 
in the course of a year or so he may be in a position to take over the respon- 
sibility of publication. 

In short, it is my recommendation that continuing consideration be given 
the matter of a provincial medium of news dissemination. To do less would 
be to accept contentment with a lack of progress in the Province.

REPORT, COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The Chairman of the Committee held a conference with Bishop Gooden, 
President of the Province which resulted in temporary plans for five sec- 
tional rallies on Evangelism in all parts of the Province. We had thought 
of holding these before the meeting of General Convention but wiser judg- 
ment and planning have deferred these rallies until after the Convention 
when we hope to have a number of well-trained Leaders in this field avail- 
able because of the meetings in San Francisco. Correspondence with 
Evangelistic Leaders all over the Province testify to genuine enthusiasm in 
this field and some real work and advance made in certain areas. The 
brochure prepared by the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, “on a suggested basis for 
a Program of Evangelism in the Episcopal Church”, should prove very val- 
uable and helpful as source and reference material and as a Province we 
may well be proud of this contribution coming as it does out of this Pacific 
area. The post Convention meetings in the Diocese of Los Angeles with the 
presence of the Archbishop of York and other great Spiritual Leaders will 
make an Evangelistic impact upon the Church in Southern California. Va- 
rious Leaders in the Province will be asked to arrange the above men- 
tioned rallies with the assistance of certain Convention delegates who have 
had extended experience and unusual success in Christian Evangelism. It 
becomes increasingly clear that the one vital unit in this program is the 
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Local Parish Priest and your Committee knows that there are some, indeed 
many, wonderful accomplishments on this level which are never revealed to 
the Church at large. Here, too, are many failures where the local Minister 
is indifferent to the Call of our Lord. 


(Note: The Rev. Mr. Parlour who has been a capable and successful 
Chairman of this Committee for two years and who is now leading his parish 
in the building of a new and expensive Church and Parish House has felt 
compelled to resign the Chairmanship of this Committee. Reluctantly his 
resignation has been accepted and Bishop Walters of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of San Joaquin has been selected as his successor.) 


REPORT PROVINCIAL COMMITTEE ON LAYMEN’S WORK 


Men of the Episcopal Church in the Eighth Province have a great op- 
portunity to do a job for the Church, their communities, their families and 
themselves. It requires organization and complete cooperation between 
Clergy and Laity. We have the brains and financial means to do this job. 


In 1943 the Presiding Bishop first organized a committee on Laymen’s 
Work to be national in scope. This committee meets every January at Sea- 
bury House for exchange of ideas, discussions on results being achieved and 
to develop plans for the future. The program of the committee has been 
slow but consistent. 


The primary organization calls for a Provincial Chairman who in turn 
is furnished with a Diocesan or District Chairman appointed by the Bishops. 
It then becomes the duty of each Diocesan or District Chairman to seek, 
through the Clergy, a Keyman in every church. With this setup, it is pos- 
sible to disseminate information regarding the various ideas, plans and work 
to be undertaken. 


The greatest weakness in the Eighth Province has been failure on the 
part of some Bishops to appoint active Chairmen, and then failure on the 
part of some Chairmen and Clergy to follow through in appointing Key- 
men. 


At Synod last year a great deal of interest was aroused in getting behind 
our Divinity School financially. This is a job for laymen, and your laymen’s 
organization has taken it on as a major project. However, we must have our 
organization complete and functioning to accomplish this most worthwhile 
objective. 


There is always a lot of conversation at Synod and other meetings of 
church groups about the need for and the desire to cooperate in getting the 
men of the Church behind all its necessary activities. It is suggested there 
be more action and less talk from here on out. 


At the present time, Bishops in ten of the thirteen Dioceses or Districts 
have appointed Chairmen. Of the ten so appointed, only five are really 
functioning. We respectfully request appointment of eight new Chairmen, 
and remind the Bishops this is a work assignment and not recognition for 
past services. 


General Convention will be held in our Province this fall. A great pro- 
gram is being planned. We will be hosts and need to have a strong Laymen’s 
Organization. Our Church is great, our Clergy are fine, our Laymen are top 
folks. Together we go forward, and actions speak louder than words.

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COMMITTEE ON SEAMENS’ WORK 


The Church in this Province will always have a pastorial responsibility 
towards the men of the merchant ships who have crossed the sea to our 
Pacific coast ports, however, effectively we welcome these strangers whose 
only friend on a foreign shore is the human fellowship of our church peo- 
ple. These men are tragically vulnerable to the evil designs of commer- 
cialized vice, and, it is no longer a secret among seamen that unless they 
meet a stronger influence that protects them against the weaknesses of thier 
own loneliness and brings them into a clean home, while in port, they are 
lost (at least for the time being) in more ways than one. 


The proven method of meeting the spiritual and moral needs of these 
strangers in our midst is the Seamen’s Church Institute. It is still sadly 
true that the Seamens’ Church Institute in San Pedro, in the Diocese si Los 
Angeles, is the only active service of this kind that is being carried on in the 
Province of the Pacific. Under the continued leadership of the Rev. Robert 
Gooden, Jr., this Seamens’ Church Institute during the last year has min- 
istered in some helpful way to 32,000 men. 12,000 men have been given clean 
lodging in the congenial quarters of the Institute Building. One-third of 
this number were given lodging on credit while two-thirds paid their way. 
At some holidays like Christmas and Thanksgiving, home-cooked dinners 
were provided and similar hospitality given to men from across the seas 
with a real touch of home life on Mother’s Day and at Easter time. A chapel 
in the recreation hall has served as a sanctuary for the men who need a 
point of sacred reverence before a simple altar as they come from a rugged 
day’s work on shipboard where the atmosphere is very far from Godly. 
Great need exists for a more adequate equipment in building — space where 
meals can be regularly served and where men desperately in need of a safe 
night’s lodging can be given. 


But this is not the task of One Diocese on the Coast alone, but still the 
unaccepted privilege of all of us in the Province whose Church life touches 
the ports of entry from San Diego to Seattle. When will we rise to this op- 
portunity at our very doors? There was once a Seamen’s Work in San 
Francisco and Seattle. Can’t we work out an overall strategy, Province- 
wide in this field, long overripe for the harvest.

REPORT OF THE CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL TO THE SYNOD 
OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
1949 


Gentlemen: 


Again for another year it is possible to report substantial progress in the 
work of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. In many ways the year 
represents new high points in achievement. First, we shall graduate this 
year by far the largest number in the history of the School. Second, the 
total enrollment of full-time students also greatly exceeds the record for 
any other year. Third, budgetary expenditures for operating expenses have 
been larger this year than in any previous year, as has been the giving to 
meet them. Probably, however, our greatest advance has been made in the 
recognition on the part of the other seminaries of the Church of the place 
which the Church Divinity School now holds in the Church’s total task of 
theological education, and in the enlarged service which they are expecting 
us to render in the years to come. This was evidenced by a resolution of the 
seminary deans meeting in Washington last December. In considering the 
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statistics assembled, it was found that it would be necessary for the sem- 
inaries of the Church to graduate 250 men each year for some years to come 
in order to bring the Church up to an efficient operating level. Within the 
next five years 2033 additions to the priesthood are needed to fill the needs 
for which financial provisions are now available. These figures are con- 
servative. There is no period for which records are available in the Church’s 
life when there has been a greater shortage of clergy. The Church will con- 
tinue to face a serious shortage unless our present seminary resources are 
extended and effective efforts are made to recruit more men of the right type 
for our ministry. The resolution covering this matter is as follows: 


“Our problem is not to be solved by a general expansion of all our sem- 
inaries by about 25%. It is questionable whether seminaries should expand 
except those which: (a) are located in areas which especially need a strong 
one as a regional spiritual center; (b) are near transportation centers; (c) 
have facilities for adequate and closely supervised practical training; (d) 
can contemplate being accredited in the reasonably near future by the A.A. 
T.S. In our judgment, the Church Divinity School of the Pacific is the Sem- 
inary which should be especially encouraged and helped to expand largely.” 

This general recognition by the seminaries of the Church of the part the 
Church Divinity School must play in the work of the theological education 
is highly significant. We in the West who have had the long view have al- 
ways realized the strategic importance of our theological work, and because 
our convictions have been so strong, we have struggled and sacrificed to 
this end. The consistent support and encouragement of the School on the 
part of so many of our bishops, clergy and lay people in the past few years 
now find justification in the fact that those who are best qualified to judge 
have singled out our seminary as being one institution which, because of 
its record and opportunities particularly merits the encouragement and 
support of the whole Church. This action, I repeat, is one of the most signi- 
ficant events in the course of the year for the Church Divinity School. 


REGISTRATION 


During the past academic year, 1948-49, the enrollment of the Church 
Divinity School has been larger than ever. By quarters we have had re- 
spectively 51, 50, 50 men enrolled for full-time work, making a total num- 
ber of 55 for the year. Others taking courses at the Church Divinity School 
include six women from Saint Margaret’s, 31 students from the Pacific 
School of Religion and one from the Berkeley Baptist Divinity School, 
making a total of 93 under instruction in our courses. Some of our students 
have taken courses at the Pacific School of Religion from time to time. A 
very happy mutuality exists between us and the other seminaries in Berke- 
ley, a mutuality which is of great advantage to all. 


Practically all of our students are from Western dioceses. They have 
been recruited from 15 dioceses and missionary districts of the West. and 
from two foreign districts. The larger number of students has been a strain 
upon our resources, and the reason we have been able to have such a large 
enrollment is because about 25 of our students are married men and live off 
the campus. Thirty-eight of the students are ex-service men, and present 
indications are that the next two or three incoming classes will also havea 
generous proportion of war veterans. 


FACULTY 


The number of our faculty has remained constant for this year. In addi- 
tion to our four full-time men in residence, Professor E. Dargan Butt has 
also been in residence for one quarter, teaching in his field of rural work. 
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Many demands have been made upon the faculty for special services in 
all sections of the Province and all have contributed in such activities as 
sessions of the School of the Prophets, the conduct of schools of prayer, 
preaching missions, and spetial addresses for special occasions. All the 
faculty likewise have engaged in literary productivity. Professor Whiston 
and Professor Parker and Professor Miller have written books for publica- 
tion during the year, and the Dean and Dr. Parker have col’aborated on an- 
other. This year has marked the formal retirement from active teaching 
from the Church Divinity School on the part of Bishop Parsons, who has 
taught regularly for over twenty years, both in Liturgics and Theology. We 
record with great gratitude our appreciation of his many years of unselfish 
labor. For his work he never has received a penny. The impact of his great 
spirit on successive generations of students will have a life-long effect up- 
on their ministry. A great loss has come to us through the death of Mrs. 
Randolph C. Miller, whose untimely death occurred shortly after the meet- 
ing of this Synod at Santa Barbara. Mrs. Miller, who was once a student 
at Saint Margaret’s, had been identified with the School, therefore, for sev- 
eral years before her marriage to Dr. Miller. Her enthusiastic interest in 
the School has been a great encouragement and contribution to the develop- 
ment of the School itself. During the year the Church Divinity School has 
added to its staff Miss Anne Shields, M.A., as full-time librarian. Her com- 
ing has been of much value to the School and has made the library of even 
greater significance in our total task. 


PROFESSOR PARKER TO LEAVE 


Dr. Pierson Parker, who has been Associate Professor of Biblical Liter- 
ature for four years, has accepted a call to become successor to Dr. Easton 
at the General Thelogical Seminary. Professor Parker came to us from the 
Congregational Church, and has been of inestimable value in the upbuild- 
ing of the work of the School during the short period of his service. He goes 
with as much reluctance as we feel to have him go. But we are grateful for 
his efforts, and have no doubt but that he will make a fine contribution to 
the work of the Church’s General Seminary. 


DR. SCHILLING ACCEPTS APPOINTMENT 


The School has been fortunate in securing Dr. Frederick Schilling, now 
rector of St. John’s Church, Olympia, as successor to Dr. Parker. Dr. Schill- 
ing comes to us with an impressive reputation as scholar and teacher, and is 
exceedingly well known to the bishops, clergy and lay people of the North- 
west. He has exceptional academic qualifications, and his work as a teach- 
er will be all the more effective because of the successful experience derived 
from several years as a parish priest. Dr. Schilling will come in residence 
August lst this year. 


The School has purchased for Dr. Schilling a residence in the North 
Berkeley area, which is attractive and well located. This will give the 


School three residences for its staff. It should have at least two other fac- 
ulty residences. 


STUDENT LIFE 


The students from the beginning have had a large part in shaping the 
traditions of the School. One of our basic traditions is that we strive to 
maintain an atmosphere in which any man from any section of the Church 
may find a congenial home, and where differences of opinion will be sub- 
ordinated to the interests of the Christian spirit of live and let live. What 
success has been registered has been due as much to the students as to the 
faculty. It has made on the whole for a splendid morale on the part of the 
students. Student wives continue to be an integral part of our student body 
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in that weekly classes are provided for them, and opportunities given for 
them to meet the other members of the student body socially. Practically 
all of the men are engaged in supervised field work during the course of the 
year in neighboring parishes and missions, within a radius of 100 miles or 
more of the School. 


LIBRARY 


The library, as already indicated, has reached a new level of efficiency, 
and many new acquisitions of value have been made this year. Over $900 
has been spent in actual cash for new books. Other books have been ac- 
quired through our service of book review, and many have come through 
gift. The number of books thus acquired during the year has been 1310. 


FINANCIAL 


It has been necessary this year for the School to initiate another five- 
year cycle of unit giving. The committee appointed by the Synod last year 
to assist the School in its financial problem has been of assistance in this 
effort. It was necessary to increase the number of units by 200%. While 
this goal has not as yet been reached, we have passed the two-thirds mark 
and have exceeded one thousand units. The laymen of the Province under 
the leadership of J. C. F. Merrifield of Portland, general chairman of the 
laymen’s work in the Province, have promised to make unit giving to the 
Church Divinity School one of their primary objectives. With their help 
we are confident we shall reach our goal. 


The Theological Sunday offering continues to be one of our major 
sources of income. The number of parishes contributing thus far is about 
the same as last year, and the amount is approximately the same. At the 
present time the Theological Sunday offering amounts to approximately 
$7,600. We are hoping that with more of our provincial parishes sending 
their offering, or a part at least, to the Church Divinity School next year we 
shall begin to realize something of the potentialities of the Theological 
Sunday offering. 


A few capital gifts have been made to the School this year. The amount 
from the estate of Mrs. Hallock Lawless is about ready to be paid to the 
School. This will be approximately $5,500. We have also been informed 
that the Church Divinity School has been made residuary legatee of the 
estate of Mrs. August Magnus of Santa Barbara whose death occurred dur- 
ing the year. Our participation is to be one-fifth of a trust which will come 
to us when certain living beneficiaries die. Several smaller capital gifts 
have been received from warm friends of the School. 


During the course of the year a number of parishes have put the School 
into their budgets for an annual contribution. The number of parishes now 
thus contributing to the School is approximately fourteen. There are four 
main sources of our income: this giving through budgetary contributions, 
the unit giving, the provincial annual contribution and Theological Sunday. 
All these are in addition to the approximately $7,000 we have received from 
our endowment fund. You will see, therefore, that the School is directly de- 
pendent upon the individuals and institutions of this Province. 


We wish to express once again our sincere gratitude for the helpfulness 
of the Synod and the Province in general. We are grateful for the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting of this Synod, whose recommendations 
have been of value to us in the assembling of the units needed at this time. 


COMMENCEMENT 


I mention Commencement this year because it is more significant than 
usual. We shall graduate the largest number in our history. 
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ACCREDITATION 


The School has been accredited by the American Association of Theolo- 
gical Schools for a period of about three years. When first accredited, this 
accreditation was accompanied with two notations, these notations indicat- 
ing that the departments thus noted needed to be strengthened. We are 
pleased to report that these two notations have been removed by the ac- 
crediting committee of the American Association of Theological Schools, 
and that our accreditation now is absolutely without notation and that in 
every department the work measures up to the high requirements of the 
accrediting committee of the American Association. This has been a real 
advance. 


SUMMER WORK PROGRAM 


There is an increasing tendency in theological education to stress the 
use of the summer for additional training for the students. The clinical 
training program as has been set up by the Council for Clinical Training 
in New York and the Clinical Pastoral Institute at Cambridge and Boston 
have drawn large numbers of theological students for their summer courses 
the last few years. Several of our students will be in New York this sum- 
mer for this clinical training experience. We shall be grateful if the bishops 
or the dioceses or the parishes who have men at the Seminary will help the 
student to attend one of these summer sessions during his seminary life. 
Help to the extent of railroad fares is probably all that will be needed. We 
are increasingly urging our students to take advantage of this clinical train- 
ing experience, and we are contemplating becoming a member of the Council 
for Clinical Training. Another form of summer work to which we direct our 
students is the rural work program under the National Council’s Depart- 
ment of Rural Work. ‘he National Council has been generous in subsidiz- 
ing attendance at their conference. Most of our other students will be do- 
ing field work in their own districts or dioceses where, it is hoped, they will 
be given some supervision. Three of our students are assisting the Bishop 
of Alaska this summer. 


During the coming summer there will be a Christian Education work- 
shop program held at the Church Divinity School. This is under the direc- 
tion of the Department of Education of the National Council. The school 
will be limited to twenty-four Christian education leaders from all sections 
of the Province. It will be a most valuable conference. 


GENERAL CONVENTION 


The School is looking forward to the meeting of General Convention in 
San Francisco as an opportunity of making the Church as a whole more 
acquainted with the theological work that is being done here on the Coast. 
The fourth largest center of theological learning in the United States is 
here at Berkeley, and it is becoming increasingly stronger. The seminaries 
of the other communions located here have been making great additions to 
their facilities and teaching staffs. The Schoo! hopes to have a booth at the 
General Convention which will bring the School to the attention of the dele- 


gates, and to have an open house on Saturday and Sunday during the con- 
vention. 


FACING THE FUTURE IN TERMS OF OUR NEEDS 


The larger enrollment at the School has made us conscious of some im- 
mediate needs. It seems reasonable to believe that the enrollment will be 
on a permanentiy higher level, even though there may be some slight re- 
cession when the veterans of World War II have been taken care of. The 
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great shortage in the ministry and the speed-up recruitment necessary, to- 
gether with the growth of the Church in the West would indicate that we 
shall have many more men to train than formerly. In view of this, some of 
our immediate needs are more housing to supply more adequate quarters 
for administration. We are in need of one large additional classroom inas- 
much as at times there are over forty students in one class. We are hopeful 
also that we shall receive additional teaching assistance by the addition of 
a new faculty member for next year. This, of course, will depend upon the 
successful conclusion of our financial plans. It wouid be of great value to 
us also were we able to secure an adequate house with quarters for married 
students. It is evident that we shall probably have more married students 
in the future, at least for some time to come, and if the number of married 
students should decrease, such an apartment house would supply quarters 
for single students.

REPORT OF SAINT MARGARET’S HOUSE TO THE SYNOD OF 
THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
1949 


Saint Margaret’s House is the training center where women are pre- 
pared for professional church work. here in a beautiful and friendly home 
the students live. There also are their chapel, their library, their classrooms, 
their school offices and workrooms. The House is center to which indi- 
viduals and parish. Diocesan and Provincial groups may and do come, bring- 
ing with them stimulation to go forth and the sense of fellowship in the task 
of the church and taking away interest in the vision of the school the House 
enshrines. It is the school which is entrusted with the task of opening minds 
to the new information and disciplines, of strengthening purpose, deepening 
appreciation and ‘developing skills and capacities. The school will therefore 
be the subject of this report. 


THE STUDENTS 


For this academic year the full-time registration has dropped. Twelve 
students were enrolled for the year ’47-’48. For this year there are eight — 
six regular students and two part-time or special students. ‘To this we may 
add the fourteen men from C. D. S. P. and two students from P. S. R. mak- 
ing a total of twenty-four students enrolled in our courses. 


Of the six regular students, four are from the Eighth Province, the high- 
est percentage and the largest number from this province in more than ten 
years. 


The student group is closely knit and undertakes many extra-curricular 
activities. Preparation of the exhibit which was displayed at Convocational 
meetings, the direction of a religious drama, and the ordering of the library 
are significant examples. 

The willingness to help be the call for secretary, maid, or hostess is a 
subject for my gratitude. 


THE FACULTY 


Miss Agnes Hickson has joined the faculty as Director of Supervision. 
She conducts a class in Supervised Teaching, makes field work assignments, 
oversees the work of students in these assignments and serves as librarian. 
To the usual field work appointments in church schools we have now added 
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a club leadership at Trinity Settlement, teaching in Housing Area Commun- 
ity Sunday Schools and assistance with a Canterbury Club. Miss Hickson 
herself teaches in a week-day Religious Education project and is an instruc- 
tor in the Leadership Training Schools maintained by the Oakland Coun- 
cil of Churches. 


We have added another lecturer to the teaching staff making a total fac- 
ulty of five — the Dean, Miss Hickson and three lecturers. The new lecturer 
is Mrs. Edward Caulfield, a former stuednt of Saint Margaret’s House who 
has also done graduate work at Oregon State College. Mrs. Caulfield teaches 
a course in Personal Counseling, the field of her own graduate study. The 
course is largely attended by men from C. D. 8. P. Its popularity indicates 
the desire for instruction in this field. 


THE STUDIES 


Because of the short history of schools for training in religious educa- 
tion, there is as yet no accreditation system established. The National As- 
sociation of Schools of Religious raining is in the process of setting up ac- 
creditation standards. As charter members of the Association we have 
measured our curriculum against their standards. With a few additions we 
will be ready to apply for accreditation examination when it is available. 


THE LIBRARY 


The chief addition we must make is the development of the library. To 
this we have applied ourselves this year. A dark but not smail room which 
was designed as the waiting room to President Wheeler’s office and was 
practically unused by us has been equipped with modern library indirect 
lights and book shelves. We have added tine collections of Religious Edu- 
cation curriculum materials, have begun a religious picture collection and 
have added fifty voiumes in the fields of general background. The major task 
has been the processing of ali books, old and new. We have had assistance 
from three trained librarians and to them we are most grateful. The stu- 
dents and faculty have put days of labor into this improvement. 


THE SCHOOL PROPERTY 


The indebtedness having been cleared, we are planning to enlarge our 
facilities. Our first addition will be the much needed Memorial Chapel. 
Nearly $8,000 is now available for this new building. The sum has been ac- 
cumulated through bequests and is dedicated in memory of a few friends of 
Saint Margaret’s Liouse. We hope to enshrine the memory of many more 
who have contributed to the establishment and development of the school 
in its forty years of life. 


FINANCES 


At the Synod of 1948 we indicated the need for contributions amounting 
to $6,000 in order to continue our progress in enlarging the number of lec- 
turers, developing the library, etc. It was most generously approved by the 
Synod and the Women’s Auxiliary that this sum be raised and that it be ap- 
portioned to the Dioceses and Districts. The Synod also approved the plan 
to have this support provided each year for a three-year period. 

The cordial response to this action by the Synod is deeply appreciated. 
It is our hope that Saint Margaret’s House will continue to be a provincial 
institution and that it will serve the province through training women from 
the province and through providing trained workers for positions in the 
province. We have gained in recognition by the National Church, by re- 
ligious educators from all denominations. We therefore report our gain to 
the Synod with thanks for the part they have played in making it possible.

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APPENDIX B. 
THE REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


A glimpse of the world today, with the “cold war” still in progress with, 
some think, a return to the old balance of power, with two out of every three 
persons in the world hungry, with mounting military preparations, makes 
one ponder the statement of Prof. Stace of Princeton that we live in a‘ pur- 
poseless and meaningless universe” wherein the “essential religious spirit 
in our civilization has been killed. With this statement and many similar 
ones being made and debated, we in the church cannot avoid a heart search- 
ing appraisal of what, actually, we believe about the power of God in the 
world and how that power is manfested. It is probably true that many peo- 
ple have had their thinking influenced to believe that this is a purposeless 
universe. It may be true that as a people we are indifferent to human aspir- 
ations and human dignity, but as Christians we believe that man alone, apart 
from God can do little to solve the grave economic, social and political prob- 
lems facing the nations. Before these problems can be solved, there must 
be men and women with vision and imagination, who can see what is needed 
and are not afraid to grapple with them. 


The reasons for having this Provincial W. A. Meeting is so that the 
women of the province in positions of leadership may have the opportunity 
to consider constructively our weaknesses and our strengths and to gain 
practical aids for the work at home. If, when we return to our Dioceses and 
Districts, we feel that we have had inspiration as well as information from 
this meeting, then the time and money we have spent in coming will have 
been justified. 


With the Triennial meeting coming in a few months and the emphasis 
they will undoubtedly bring us, it seems superfluous for me to mention cer- 
tain phases of our work as a focus for the years; but I am going to and re- 
ligious education of a high order for our youth in the elementary and high 
schools comes first to my mind. I would like to see us work toward the 
strengthening of our youth programs on the Diocesan and District levels. 
More summer conferences, more week-end conferences, etc. I hope this 
will be thoroughly discussed during the conference period. 


The second thing on my mind is this: I would like to see the Auxiliary 
sponsor and help organize young wives’ groups and young couples’ groups. 
There is an increasing need and opportunity at this age level. Do I hear you 
say this is only another name for the Church and family life? Well, perhaps 
but maybe we need a new approach. We should work closely with our rec- 
tors on these groups. I would like to have us sponsor the idea of summer 
conferences for families — the benefits from these are obvious. 


Lastly, and most important of all, stimulate groups as well as individuals 
to think intelligently about our christian religion, to know what we believe 
about the nature of God, and what we believe about man and society. What 
is my responsibility as an individual for the hungry ones of the world, for 
example. This is work for the program committee. Also let us educate our- 


selves as to the work of the church, the whole church, the world wide work 
of the church. 


You are going to hear reports from the Provincial organizations and Pro- 
vincial Projects during the business sessions. You will also be discussing 
departmental progress during conference periods. I want to thank the 
leaders of these groups and it is my great hope that from this Synod meet- 
Ing we may go home with practical helps for our work, for the year ahead. 


To each member of the Board I would like to express my appreciation 
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of the hearty co-operation they have given. My regret is that great distances 
in the 8th province are such that we cannot meet at least twice a year. I 
hope that there will be meaning and value in the two days we have together. 


A quotation from the message of the Amsterdam World Assembly of 
Churches deserves to be remembered by each one of us. It should help us 
in our individual lives and as we carry on the many tasks which are the work 
of the church.

APPENDIX C 
REPORT, FLORENCE BAXTER MEMORIAL FUND FOR THE BLIND 
May 1949 


Madam President, and members of the Auxiliary: 


There is very little to report this year on the Florence Baxter Memorial 
Fund, either in the way of receipts or disbursements. 


Following the interest shown at our meeting last year, I was hopeful of 
receiving many gifts to this Fund this year, but only five Dioceses and Dis- 
tricts have contributed — California, Oregon, Idaho, Eastern Oregon and 
Los Angeles — a total of $98. This, with what was on hand last fall, has 
been disbursed as follows: 


One hundred dollars was sent again this year to The Forward Movement 
for their Fund for supplying the blind throughout the country — 55 of whom 
are in this Province — with ‘Forward Day by Day” and other literature in 
Braille. 


Twenty-five dollars was sent to the Berkeley Council of Churchwomen 
to help supply handwork materials for the Church School they conduct at 
the California State School for the Blind in Berkeley. 


Both of these gifts have been gratefully acknowledged. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary of Arizona was sent $50 this year toward the 
splendid work they are doing among the blind in their state, particularly in 
suplying teachers for the blind during the summer months; Arizona having 
no State teachers for the blind at the present. Mrs. Newcomer sends “a 
thousand thanks” for the help. 


We sent $35 to Miss Mary Melvin of Spokane to purchase a larger loom 
than the one she now has, for the use of the more advanced weavers. She 
writes most enthusiastically about it, in acknowledgement, saying it will 
give pleasure, instruction and very beneficial activity to many. 


In addition to the above, I have received a request for a typewriter fora 
blind boy at the Idaho State School for the Blind, and at present there is 
only $44.24 left in the Fund. A new typewriter, through the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind, would cost between $65, and $70, but I am trying to pro- 
cure a good used machine at around $50 which I feel would be quite accep- 
table. In order that her books might be closed for this meeting, Mrs. Ken- 
nedy sent me a check for the balance in the Baxter Fund, and I am holding it 
until a good used typewriter can be procured. 


Thus the Florence Baxter Memorial Fund has been entirely used up, and 
it is up to this meeting to say whether it shall be continued, or whether you 
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wish to choose something else as a Provincial Project. Certainly the re- 
sponse this last year has been discouraging and would seem to indicate that 
most of you are no longer interested in continuing this Fund. It could be of 
help to the blind in many sections of the Province, but unless more Dio- 
ceses and Districts are interested enough to contribute this year, my sug- 
gestion is that the Fund be discontinued.

During the past year there has been relatively little activity in the 
Mothers’ Memorial Fund. In spite of inquiries to the Presidents of various 
Dioceses Auxiliaries there have been no suggestions of additions to the list 
of those to whom we send monthly checks. 


The receipts this year have been $619.32 and the regular expenditures 
have been $840. In addition a special gift of $100 for emergency medical at- 
tention was sent to 92-year-old Deaconess Laura. It was fortunate that 
we started the year with a balance of $1073.86, otherwise we would not have 
been able to meet these commitments. 


For those who are not familiar with the Mothers Memorial it was estab- 
lished for the purpose of making gifts to retired missionaries in the Pro- 
vince to supplement their meager income.

It is a printed, four-page paper, published 
six times a year, and has been one of the chief aids in carrying out our pro- 
gram. We have had several successful conferences such as Conference on 
the Ministry and Lay Work. Youth Leaders Planning Conference, Pre-Len- 
ten Retreat, and we also have two large summer camp sessions. 


We sponsored a “Bishops Bali” in honor of our Bishop. This was the 
highlight of our social activities, with over 250 people attending. We hope 
to make this an annual affair. 


Our convention was held in January, with a record number of youths 
coming out to hear a challenging address by the Rt. Rev. Arthur B. Kin- 
solving. 


We have taken part very extensively in interdenominational activities 
and we consider it a major part of our program. 


Because of our large area, we are divided into six convocations and we 
carry on a number of our activities through these smaller areas. 


We took part in all the “majors” of Plan and are planning on even 
greater emphasis this coming year. We are in the process of obtaining a 
full time youth advisor and when one is found, we are sure we shall progress 
with leaps and bounds. 


DIOCESE OF CALIFORNIA (College Report). Out of the eleven 
Colleges, junior colleges, and the Univeristies seven have already organized 
or are in the midst of organizing Canterbury Clubs. A number from each 
school is appointed to the Council of Canterbury Clubs as a coordinating 
body to unify the policies set forth by the national Canterbury. Meetings 
of the Council are held once every two months in the Diocesan House in 
San Francisco. President and Vice-president of the Council are automatic- 
ally on the Board of Church Society for College Work. 


In the last year the Bishop of California has purchased a ranch for the 
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use of conferences held in the Diocese. The college group has had during 
the year four conferences at the ranch and are planning a summer confer- 
ence. The Dean of this conference will probably be Canon Carnan. 


Three Canterbury members from this Diocese were sent to the Inter- 
denominational Kansas City Conference. They carne back with great en- 
thusiasm and full of inspiration. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF EASTERN OREGON. The condi- 
tion of the district at present is one of development. Two of the Deaneries 
are now officially organized and the third is working toward it. 


This last November we held Deanery meetings attended by some fifty 
delegates. At this time election of officers was held and all the fellowships 
became aware of one another. Young peopie were familiarized with the in- 
tentions of District and Provincial programs. 


We observed Youth Sunday quite generally throughout the district. We 
did not find other national policies too adaptable, however we attempted to 
use ‘‘Plan” as a basis for ali activities when deemed feasible. 


The district as yet is not publishing a newspaper or bulletin. In fact 
organization of the District has not occurred beyond the Deanery limits. 
The District has a summer conference. This is conducted in Cove, Oregon, 
on church owned grounds, for ten days and two or three sessions are held 
determined by the age groups. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHQ. The youth program in Idaho 
has been slowly expanding. Last year we held a summer youth conference 
at Payette Lake for nine days. A good selection of courses was offered by 
a faculty made up of a priest from Idaho, two lay people, two men from the 
National Council, and a chaplain from Virginia. 


In October most parishes and missions observed Youth Sunday, in many 
places allowing the young people to deliver the address. 


In December a convention was held in Pocatello for that deanery. A 
good attendance was achieved and a grand time had by all. The theme of 
this conference was “We in Him and He in Us”. Workshops were held on 
personal religion, Christian service, and world problems. A similar confer- 
ence was held in Boise in February. 


In many places the young people conducted the Feast of Lights, either 
at Epiphany or at the Feast of the Purification. 


We sent four young people to this conference and have been planning 
an expanded and improved program for our summer conference this year. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF NEVADA. Nevada is an area more 
scattered than any other diocese or district in the United States. According- 
ly or district organization is very informal. 


Our House of Young Churchmen is governed by an executive commit- 
tee of six members. It usually meets three times a year. 


We have our annual convocation in connection with the convocation of 
the district on the first Sunday after Easter. This year our main speaker 
was Jim Davis, one of the Province Eight members of the National Youth 
Commission. 


Our high school camp this year will be from June 20 to July 2. It is held 
at our district-owned grounds at Gallilee, Lake Tahoe. We plan to have Bob 
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Larkin this summer if possible to show how Plan cen be used in groups of 
5 to 10 youths. The college camp is held the week before the University of 
Nevada opens in the fall. It is operated on a cooperative basis. 


This fall we plan to start a youth section in our district newspaper, the 
Desert Churchman. It will be edited by the young people. 


DIOCESE OF OLYMPIA. Three delegates from each of the four 
regions in the Diocese make up our youth council which is called the House 
of Young Churchmen. This year meetings were held every month on the 
second Sunday. After each meeting the “Diocesan Youth News,” a paper 
containing news of interest to all the regions, was published. Our annual 
summer conference for youth leaders will be held June 15-18 at Annie 
Wright Seminary in Tacoma, and the fail convention will be held some- 
time in November at the Diocesan House. Funds were voted to help sup- 
port the Seattle Area’s Lenten Program. Ail regions encouraged the ob- 
servance of the majors of ‘‘Plan.” 


DIOCESE OF OREGON. We have about twenty-five Y. P. F. groups. 
No more than five follow any of the material given out by the National 
Youth Commission. Actually, there have never been any reports of a Y. P. 
F. following Plan more than half way. The Rule of Life is often mentioned 
to some Y. P. F’s. in the course of the year. 


There were four meetings of the Diocesan Youth Council last year. We 
have only one convention a year and this is in November. We held a sum- 
mer camp session. We have a paper to inform us of coming events and 
majors of the National Youth Commission program, but it comes out only 
about once every four months. 


Though there are four deaneries there is no deanery organization, or 
getting together of any kind. There has been little, if any, development 
during the past year except for active participation from Y. P. F’s. of our 
southern deanery, a goal we have strived for hard, during the past several 
years. Since there is no deanery organization the ties have to stretch from 
diocese to Y.P.F. and since these ties, through the year, naturally became 
very weak, the whole organization here is weak and spotty. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF SAN JOAQUIN. June 24, 1948 House 
of Young Churchmen meeting at Asilomar. Election of HYC officers. 


“Torch,” District paper for the youth was extensively changed and has 
been somewhat more popular, and vastly more useful. 


Panel discussion groups on Rule of Life have been successful. 


In August 1948, a group of the leading youth of the District met assisted 
by Helen Wagstaff, Christian Education Secretary for the District, and 
special adviser in the youth work. 


This group set themselves up as the planning group responsible for the 
proper function of the youth organization for the first of the year. They 
became known as the Council. 


The first meeting of the Council and the TEAM took place late in Sep- 
tember in Oakdale. At this meeting and in subsequent Deanery meetings, 
which were attended by as many TEAM and Council members as could 
come, the main subjects were as follows: 

MEETING IN OAKDALE 


1, “What Does the Church Teach?” Questions and answers. 
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2. “Evangelism Beginning With Me.” Meditative talks about our per-

4. A panel discussion on Rule of Life. 


United Youth Offering presented in talks by informed clergy and 
others. 


Plans were carried out to promote overnight meetings in each of three 
deaneries. Meetings were held in February and April to plan for summer 
conference activities. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF UTAH. In June, 1948, many of the 
youth of the District of Utah enjoyed a week of fellowship and instruction 
at Camp Tuttle under the direction of the Rev. J. Burton Salter. Our repre- 
sentative to Synod, Bob Alexander, was present during that week. 


In September we had our regular Fall Conference in Ogden, and ninety- 
nine young people were present representing every parish and mission of 
the District. Our guest speaker, The Rev. Jonn P. Craine, was immediately 
liked by all. 


In accordance with the UMCY plan, many of the parishes of the District 
observed Youth Sunday, The Feast of Lights Ceremony and we have 
stressed the Rule of Life as a means of preparing ourselves for a more use- 
ful and happier life. 


No reports were presented by Spokane and Sacramento. 


The meeting adjourned for lunch and reassembled well-filled, at 2:00 
P.M., at which time the Rev. J. Burton Salter, led us in prayer. The Rev. 
Mr. Craine gave us the Statement of Purpose. The report of the Diocese of 
Sacramento was read at this time. 


Mr. Craine reported that 314 parishes and missions have youth groups 
with about 4250 faithful members. Eleven Dioceses and Districts have 
councils. Hawaii has an annual youth meeting and the various islands have 
monthly meetings. 


All thirteen Dioceses have summer conferences but four have to rent 
their camp grounds. Only five youth papers are published in the Province. 
All have participated in Youth Sunday. Eleven observed the Corporate 
Communion and nine use the Youth edition of Forward-Day-Day. Six have 
stressed world relief on a parish level. 


Mary Ann Walters reported on Plan. 


The meeting then adjourned and some sessions of the study groups were 
held, at which they studied Plan. The meeting reconvened at 9:00 A.M., 
with sleepy heads, the morning after the hilarious night before at our ban- 
quet. 


’ We divided into study groups to discuss Plan. After attending the joint 

session with the women and Synod, we reconvened at 3:30 P.M. A movie 
on World Relief was presented. Dr. Heuss told us of the projected study 
materials for the Church. John Taylor reported on Christian Youth Con- 
ferences, Catherine Ash also gave a report on Christian Youth Conference. 
June Rundell reported on the Lake Tahoe Regional Conference. We ad- 
journed to meet at St. Paul’s parish where the local Y.P.F. entertained us 
at dinner. We reconvened and the study groups presented their findings. 
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The Committee on What to Take Home (Mr. Craine and Bob Larkin) said 
not to take our hosts towels or silver but rather loads of enthusiasm and 
projects for the coming year.

ST. JOHN’S CHURCH 


Stockton, California 
Tuesday, May 2, 1950 


FIRST DAY 


This being the day and place appointed by the Provincial Council for 
holding the 31st Synod of the Province of the Pacific the Bishops and the 
Clerical and Lay Delegates assembled in the Church at 4:00 P. M. for the 
opening business session. The Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, President of the 
Province was in the Chair, and opened the meeting with prayer. The first 
order of business was Ro.] Call. Eleven Bishops, representatives from 14 
of the Units of the Province in the Clerical Order and representatives from 
13 Units of the Province in the Lay Order were present. (it is interesting 
to note that in the 35 years of Province history this is the first time that 
every Unit continental and extra-continental has been represented in the 
Clerical Order.) 


The Chair announced the personnel of the Synod Committees as follows:

Journal. (Page 26.) 


Mr. Morris Milbank, Treasurer, presented his report for the year May 
1, 1949 to April 30, 1950. 


On motion the report of the Treasurer was received and accepted to be 
audited and incorporated in the Journal. (Appendix A-1, page 31.) 


Col. B. C. Allin presented the following resolution: 


RESOLUTION adopted unanimously by the 100th Convention of the 


Diocese of California meeting at Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, January 
31-February 1, 1950. 


“WHEREAS, this, the Diocese of California is this year holding the 
one-hundredth convention, and therefore is celebrating this as a centennial 
year in the history of this Diocese, and 
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WHEREAS, the Thirty-first Synod of the Province of the Pacific is 
this year being held at St. John’s Church, Stockton, and 


WHEREAS, St. John’s Parish, Stockton, is this year in the one-hun- 
dreth year of its existence as a parish, and is therefore celebrating this year 
as a centennial year in the history of the parish, 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by this Convention that 
the best wishes of this Diocese be extended to St. John’s Parish on the one- 
hundreth anniversary of its founding, and on the occasion of its acting as 
host to the Province, with the sincere hope that it may continue to grow 
strong in the spirit of Christ and in the spreading of His good works among 
men.” 


On motion of Col. Allin the resolution was adopted. 
On motion Synod adjourned until 9:30 A. M. on Wednesday. 


The Evening of this day was devoted to a Church service. The Service 
was the Office of Evening Prayer which was read by Bishop Walters, assist- 
ed by the Very Rev. James M. Malloch, D.D., Dean of St. James’ Cathedral 
and the Rev. George F. Pratt, Rector of St. John’s Parish. The Sermon was 
preached by the Rt. Rev. John Boyd Bentley, D.D., Vice President of the 
National Council and Director of its Overseas Department. 


Wednesday, May 3, 1950 


SECOND DAY 


At 7:30 A. M. the Bishops, Clerical and Lay Delegates, the Delegates 
to the 28th session of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Delegates to the Fourth 
Provincial Youth Commission Meeting, assembled in St. John’s Church for 
a Corporate Celebration of the Holy Communion. The Rt. Rev. Robert B. 
Gooden; D.D., President of the Province was the Celebrant, being assisted 
by the Bishop of San Joaquin and several of the Missionary Bishops. The 
Bishop of Nevada delivered a brief meditation. The offering was devoted 
touche Us dO; 


The second business session of the Synod was called to order at 9:30 
A. M. with the President in the Chair. Mr. St. Elmo Coombs read a lesson 
from the Holy Scriptures and the Rev. William A. Gilbert read the Prayers. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business, through the Bishop of Nevada, 
Chairman, presented a report on the agenda for the day which on motion 
was adopted. The Committee also presented the following resolutions: 


1. RESOLVED: that this Synod extend. the privilege of seat and voice 
to the National Council Officers present for the National Council Day 
Conferences. 


2. RESOLVED: that this Synod extend the privilege of seat and voice 
to the Rev. George Foster Pratt, Rector of St. John’s, the host Parish. 


2. RESOLVED: that the reading of the minutes for the Opening Ses- 
sion yesterday be dispensed with and that the President and Secretary be 
authorized to certify the same. 


These resolutions were considered seriatim and on motion were sev- 
erally adopted. 


The first order of business was the report of the Committee on Nom1- 
nations which was presented by the Rt. Rev. Benjamin D. Dagwell, Chair- 
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man of the Committee, as follows:

The Rev. Dr. Austin presented a resolution calling for a Memorial to 
the General Convention of 1952 to change the title, Missionary District, to 
Missionary Diocese. The resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons. 


The Rev. Dr. Austin, Chairman of the Committee on Seamen’s Work, 


presented his report which on motion was received and adopted. (This will 
be Appendix B, page 50.) 


Relative to this report Col. B. C. Allin presented the following reso- 
ution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: that the matter of establishing Seamen’s Work 
be referred to the Bishops of Jurisdictions in which such work might be 
further developed urging their consideration of its importance and that the 
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Chairman be requested to obtain, thirty days prior to the next Synod their 
replies for incorporation in the next annual Committee’s report. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 


The Chair presented to the Synod the Very Rev. Henry H. Shires re- 
cently unanimously elected Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of California, 
extending him the felicitation and best wishes of the Synod. Dean Shires 
after expressing his appreciation of the congratulatory words of the Chair 
speaking for the Synod, presented his report of the Divinity School for the 
year 1949-1950. On motion the report was accepted to be incorporated in 
the Journal. (Page 53.) 


The Very Rev. Richard S. Watson, Chairman of the Department of 
Christian Education presented his report. It was a careful study of anda 
statistical report on the response of the Provincial Units to the new pro- 
gram of the Nationai Department of Education. It was on motion received 
for incorporation in the Journal. It is worthy of careful examination. (It 
will be Appendix C, page 32.) 


The Rev. David W. Clark, Chairman of the Commission on Indian Work, 
sent the Synod the following message: There is no report from the six ac- 
tive Missions in the Districts of this Province which are carrying on the 
Church’s work on the Indian Reservations. Merely to report achievements 
year after year does not inform churchmen of the needs of the field nor 
arouse their concern for changing conditions. 


In each area where the Church has work among Indian people the mis- 
sionaries have working relations with the United States Department of 
Indian Affairs. This Department is now developing long range rehabilita- 
tion programs for Indian people, and Congress has recently given approval 
to far-reaching plans along these lines. 


The time has come for the Province to develop policies and suggest 
programs which will co-ordinate the promotion of Indian work in the sev- 
eral Districts so that the advance in our ministry to the spiritual and social 
needs of the Indian people may be commensurate with that of the United 
States Indian Service for their physical and material needs. 


For the consideration of the Provincial Synod, I recommend that a 
Committee of five on Indian work be appointed, and that two Bishops be 
included in the membership. 


On motion this message was received and the President instructed to 
appoint the Committee. The personnel will be announced later. 


Miss Katharine A. Grammer, Dean of St. Margaret’s House, presented 
the report of this Provincial Institution for the year 1949-1950. This indi- 
cated growth and development of the School as a training center for young 
women preparing for definite Church service. The report was received and 
accepted. (Page 57.) 


The Bishop of San Joaquin, Chairman of the Committee on the State of 
the Church, presented his report. First of all he presented an explanatory 
report clarifying some of the items in the report. Both the statistical report 
and the explanatory statement are valuable and will follow one another in 
the Journal as Appendix D, page 41. On motion both reports were received 
and adopted. 

Mr. Frank Sibilia, Chairman of the Committee on Vocational Giving 
presented his report. On motion it was received and adopted. The last para- 
graph in the report reads as follows: “It is our suggestion that your Com- 
mittee be authorized to prepare a memorandum on the relation of Voca- 
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tion Giving to the Presiding Bishop, and to the development of Seabury 
House, as part of our educational and stewardship program; and to for- 
ward our suggestions to the National Counci..” On motion the Synod gave 
its approval to the preparation oi such a memorandum. (Appendix E, 
page 52.) 


The Bishop of San Joaquin, Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism, 
presented his report, which on moticn was received and adopted. As a part 
of the report the Committee made the folfowing request: “ithe Committee 
on Evangelism requests that the Warden of the School of the Prophets 
consider engaging an experienced preaching missioner to give a course of 
training to a group of specially chosen clergy, consisting of one appointed 
from each Diocese and District, if approved by the authority of the Juris- 
diction; and that this representative then be asked to take active leadership 
in his own Diocese or District in p:anning one or more preaching or teach- 
ing missions, in conjunction with other clergy, when possible. This request 
is signed by three Bishops and two clergy and has been forwarded to Bis- 
hop Block, Warden of the Schooi. (fhe report in full will be Appendix F, 
page 47 in the Synod Journal.) 


The Rev. Dr. Henry M. Shires, Chairman of the Board of Examining 
Chaplains, presented his report which was received and adopted. It will be 
Appendix G, page 53 in the Journal. 


The Bishop of Idaho, Chairman of the Department of Mission, presented 
his report which is an interesting and stimulating story of the growth and 
progress of a number of the Units of the Province both materially and 
spiritually. It was received and adopted on motion. It will be found in the 
Journal as Appendix if, page 36. 


The President called the attention of the Synod to the One Thousand 
Dollar loan made by the Bishop of California to make possible the print- 
ing of the History of the Province which loan had not been paid. After con- 
siderable discussion of ways and means for meeting this obligation it was 
on motion referred to the House of Bishops whose meeting will be held 
this afternoon. In order to complete this record it may be pointed out that 
information was given that if this obligation was met at this session of the 
Synod the sale price of the History which had been fixed at Three Dollars 
could be purchased for Two Dollars. ‘the Bishops pledged themselves sep- 
arately and individua ly to purchase sufficient copies for resale to their con- 
stituencies to cancel the obligation. 


The Rev. Gilbert P. Prince ofiered the noon-day prayers for Missions 
after which the Synod recessed for lunch. 


From i:30 P. M. to 3:00 P. M. Departmental Group Meetings and the 
Synod Committees held their meetings. 


Synod reconvened at 3:00 P. M. Mr. John C. F. Merrifield, Provincial 
Chairman of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work pre- 
sented his report. It is the story of the appointment of a Key Man in each 
of the Units of the Province with the resuit of increased interest and activ- 
ity on the part of Laymen in the work of the Church. The entire report is 
Appendix I, page 48 in the Synod Journai. 


Dean Katharine A. Grammer, Chairman of the Department of Christian 
Social Relations, presented her report. This report covers the successful 
conference the Department planned and held with the Rev. Dr. Pepper of 
the National Council. The fuil report which the Synod accepted and adopted 
is Appendix J, page 42 of the Synod Journal. 


The Rev. Russell B. Staines, Chairman of the Department of College 
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Work, presented his report with its story of the plans and objectives of the 
Department. It was on motion received and adopted. It is Appendix K, 
page 35 in the Synod Journal. ‘ 


The Hour of Four having been reached the Synod adjourned until 9:30 
A. M. Thursday. 


The House of Bishops convened in a separate session. 


The House ot Clerical and Lay Delegates was called to order by the Sec- 
retary. Nominations for Chairman of the House were called for. The Rev. 
Louis B. Keiter, Rector of All Saints’ Parish, Portland, Oregon, being the 
only nominee was unanimously elected as the Chairman of the House. 


The Evening of this day was devoted to the Synod reception and dinner 
held at the Officers Club. The President was the Toastmaster. The follow- 
ing program was very interesting and enjoyable. The students of St. Mar- 
garet’s House presented what they called a skit built around the word 
“ecumenicity” that, to say the least, was very cleverly done. A group of stu- 
dents from the College of the Pacific, located in Stockton, calling them- 
selves The Troubadors, sang several numbers which were enjoyed. Four 
addresses were then delivered as follows: Mr. John C. F. Merrifield speak- 
ing on “What Laymen can do for the Church;” Mr. Roderick French, Pres- 
ident of tne Provincial Youth Commission speaking on ‘‘What Youth can 
do for the Church;” Mrs. Grafton Burke speaking on ‘‘What Lay Women 
can do for the Church;” the Very Rev. Richard S. Watson speaking on 
“What the Clergy can do for the Church.” 


Thursday, May 4, 1950

7:30 A. M. Celebration of the Holy Communion with the Bishop of San 
Joaquin and the Rev. George F. Pratt in charge. 


9:30 A. M. Business Session called to order with the President in the 
Chars: 


Mr. John C. F. Merrifield read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and 
the Rev. Mr. Ledger read the Prayers. 


Bishop Lewis, Chairman of the Committee on Despatch of Business 
presented the agenda for the day’s session. 


The first item on the agenda were elections. The Chair appointed the 
Bishops of Oregon and Arizona, the Rev. Messrs. Alfred Jones and Harold 
Hallett, Mr. George Entz and Mr. Morris Milbank as tellers. The Rev. 
Hiram B. Crosby was appointed Judge of the elections. 


First was the election of a President. The Canons of General Conven- 
tion provides that the President must be elected by the concurrent vote of 
the Three Orders and a plurality vote of each Order. On the fifth ballot 
the Judge of Elections reported that the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, Bishop of 
Idaho, had received a plurality vote of each of the Three Orders and the 

-Chair declared him duly elected. On motion of the Bishop of San Joaquin 
the election was made unanimous. 


All other offices to be filled require merely a plurality vote of the Synod. 
The Chair ordered the ballot to be cast and after being counted the Judge 
of the Election reported the following had received the required plurality 
vote for the several offices to be filled: 


For Secretary: the Rev. Gilbert P. Prince, Diocese of Los Angeles. 
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For Treasurer: Mr. John Vassie, Diocese of Oregon. 

For members of the Provincial Council, Class of 1953: 

Episcopal Member: The Rt. Rev. William F, Lewis, Bishop of Nevada. 
Clerical Member: The Rev. Charles &. Nevil'e, Diocese of Oregon. 
Lay Member: Col. B. C. Allin, Diocese of California. 


For nominee to the Board of Trustees of the Divinity School for mem- 
bership on the Board: Mr. John C. I. Merrifield, Diocese of Oregon. 


For nominee to the Board of Trustees of St. Margaret’s House for 
membership on that Board: The Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, Diocese of 
California. 


For members of the Provincial Court of Review: 


Episcopal Member: The Rt. Rev. Donald J. Campbeil, Suffragan Bishop 
of Los Angeles. 


Clerical Members: The Rev. Mark Rifenbark, Diocese of California, 
the Rev. George F. Pratt, Missionary District of San Joaquin, the Rev. Lloyd 
B. ‘thomas, Missionary District of Eastern Oregon. 


Lay Members: Mr. Merton Aibee, Diocese of Los Angeles, Mr. Albert 
C. Agnew, Diocese of California, Mr. R. H. Butterfield, Missionary District 
of Spokane. 


The Chair declared the above duly elected and the elections completed. 
Two things may be added concerning the elections: 


1. The two attorneys required by the General Canons as members of 
the Court are: Mr. Albee, Chancellor of the Diocese of Los Angeles and 
Mr. Agnew, Chancelior of the Diocese of California. 


2. The Rt. Rev. William F. Lewis, Bishop of Nevada, Senior Bishop 
in point of Consecration of the three Bishops on the Provincial Council is 
now the Vice President of the Province. 


The next item on the agenda was consideration and action on the Budget 
for the year 1950-1951. 


Mr. Morris Milbank, Chairman cf the Finance Department presented 
the Tentative Budget and offered the following resolutions: 


1. RESOLVED: That the Tentative Budget as approved by the Pro- 
vincial Council at its Stated Meeting held on September 29, 1949, and 
amended by the Council at its Annual Meeting held on May 2, 1950, be made 
the Permanent Budget for the Fiscal Year 1950-1951. 


2. RESOLVED: That the Assessments to cover the Permanent Bud- 
get be prorated upon the Dioceses and Missionary Districts on the basis of 
their average current expenses for the years 1947, 1948, 1949, as provided 
in the Constitution and Canons and that the Dioceses and Missionary Dis- 
tricts advise the Council at its Stated Meeting in September their accept- 
ance or rejection of their respective ailocations. 


Mr. Milbank stated the Budget is an increase of some 25% over the 
budget of 1949 and 1950 and explained the items which accounted for this 
increase. Some time was spent in discussion of this increase with several 
amendments being offered all of which received a negative vote. Then the 
Chair placed before the Synod the motion of the Finance Department as 
given above and the Budget as prepared by the Finance Department and 
approved by the Provincial Council was adopted. This action carries with 
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it the fixing of Diocesan and Missionary District quotas in accordance with 
Canon 10(c) of the Canons of the Province. 


This Budget and the quotas fixed for each Unit of the Province will be 
Appendix A-2, page 32 in the Synod Journal. 


The next item was the report of the Committee on Resolutions pre- 
sented by Bishop Block, Chairman of the Committee. 


1. WHEREAS: we have learned with profound regret of the illness of 
our dear friends and brothers, the Rt. Rev. Stephen C. Clark, Bishop of 
Utah and the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., Bishop of Olympia, therefore 
be it 


RESOLVED: that we of the Synod of the Province of the Pacific send 
to Bishop Clark and to Bishop Bayne messages of warm affection and the 
assurance of our prayers for their early recovery. On motion of Bishop 
Block the resolution was adopted. 


2. RESOLVED: that this 3lst Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
record its sincere gratitude for the generous hospitality which has wel- 
comed us to Stockton. We particularly thank the Bishop of San Joaquin 
and his office staff, the Rector of St. John’s Church and his staff, and gra- 
cious parishioners, to the Central Methodist Church for their friendly 
cooperation by availing their commodious Church for meetings of our 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and also to the City of Stockton, its press and hotels 
all of whom together have given us what will always remain a happy mem- 
ory of the 3lst meeting of the Synod in Stockton, California. On motion 
this resolution was adopted. 


3. A resolution from the District of Spokane referred to the Commit- 
tee. That pursuant to the request of the 58th Convocation of the Missionary 
District of Spokane expressing the importance of religious teaching as 
fundamental to sound education, be it 


RESOLVED: that this Synod requests the President of the Province 
of the Pacific to appoint a Committee to undertake the study of state laws 
with reference to the teaching of religion in publicly controlled educational 
institutions in the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of the Province of 
the Pacific and that they report back to the next meeting of the Synod. The 
Committee approved this resolution and on motion by the Committee it 
was adopted. 


4. Resolution prepared by the Very Rev. Charles E. McAllister and 
referred to the Committee. 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific in view of 
the importance of preserving the principle of the separation of Church and 
State record its conviction that the President of the United States and the 
State Department, should not appoint officially or unofficially diplomatic 
representatives to any Church or Churches as such, but should limit its 
activity to exchanges with recognized secular governments. The Commit- 
tee approved the resolution and on motion it was adopted. 


5. Resolution also prepared by Dean McAllister and referred to the 
Committee. 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific urge upon 
all Churchmen the importance of serious study of World Federation in its 
various forms as a contributing factor to the establishment of world peace. 
The Committee approved the resolution and on motion it was adopted. 
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6. Resolution presented by the Committee. 


RESOLVED: that the 3lst Synod of the Province of the Pacific of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church endorse the project of the Japan Interna- 
tional Christian University Foundation of which General MacArthur is 
Honorary Chairman and other Churchmen are board members. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 


7. Resolution presented to the Committee by the Secretary. 


This province has within its borders an Institution of which it may well 
be extremely proud. Some years ago this Institution came into being 
through the careful planning and the wise sponsorship of Bishop Block. 
He rightly named it ‘The School of the Prophets.” Since its establishment 
many of the younger men in the Ministry have been privileged to enroll in 
it for refresher courses in homiletics as well as other Church studies. By 
using the former Church Divinity School Building situated in San Fran- 
cisco those attending the School live together in an atmosphere that deep- 
ens and enriches their spiritual lives. Then, too, men who are outstanding 
in the field of theology and religion are brought into the School to interpret 
the meaning and significance of some of the advanced thinking in the realm 
of religion and its theology. This 3lst Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
expresses its sincere appreciation and its genuine gratitude for his splendid 
vision in starting this School and his wise administration in carrying it on. 
YVhis Synod also assures Bishop Block that it is ready to cooperate with 
him in his plans and objectives for the School in whatever manner he may 
suggest. On motion of the Committee the resolution was adopted. 


8. Resolution submitted to the Committee by the Rev. Dr. Austin: 


RESOLVED: that this 3lst Synod of the Province of the Pacific record 
its grateful appreciation to Mr. Morris Milbank for his clear, correct and 
gracious service as its Treasurer for the past eight years. The Committee 
approved the resolution and on motion it was adopted. 


9. Resolution submitted to the Committee by the Rev. Dr. Austin: 


RESOLVED: that this 31st Synod of the Province of the Pecific records 
its deep sense of gratitude to Bishop Robert Burton Gooden for his effi- 
cient, untiring and a'ways kindly administration of the business affairs of 
the Synod and his spiritual leadership of the religious services held in con- 
nection with the Synods. We thank him for his graciousness and patience 
and wish him Godspeed as he retires from office as the sixth President of 


this Province. The Committee approved the resolution and by a rising vote 
it was adopted. 


_ 10. Col. B. C. Allin presented to the Committee the following resolu- 
tion: 

_ WHEREAS: from the date of the creation of this Province of the Pa- 
cific, only one individual has been Secretary and he the Rev. Alfred Lock- 
wood, and 

WHEREAS: his continued faithful service to this Province constitutes 
a stewardship extraordinary in its continuity and distinction, and 


WHEREAS: Mr. Lockwood is at this Synod terminating his service of 
35 years relinquishing his duties to younger hands. Now, therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED: that this Synod express its profound affection for 
Alfred Lockwood, its sincere appreciation of his continued devotion to the 
Province and wishes him Godspeed in the enjoyment of the years ahead 
and in the consciousness of a labor well and faithfully done. The Commit- 
tee approved the resolution and on motion it was adopted. 
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11. The Committee also received the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: that because of his unique and devoted service 
of thirty-five years in office as Secretary of the Province the Rev. Alfred 
Lockwood be made Secretary Emeritus of this Province. The Committee 
approved the resolution and on motion it was adopted. 


This completed the report of the Committee on Resolutions and on 
motion the report as a whole was adopted. 


Bishop Walters, Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons presented the following report: 


1. The Committee has received the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that Article Two, section 3(c) be amended to read, Each 
Diocese and Missionary District shall determine the qualifications of its 
Deputies and the manner in which they shall be chosen. As soon as chosen 
their names sha!l be sent to the Secretary of the Province. The Committee 
approved this amendment and on motion it was adopted. 


2. The Committee has received the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the following memorial be filed with the House of 
Bishops through its Secretary requesting that the name Missionary District 
be changed to Missionary Diocese. The Committee approved the above and 
recommended that the Secretary of the Province forward to the Secretary 
of the House of Bishops this memorial. On motion the recommendation 
was approved. 


3. The Committee has received the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that no meeting of the Synod shall be held in the years 
when the General Convention is held. The Committee recommended that 
the resolution be referred back to the Committee for further study to be 
reported on at the Synod of 1951. On motion the recommendation of the 
Committee was adopted. 


4. The following resolution adopted by the Convocation of the Mis- 
sionary District of Utah was presented to the Synod and referred to the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons: 


RESOLVED: that Convocation deplores the action of the Provincial 
Synod of the Eighth Province in 1949 in refusing to accord delegate status 
to a duly elected delegate from Utah, and requests that Synod take such 
action as may be necessary to seat women as delegates; and further that 
the delegates from this District to the Synod of 1950 be instructed to pre- 
sent this resolution to Synod and press for action thereon. 


Your Committee on Constitution and Canons has considered this resolu- 
tion and hereby offers the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: the House of Bishops concurring, that paragraph 
(a) of Section 3, of Article 2 of the Constitution of the Eighth Province 
be amended by striking out the word “laymen” in said paragraph, and sub- 
stituting in place thereof, the words “Lay Persons,” and that paragraph (b) 
of Section 3, of Article 2 be amended by striking out the word ‘‘Laymen,” 
and substituting in place thereof, the word “Lay Persons.” 


The Committee recommended that the amendment be adopted and on 
motion it was adopted. (Your Secretary thinks that regardless of the senti- 
ment in favor of the Amendment it should be pointed out that the Amend- 
ment as framed and adopted is unconstitutional. The Amendment as it 
stands indicates it was adopted or was intended to be adopted by a vote of 
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Orders. He suggests that at the Synod of 1951 the resolution should be 
changed in one of two ways, either delete the words, “the House of Bishops 
concurring” and make it a simple resolution or let the House of Clerical 
and Lay Delegates adopt the resolution in a meeting of that House and then 
submit it to the House of Bishops for concurrence.) 


This completed the report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons 
and on motion the report as a who.e was adopted. 

Bishop Campbeil, Chairman of the committee on Necrology, presented 
his report as follows, see page 30. This report closed with appropriate 
collects. 

Noon day prayers for Missions were offered. 


The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix presented his report on Young Adult work 
as follows: There are more than 500 organized groups of young adults in 
the Episcopal Church, of which 130 are in the Province of the Pacific. Most 
of these groups are of post-war origin, and are open to both married and 
single persons, who meet monthly or twice a month on weekdays in parish 
houses. This is the result of the request made at the 1949 Synod that a sur- 
vey be undertaken of Church work among young adults. Further studies 
are being made of the organization and program of these groups, of their 
achievements and problems encountered, with a view to the compilation of 
a handbook by the National Council’s Department of Christian Education, 
offering guidance to the clergy and lay leaders who are concerned for the 
most adequate functioning of young adult groups. Reasons for the survey 
were clear and definite. First was the fact that, among hundreds of thou- 
sands of young men and women who had established new homes in the 
West, were Episcopalians who had joined young adult organizations of 
other churches because there was no satisfying program for them in their 
own church. Second was the discovery that many showed a deeper aware- 
ness of the value and need of religion, as a result of their war time expe- 
riences, yet had expressed dissatisfaction with institutional religion as they 
knew it. A third factor was the recognition that, humaniy speaking, Chris- 
tianity had been launched as a religious movement of young adults by 
young adults. Jesus was “about thirty years of age” when he began his min- 
istry. Presumably, his disciples, and some of those who accompanied them, 
both men and women, were about the same age. Fourth, the Church in this 
postwar period needed desperate'y the adventurous spirit of dedicated 
young adults who could pioneer in finding new ways for a new age. “The 
Launching of the Church’s new parent-parish program of Christian Educa- 
tion clinches everything.” “The Episcopal Church must develop plans for 
enlisting more young adults in its organized life and work. They can be led 
in the way of continuing their own Christian education and of participating 
actively in the religious education of their children. They may discover 
the necessity of conversion and of life commitment to Christ and His 
cause.” This report follows a statistical survey of religious educational 
progress in the Province of the Pacific, prepared by the Very Rev. Richard 
S. Watson, Chairman of the Provincial Department of Christian Education. 

Mr. Merrix asked space for the following which we are very happy to 
give him: 

The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, retiring Field Officer of the National Coun- 
cil in the Province of the Pacific, thanks Synod officials, the Bishops, Clergy 
and Lay Leaders in the Province for their cooperation during the time he 
has served the Church in this area. He announces that a successor will be 
appointed and an office of the National Council maintained at 83 McAllister 
Street, San Francisco 2. A depositary of National Council literature and 
other supplies will continue to be available for purchases within the Pro- 
vince. I feel distinguished in sharing the honor of retiring in the same year 
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with time-honored servants of the Province like yourself, Bishop Gooden 
and others. 


Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 3:00 P. M. 


The joint-session was called to order at 1:30 P. M. with the President 
of the Province presiding. This was a stirring service with addresses de- 
livered by Dr. Eugene M. Blake of Pasadena, the Bishop of Arizona, the 
President of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary and the Bishop of Califor- 
nia. The theme was the importance of the advances toward unity on the 
part of all churches. 


Synod convened at 3:00 P. M. The Department of Promotion through 
Mr. Colcock, Chairman, presented the Findings of the Committee appointed 
at the Conference on promotion under the leadership of Mr. Jordan, Na- 
tional Council Chairman of the Department of promotion. 


Your Committee makes the following recommendations: 


1. In connection with the maintenance of mailing lists that closer co- 
operation be effected between the Pension Fund and the Departments of 
the National Council in conection with the Clergy mailing lists; and that 
the Diocesan and District Promotion Department Heads air mail imme- 
diately to the Department of Promotion, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York 
City, changes of address for Diocesan and District Clergy and also Lay- 
men interested in Promotion. 


2. Inthe Promotion of the Every Member Canvas for 1950 that greater 
use be made of laymen and not too much dependence on direct mail; which 
latter is merely designed as background material. 


3. That the National Council Promotion Department seriously con- 
sider the establishment of Rental Distribution points in connection with 
transcriptions of Motion Pictures, Slides, etc. 


4. That the Bishops be asked to cooperate with their Promotion De- 
partment Heads in preparation of transcriptions, slides and motion picture 
slips on the subject of Diocesan projects. 


5. That the Synod request that the National Council Promotion De- 
partment develop a system of premium awards to increase the circulation 
of Forth Magazine. 


6. This Committee appreciates the action of the National Council in 
submitting a plan for the presentation of an Episcopal hour on the radio 
using material similar to “Great Scenes from Great Plays,’ and recom- 
mends that the Synod consider this offer. Individual parishes are to decide 
whether or not they desire this service, and there will be no expense to 
other parishes or to the National Church. 


7. That the Advisory Council to Mr. Robert Jordan be urged to con- 
sider a national campaign of Church advertising following the general pat- 
tern but improving on material, and quality of similar programs now in use. 


(Signed) Bishop Barton, Dean McAllister, Col. Morris, Committee 
On motion of Mr. Colcock the report of the Committee was adopted. 


Mr. Allison Baer extended a very gracious and cordial invitation to the 
Synod to hold its 1951 Session in Boise, Idaho, On motion of Mr. Baer this 
invitation was accepted. 
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This concluded the business of the 3ist Synod and on motion the Synod 
adjourned Sine Die, and the President dismissed us with his blessing.

The Evening of this day was devoted to a centennial service commemo- 
rating the One Hundreth anniversary of the founding of St. John’s Parish. 
The service was Evening Prayer and Confirmation. The officiants were the 
Bishop of San Joaquin, the Rev. George F. Pratt, Rector of St. John’s Par- 
ish, and others of the Bishops. A very impressive and helpful sermon was 
preached by the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, President of the Province. 
Eighty individua's were in the Confirmation class and the Rite of Confirma- 
tion was administered by Bishop Waiters with the assistance of Bishop 
Gooden, Bishop Rhea, Bishop Kinsolving and Bishop Campbell. 

This concluded one of the largest attended and most constructive Synods 
in the 35 years of the Synod’s history. 


REPORT, PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 
Synodical Year, May 1, 1949-April 30, 1950 


Your Provincial Council held during the Synodical year of 1949-1950 
the three meetings prescribed by the Constitution of the Province as 
follows: 


1. The Organizational Meeting held in Seattle, Washington, at the 
close of the 1949 Synod. The purpose of this meeting is to set up the Pro- 
vincial Organization for the new Synodical year. At this meeting the Chair- 
men for the several Departments, Commissions and Committees were 
selected. Their names are recorded in the 1949 Synod Journal and need not 
be repeated in this report. The meeting also fixed the time and place for 
holding the Stated Meeting. 


2. The Stated Meeting. The Constitution of the Province provides that 
this meeting be held as soon as may be after the first day of September 
with the exact date fixed at the Organizational Meeting. The date set was 
Sunday, September 29th, at the Church Divinity School. This was the day 
preceding the opening of General Convention. Eighteen members of the 
Council and four visitors were present. Reports of Departments, Commis- 
sions and Committees were fragmentary due to the fact that only five 
months had elapsed since the 1949 Synod with the inactive summer months 
intervening. Dean Watson, Chairman of the Department of Religious Edu- 
cation stated that a Committee had been appointed to study the techniques 
of the new set up of the National Department to gain a better understanding 
of them which can be passed on to the Diocesan and Missionary Districts 
Departments. The College Work Department announced that Mrs. Caul- 
field full time Secretary for College Work in the southern section of the 
Province had resigned and that Dean Carman of Phoenix, Arizona, had 
been appointed her successor on a part time basis. The report of the Rev. 
David Clark, Chairman of the Commission on Indian Work was very inter- 
esting and informing. Especially so was his description of the work of the 
mission of the Good Shepherd at Fort Defiance which is his immediate 
responsibility in his ministry to the Navajo Indians. Mr. Frank Sibilia who 
has developed the principle of Vocational Giving presented a report show- 
ing the growth and financial success of this movement. The Rev. Dr. Henry 
M. Shires, Chairman of the Board of Examining Chaplains explained in 
detail the recommendations of the Joint-Commission on Theological Edu- 
cation regarding the holding of Canonical Examinations. There is no ques- 
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tion that Diocesan and Missionary District Boards of Examining Chap- 
lains would be greatly helped if they followed the sugestions in this report. 
Your Secretary states that he considered this report so valuable that he 
mailed a copy to the Chairman of the Board in each of the Units of the 
Province. Mr. Merrifield, Provincial Chairman of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymen’s Work stated that one objective of the Committee 
was to increase the number of Unit Givers over a five year period toward 
the financial support of the Church Divinity School. He said that already 
40 such Unit Givers had been secured in the Diocese of Oregon. He prom- 
ised a further report on this matter to the 1950 Synod. Bishop Walters, 
Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism emphasized the need of an 
Evangelistic program throughout the Province. He presented the follow- 
ing resolution that he thought might well be presented to the General Con- 
vention. It is of such importance that we give it in its entirety. 


WHEREAS: We are called to serve in a time of very great spiritual 
need and world insecurity, when the hearts of countless millions are failing 
them for fear, and 


WHEREAS: The Church is endeavoring to meet that need through finer 
Christian Education, more generous missionary giving, increased numbers 
in the sacred Ministry, and in other ways, therefore, be it — 


RESOLVED: (The House of concurring) that we strongly 
urge the wider use of that effective instrumentality of the Holy Catholic 
Church, namely the power of Evangelism, in order that there may be a 
revised and wice-spread emphasis upon the three-fold duties of repentance, 
prayer and witness, in our personal work, in our group programs, and larger 
efforts, thereby making our labors for the Kingdom of God more fruitful; 
and that the Presiding Bishop and Bishops of all Dioceses and Missionary 
Districts be respectfully urged to take steps to encourage the development 
of an Evangelistic emphasis and opportunities within the Church. The 
Council approved this resolution and expressed its wish to have it presented 
to tne General Convention. 


Dean Shires presented the following preamble and resolution that is so 
important that we are incorporating it in this report. It might be well if 
this Synod gives further consideration of this matter: 


Four million people have migrated into California in the last seven years. 
In Oregon the percentage is even greater. All the Dioceses and Districts 
of the Province have shared in some degree in this migration, the greatest 
movement of people in American history and probably in the history of the 
world. The end is not yet, for between 45,000 and 50,000 are coming into 
California each month. This influx is largely a movement of people below 
middle age, and knows no distinction of race or color. The spiritual oppor- 
tunities involved in this situation are evident to all. New communities, 
in some cases totally unchurched, are springing up on every hand. The 
young Dioceses and Districts of the far west are straining every resource 
to take advantage of these opportunities, but the migration is beyond the 
capacity of the local churches adequately to meet the need. This matter 
should be of the same concern to the Convention of the Episcopal Church 
as it has already been realistically faced by other Christian communions 
whose startegy has resulted in diverting national church funds to meet this 
unparalleled opportunity. The need is immediate for the reason that every 
month of lag in bringing the ministration of Church to its uprooted children 
and other unchurched people will make the work more difficult, and in some 
cases futile. The Council of the Province of the Pacilc therefore, memorial- 
izes General Convention: 
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1. That General Convention recognize the opportunity presented the 
Church in the west as a matter of concern to the Church in the nation as a 
whole. 


2. That the Convention recommend that a place be found in the policy 
and strategy of the next triennium for meeting this pressing opportunity. 


3. That the feasibility of financial aid be referred to the Committee on 
Budget and Program for consideration and report to this Convention. 


The Council approved this preamble and resolution and requested the 
President of the Province to present it to the Committee on Budget and 
Program. This was done and the Committee incorporated a token appro- 
priation toward meeting this need and opportunity. 


The Council initiated a program for the 1950 Synod. It extended an 
invitation to Bishop Bentley to preach the Synod sermon and lead a Con- 
ference on Missions. We are happy to say the invitation was accepted and 
the Conference on Missions is being he!d today. The Council also voted to 
extend invitations to other of the officials of the National Council. These 
invitations were accepted by the Rev. Dr. Pepper, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Christian Social Relations, and Mr. Robert D. Jordan, Director of 
the Department of Promotion and Publicity. These helpful conferences 
have been held today. 


Mr. Morris Milbank, Chairman of the Provincial Finance Department, 
submitted the Tentative Budget for the fiscal year 1950-51. This was ap- 


proved subject to any changes that have to be made at the Council Meeting 
to be held May 2, 1950. 


On motion the Council adjourned and had the privilege of enjoying a 
delightful social hour at St. Margaret’s House as the guests of Dean Gram- 
mer and the students. The Annual Meeting of the Council has just adjourned 
and the Secretary requests the privilege of presenting any items that were 
referred to the Synod aiter he has looked over his notes of the meeting.

REPORT, COUNCIL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Provinciai Council was held in the Parish 
House of St. John’s Parish, Stockton, California, on Tuesday, May 2, 1950. 
The meeting was called to order at 2:30 P.M. with the President, Bishop 
Gooden, in the Chair. Prayer was offered by Bishop Walters, host Bishop. 
The Roll was called with the following members present: 


Ex-officio — the President, the Secretary, the Treasurer, the Provincial 
Representative on the National Council, the President of the Provincial 
Woman’s Auxiliary, the Provincial Representative on the National Execu- 
tive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Provincial Chairman of the Pre- 
siding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work, the Field Officer of the 
National Council for the Province of the Pacific; Elected Members — Class 
of 1950, Bishop Rhea and the Rev. Russell B. Staines; Class of 1951, Bishop 
Barton, the Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner, Mr. St. Eimo Coombs; Class of 
1952, Bishop Walters, the Rev. Henry M. Shires, Mr. Edward F. Colcock; 
Associate Members — Mrs. Sumner F. D. Walters, Mrs. Robert Arneson, 
Dean Katharine A. Grammer. This being a quorum as defined by Article 
VII, section 4(c) of the Constitution, which reads: ‘““Nine members which 
number must include not less than four Synodical members shall constitute 
a quorum of the Council to transact business at any one of the foregoing 
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regular meetings.” The Chair so announced and declared the meeting open 
for business. The first order of Business was Reports: 

1. Treasurer’s Report. This report which was on motion received, ac- 
cepted and referred to the Synod, will be given in detail in the minutes of 
the Synod meeting. The report, however, indicated that some Diocesan and 
District assessments levied by the Finance Department to meet the Budget 
adopted at the 1949 Synod had not been paid. On motion it was voted that 
all uncollected accounts be carried on the Treasurer’s books for one full 
year. The report also indicated that Budget allocation to Provincial Insti- 
tutions, the Church Divinity School and St. Margaret’s House, had not been 
paid in full. On motion it was voted that the balance of the Province’s 
obligation to these Institutions be paid from the balace in the Treasury. 

2. As Chairman of the Finance Department, Mr. Milbank presented the 
Tentative Budget as adopted at the Stated Meeting held at Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, September 29, 1949. On motion it was voted that the Tentative Bud- 
get be increased by $500.00, this amount to be allocated to the member of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary on the National Executive Board of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to meet the expense of printing and distributing reports of the 
Board to Dioceses and Districts and also to meet the travel expense of the 
Board member on official business to Dioceses and Districts. 

On motion of Dean Gardner the Department of Youth was voted $125.00 
for expenses of Youth in attending this Synod, the same to be an advance 
payment on the Department’s allocation in the 1950-1951 Budget. 

On motion it was voted that this Tentative Budget be made the Perma- 
nent Budget for 1950-1951 and be so reported to the Synod. (This Budget 
will be found in full in the minutes of the Synod meeting.) 

Mr. Milbank reported that Mr. Wilfred Howard on account of illness 
could no longer audit the Treasurer’s books and on his motion the President 
was instructed to appoint an auditor. 

3. The Departments of Christian Education, Missions, Christian Social 
Relations, College Work, and the Committees on Evangelism, State of the 
Church, Vocational Giving and the Board of Examining Chaplains pre- 
sented their reports by Title, the same to be presented to the Synod. 


4. On motion it was voted that the Offering received at the opening Re- 
ligious Service on Tuesday evening and at the Communion Service on 
Thursday morning be given to Bishop Kennedy for his work for the leper 
colony on the Island of Molokai; that the Offering received at the Corporate 
Celebration of the Holy Communion on Wednesday morning be given to 
the United Thank Offering; that the Offering received at the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary Service of St. John’s Parish on Thursday Evening be 
given to the Missionary District of San Joaquin. 

On motion of Mr. Colcock it was voted that the report of the Findings 
Committee from the Conference on Promotion, Publicity and Radio when 
presented to the Synod shall be recognized as the official report of the Pro- 
vincial Department on this subject. 

5. On motion of Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth, 
it was voted that the Rev. J. Burton Salter, 1545 24th Street, Ogden, Utah, 
was appointed Co-chairman of the Department of Youth and that the Presi- 
dent be requested to appoint Mr. Salter to the National Youth Commission 
as the member of the Commission from this Province. This completed the 
business of the Council for the Synodical year 1949-1950 and on motion the 
Council adjourned sine die.

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REPORT, COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 


The Diocese of California lists the death of the Rev. Paul Little, Ph.D., 
on October 1, 1949, and the death of the Rev. Calvin H. Barkow, D.D., on 
January 7, 1950. Both were canonically resident in the Diocese of California 
and had been for some years prior to their respective deaths. Both had 
manifested interest in and given service to the Province in other Units of 
th Province prior to their transfer to California. 


For some years Dr. Little was canonically resident in the Diocese of 
Sacramento. While in that Diocese he was a Delegate and attended the 
Synods of 1927 and 1928. After his transfer to the Diocese of California he 
was a delegate and attended the Synods of 1937, 1940, 1941, 1942, 1944, 1948. 


Dr. Barkow while Canonically resident in the Missionary District of 
Spokane, was a Delegate and attended the Synod of 1941; while canonically 
resident in the Missionary District of Idaho he was a Delegate and attended 
the Synod of 1944; while canonically resident in the Diocese of California 
he was a Delegate and attended the Synod of 1946. 


The Missionary District of San Joaquin lists the death of the Rev. Ernest 
Collard Tuthiil on March 10, 1950. For a number of years Mr. Tuthill was 
canoncially resident in the Missionary District of Arizona. While in that 
Missionary District he was a Delegate and attended the Synods of 1925, 
1928, 1930, 1931, 1933. There is no record oi his attendance at any Synod 
after his transfer to San Joaquin. 


The Missionary District of Spokane lists the death on November 2,, 
1949, of the Ven. Alexander Coffin, for a number of years Archdeacon of 
that District. He was a Delegate and attended the following Synods: 1925, 
1928, 1929, 1930, 1937. 

The Missionary District of Nevada lists the death on April 16, 1950, of 


the Rev. Henry A. Link, who was a Delegate to and attended the Synod of 
1949,

APPENDIX C 
REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The year 1949-50 was marked by the increasing activity and leadership 
on the Pacific Coast of the Department of Christian Education of the Na- 
tional Council. Conferences involving Diocesan Chairmen were held and 
many workers from the field were called in to the College of Preachers in 
Washington for special training sessions. 


Due to this activity the Provincial Department has refrained from the 
calling of meetings and has attempted to support the program of the Na- 
tional Council wherever possible. In June of this year, special conferences 
in Christian Education will be held in Pasadena, California; Tacoma, Wash- 
ington; Lake Tahoe, Nevada; and Salt Lake City, Utah. 


A survey of the Province at the Present time reveals the following facts: 


1, USE OF CURRICULUM MATERIAL: 


Two Dioceses are making some use of original material created by work- 
ers within the Dioceses. One is in Los Angeles by Olive Jones and one 
is in Olympia by Gladys Canedy. One Diocese and one Missionary Dis- 
trict find held from the St. James series while two Missionary Districts 
use Church of Canada material with some success. 


2. USE OF NATIONAL DEPARTMENT ADULT SERIES:

One District plans its work through a Youth Committee; another Dis- 
trict through a Youth Director. 
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5. USE OF DIOCESAN OR DISTRICT PAPERS: One Diocese has a 
monthly paper; another 4-5 times per year; two Districts have papers 
for 3-5 times per year; and one an occasioanl newsletter. 


6: USE OF AUDIO-VISUAL AID: One Diocese has a distribution center 
with 40 film strips and slides. Two Districts have distribution centers, 
one with 75 film strips, 200 slides and 10 16mm. films. 


7. USE OF CHILDREN’S MITE BOX PRESENTATION SERVICE: 
Three Dioceses follow this procedure, usually second or third Sunday 
after Easter with children’s choirs, representatives to present offering. 
Two are centered in one service, while the third is Convocation-wide. 
Three Districts follow this procedure in similar fashion. 


8. USE OF CHILDREN’S ADVENT OFFERING: Two Dioceses use 
the offering for purposes within the Diocese. Three Districts follow the 
same plan. 


We would report a definite increase of interest and activity in the whole 
field of Christian Education generally throughout the Province. The need 
for trained leadership is being more widely recognized and program for such 
training is constantly increasing. The inspiration of our National Council 
Department within the Province is beyond calculation.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 
APPENDIX L 


The Synod held in Seattle in 1949 witnessed the largest attendance of 
youth and their advisors of any of the three years that the Provincial Youth 
Commission has been in existence. Each year we marvel anew that youth 
find it possible to be present, when it means for most of them the loss of a 
full week of school during the busiest and most crucial month of the entire 
school year. And still they come—most of them from great distances. 
Officially there are only two young people and one adult advisor on the Pro- 
vincial Youth Commission from each Diocese and District, and expected 
to attend this annual meeting. Actually, Seattle drew half again as many 
young people as could officially vote. Their interest in the church and their 
hunger to share a spiritual experience with other youth with common inter- 
ests overcome all obstacles and year by year they come. The Province does 
not bear the expenses of the young people. Usually transportation is pro- 
vided by adults coming to Synod. The parish in which Synod is held sup- 
plies housing. From the Provincial Youth Budget a token gift of from 
$5.00 to $10.00 is given each official delegate toward their expenses. 


The question recurs yearly—why attempt a meeting in May? It seems a 
necessity inasmuch as the National Youth Commission each spring formu- 
lates the National Program for the year which starts in June. If informa- 
tion on this program and inspiration for it is to be channelled quickly back 
to Dioceses and Districts, and youth leaders from each jurisdiction (and 
adult advisors) impregnated with the National Program in time to have it 
passed on to Diocesean summer conferences, it must be done at this time. 


The Rev. John P. Craine has completed his three-year term as Provincial 
Adult member of the National Youth Commission. The term of this member- 
ship is limited to three years. This spring, Mr. Craine and three young peo- 
ple from the Province met with the National Commission. We express deep 
appreciation to John Craine for the leadership he has given our Provincial 
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Youth Program through these years and wish him happiness and a success- 
ful ministry in his new field. 1t is aiways some satistaction to see the east 
call the west for help. Nevertheless we sutier a real loss in his departure. 
For two years the Kev. J. Burton Salter of Ogden, Utah, has been schooled 
to become John’s successor. It is my recommendation to the President of 
the Province that the Rev. J. Burton Salter be appointed as our Provincial 
Adult Member of the National Youth Commission, and that the Provincial 
Council make him co-chairman of our Dept. of Youth for the Province. 
Speaking of personalities—the National Council has made the Very. Rev. 
k. S. Watson, Dean of St. Mark’s, Seattie, the new chairman of the National 
Youth Commission. This is the first time the Province has been so honored. 
If anyone questions the importance ot our church program for youth, ask 
Dean Watson, John Craine or myseit. 


Made possible by the larger Youth Budget graciously granted us by the 
1949 Synod we have accompiisned a major advance in a Provincial Youth 
}rogram this year. In San Fraancisco, aiter Christmas, a three day training 
conterence was held for the elected officers of the Provincial Youth Com- 
mission and for Presidents of all Dioceses and Districts. This conference 
was of tremendous benefit. ‘the youth worked and prayed together. It was 
very much of a replica of the National Youth Commission meeting. Many 
good plans came from the group, but above ail, opportunity was provided to 
draw outstanding youth ot the Province more closely together. This is an 
essential for continued growth—they must know each other and it cannot 
happen at a hectic Synod time when they are living under many different 
roots. 


The Youth Program for this Synod has been formulated largely by the 
Youth themselves. At this Synod eaca adult advisor of a Diocese or District 
is submitting a report on youth work in their respective jurisdiction. In- 
stead of a report of statistics this year the report will be on the basis of 
three things. 


(1) Your participation in the Majors and Plan of the national youth 
program. 


(2) Any work of real spiritual growth that you have seen evidenced in 
the youth. 


(3) Any advance in organization or techniques which you might share 
with the rest of us. 


Synod will hear directly from youth itself which will be far more signifi- 
cant than any report an adult could possibly give. 


One practical matter and two general observations that need constant 
reiteration. 


First: The Department respectfully requests a continuation of the 
$1,000.00 item for youth in the budget for the coming year. This will enable 
us to at least hold the advance made this year in our Provincial Program. A 
further request which the Provincial Councii was able to grant—for the last 
two years it has been necessary for us to get an advance from the following 
year’s budget in order to meet expenses of the Youth Commission Synod 
meeting. This usually necessitated an adult on the Department personally 
advancing the amount required until the treasurer could issue a check fol- 
lowing the Synod meeting. This is not a good practice. This year the prob- 
lem was made more acute due to possible change in treasurer. The Council 
granted $125.00 from current balances in funds, therefore, the Department 
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can go into next year solvent and safeguard expenses of next year’s Synod 
in the budget aliotment of $1,000.00. 


Scond: General observations—many of us are more and more convinced, 
and we are impelied to keep on repeating, that youth’s most impressionable 
period is during the teen-age ana that the church must make firm impact 
during that period or run the risk ot having them lost in college and tor 
many years to come. And turther, observation proves that the seeds of the 
sense oi vocation tor a lize in the priesthood is most fruitfully sown during 
this age-range and covered by this Department’s Program, It you want 
names, 1 can rurnish them to you, ot boys whose decision to study for Holy 
Orders was eiiected tnally through participation in our Provincial Youtn 
activity. | think it couid be proven that there has been at least one such each 
year over the past six or eight years. I ask the question—if there were no 
other resuits evident irom our Provincial Youth program would it not still 
be a good investment ii by the provision of $1,0UU.00 a year we gained for 
the church just one priest, to spend a life-time in the service of our church?

REPORT, PROVINCIAL COLLEGE WORK COMMISSION 


APPENDIX K 


During the year 1949-1950 the Provincial College Work Commission 
held its annual meeting at Christ Church, Seattle, Washington, at the time 
ot the regular session of Synod meeting in the city. An executive committee 
was appointed to carry out the program during the year. This Committee 
consisted of the Chairman—the Rev. Russell B. Staines, the Right Reverend 
Wiiliam Lewis, the Rev. David Cochran, the Rev. Charles Neville and the 
Rev. Peter Paulsen. [t met twice during the year, once in October 1949 and 
once in January 1950. 


The Commission at its annual meeting also instructed the executive Com- 
mittee to make plans for a Training School for College Workers to be held 
during the summer of 1950. This had to be postponed, due to the resignation 
of Mrs. Edward Caulfield as secretary for the southern half of the province. 
The Rev. Charles Sarnan was appointed to replace Mrs. Caulfield but he 
found it necessary to resign shortly thereafter. Plans are being made to 
choose someone for this position in the near future. We hope to have one by 
September and to have one who will continue in service for several years. 


Under the leadership of Mr. Cochran the work in the northern half of 
the province was continued on the same scale as before. In the southern 
half the Executive Committee, functioning without a secretary, was able 
to sponsor one Woman’s Vocational Conference and one Faculty Confer- 
ence. 


We are confident that next year we will be able to pursue a larger pro- 
gram throughout the entire province and to carry out our plans for the 
Training School for ali College Workers.

APPENDIX H 
1949-1950 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF ARIZONA. The following report 
records reai aciuevesient, aiid gives promise of continued expansion of the 
Cnurch in Arizona: 


“The congregation of ‘irinity Cathedral, Phoenix, after having made 
extensive renovations on the entire pant, has set aside each year funds for 
Caurch expansion, wita piams to ior.a congregations in both the northeast 
and nortnwest sections or hoenix. Lots were purchased in the northwest, 
where negotiations are being carrie. on with a view to building. Some mem- 
bers of the Cathedra! congregation wiil cooperate in this Chapel Mission of 
wie Cathedral. 


The Cathedral also has presented to the Bishop $6,000.00 to purchase 
laad for the expans.on ot st. Pau:’s Mission in the northeastern part of 
tne city. Under the ieadership of the Rev. Donald Robinson, this struggling 
congregation has raised approxir:ate.y $10,000.00 towards the new church, 
will self their present property tor approximately $10,000.00, and hope to 
vuild by the end oi this year. 


St. Paul’s Church, Tombstone, the oldest Protestant Church in the South- 
west, built under the leadership of the late Endicott Peabody, founder of 
Groton School, in 1883, has shown a revival of interest, being ministered 
to by the Rev. Dr. Wa:ter P. Crossman, rector of St. John’s Church, Bisbee, 
aid also with the assistance oi the Rev. George Prendergast, now residing 
1.1 that community. 


The Rev. David Trimble, of Prescott, has planted the flag of the Church 
in Kirkland, Arizona, where he carries on an afternoon Service on Sundays. 


‘The Rev. Robert P. Frazier, of the Church of the Epiphany, Flagstaff, 
and St. John’s Church, Williams, aiso finds time to supervise the now com- 
pieted St. Andrew’s Chape: in the Havasupai Canyon; has organized a con- 
gregation at Grand Canyon and also at Tuba City. Two of these Missions are 
9) miles from Flagstait, and the other 240 miles. 


The Mission Stations at Aguila and Quartzsite are administered from All 
Saints’ Church, Salome, where the Rev. Lester M. Morse has revived the 
work in a most difficult and sparsely settled terrain. This kind of adminis- 
tration to the scattered sheep of the Church can only be accomplished by the 
most ardent devotion. 


The Episcopal Student Center at the University of Arizona has almost 
been completed and has become a Mission. The Rev. John W. Ellison is in 
charge here. 


Two years ago the Rev. Philip Nelson came to Phoenix, having been 
retired for physical disability due to respiratory maladies. He and his wife 
volunteered to take a Mission in the sparsely settled area of Cave Creek, 
near Phoenix. Assisted by another retired priest and some members of the 
Cathedral congregation, a Community Sunday School and congregation were 
organized, holding Services in the local school. In January, the Church of 
God offered this congregation a we'l-built chapel, completely equipped, for 
$2,600.00. The congregation raised $1,600.00, the Bishop gave $500.00, and 


ae balance secured by a mortgage. Easter Services were held in this new 
hapel. 
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DIOCESE OF CALIFORNIA. Preeminent among the evidences of 
advance in the structure and embellishment of the Church’s fabric in the 
Diocese of California are the near completion of the choir and sanctuary 
of Grace Cathedral and the painting of six murals covering the walis of the 
nave under tne stained glass windows. 


The next outstanding achievement is the completion of True Sunshine 
Mission, Vakiand, now known as the Church of Our Saviour. With a gift of 
~10,UG0.U0 trom the Wonian’s Auxiliary drawn trom the United whank 
Oitering the entire expense of construction and equipment of a Chapel and 
a Vicarage costing over $40,000.00 has been raised. The Chinese congre- 
gation ot only fifty, and many of them young people, raised through their 
own gifts and those of their friends, aimost $15,000.00. The Chapel is a 
testimonial to the long, taithful, and devoted service of the Rev. Daniel Wu, 
wao toriunately was able to be prsent at its consecration. 


At Morro Bay, after the purchase of a very considerable piece of prop- 
erty with an adequate three bedroom dwelling, we have added to our equip- 
meat an Army chapel, moved trom Camp San Luis Obispo. Toward this 
expense the smail put growing congregation of St. Peter’s-by-the-Sea is 
cuitributing $2,000.00. A similar story is in the making at Arroyo Grande. 
An acre of iand was purchased in the most auspicious location within the 
township and another chapel purchased from Camp San Luis Obispo has 
been moved to the new site. Also, a lovely home was purchased for the new 
vicar in Fairoaks near the chapei location and at a point of residential 
deve:cpment of new and attractive homes. 


At St. Mark’s, Crockett, a charming and adequate parish hall was built 
and has been completely paid for. At Willow Glen, a beautiful shrine, 
designed for children and young people, but adequate temporarily for the 
services of this new parish, was constructed and dedicated to the memory 
ot Miss Frances Schalienberger. At St. James’, Paso Robles, the church was 
practical y rebuiit of vastly extended accommodations and much of the 
worx was done by members of the local congregation. At the Church of 
the Advent, San Francisco, the tirst unit of the parish house was completed 
and made possible the generous entertainment of guests during General 
Convention. At ‘irinity, San Jose, an unusually well designed and beautiful 
Youth Center has been erected at a cost of more than $100,000.00. It offers 
a fine ministry to the young people of the community and a rallying point for 
the students of the State College nearby. At the church of St. John-the- 
Evangelist, San Francisco, more than $11,000.00 was spent to restore and 
embellish one of the loveliest church buildings in the Diocese. It was in this 
parish that Bishop Sanford was rector for a number of years. At Ben 
Lomond, a lot of considerable size, and a furnished two-bedroom house was 
purchased adjoining the Church, and making possible the location there of a 
clergyman on full time. In Carmel, a new church and parish house is in 
process of construction, the cost of which will probably be $175,000.00 and 
some months ago nearly two-thirds of this amount was contributed or 
pledged. At Salinas, more than an acre of ground has been purchased near 
Valley Center, a settlement on the road to Monterey. Plans have been made 
for the construction of a new church, parish house and rectory and con- 
siderable funds are in hand to begin this enterprise. 


These improvements in fabric with a number of others in immediate 
contemplation like those at Mill Valley and San Carlos are indicative of a 
srowth of interest and vitality reflected in enlarged revenues, increased num- 
bers of confirmands, baptisms, and greatly increased congregations. We have 
the enviable record of year after year receiving one hundred per cent or 
more of each pledge to the Church’s program and the actual giving of 
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parishes and missions to the work of the National Church, in a span of 
twelve years, 700 per cent, however, the figure twelve years ago was supple- 
mented by personal subscription in the amount of $3,000.00. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF EASTERN OREGON. No report 
received. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF HONOLULU. During 1949 we received 
two new clergy into the District, nad one Ordination to the Priesthood, 
taree transfers of clergy from this District, the death of a Sister of the 
‘Lransfiguration, the departure of one Sister of the Transfiguration from 
the Islands, the addition of one Sister from the ‘Transfiguration; 503 Con- 
firmations, 616 Baptisms, 182 Marriages, and 93 Burials. 


Addition of a New Parish. St. Christopher’s Mission, Kailua, Oahu, 
made application to Convocation to become a self-supporting parish, as of 
May 1, 1950. 


Finances. All missions and parishes paid their assessments and quotas 
in full for 1949. 


New Work. St. Matthew’s Mission, Waimanalo, Oahu, has been started 
by the Rev. Richard M. Trelease, Jr. Services and Church School are held 
at the Army Chapel at Bellows Field. 


Holy Nativity Mission, Aina Haina, Oahu, under the direction of the 
Rev. John J. Morrett, is growing in large proportions. They have also 
started a new kindergarten and day school. 


St. John’s Mission, Kula, Maui, has been revived under the sponsorship 
of the Rev. Wai On Shim and St. Etizabeth’s Parish. It has developed so that 
a resident priest has been placed in charge. 


Kau Mission, Hawaii, under the Ven. Norman R. Alter, has been started. 


At the 1949 General Convention, Midway, Wake, and Guam Islands were 
added to the jurisdiction of the Missionary District of Honolulu. The Bishop 
has visited this territory and is sending a priest once a month for services. 
A consecrated layman is holding weekly services. 


The establishment of the Hawaii Episcopal Academy, a co-educational 
school for young people of junior and senior high school years, was opened 
in September with the Rev. George Davison, Headmaster. This is at Ka- 
muela, Hawaii. 


New Buildings, New Equipment. Epiphany Mission, Honolulu—$10,000 
for new building for Church School and day school. 


St. Peter’s Church, Honolulu—$51,000 for new parish hall and rectory. 


Holy Nativity Mission, Aina Haina, Oahu—$18,000 for purchase of new 
rectory. 


St. Christopher’s Mission, Kailua, Oahu—$35,000 new Church building 
completed. 


Iolani School—$113,000 faculty apartment house completed. 
St. John’s, Kula, Maui—$9,000 for new parish hall. 


THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO. The dedication of All 
Saints’ Chapel on the Bench in Boise on All Saints’ Day, 1949, marked 
another step in the effective ministration of St. Michael’s Cathedral, under 
the leadership of the Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner, to the entire city, with 
Grace Chapel in the East end, Christ Church in the West end, and the Cathe- 
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dral at the center ot the city. Carrying Church Schools to the various parts 
ot the city has not decreased the Cathedral School, which continues to grow. 


A new wing is being added to St. Luke’s Hospital, which continues to be 
a strong missionary aliy. ‘he cost ot this venture is $850,000.00 


A new parish hail and vicarage are being completed by St. James’ Church, 
Payette. Uther piaces with plans well along are: St. David’s Church, Caid- 
well, move church to new location and build a vicarage; St. James’ Church, 
Burley, move church to new location, brick veneer it, adding a Sanctuary 
and building a parish hali in the basement; ‘frinity Church, Gooding, build 
a parish nouse; Church oi the Ascension, win Falls, erect an educationai 
unit and parish house; St. Andrew’s-by-the-Lake, McCall, build a Chapel 
with parish hail in basement. 


‘Yhne shortage of priests has called forth increased activity on the part 
of Lay Keaders. 


THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. Under Bishop Bloy’s regime the 
Convocationai system otf the Diocese has led to an assignment ot greater 
responsibility on the part of the Deans. Their reports at the monthly Vepart- 
mental meetings reveated ciose supervision and ottered valuable intormation 
in determining missionary policy. In addition to these meetings, there have 
been two conierences oi two days duration of the Deans witn the Bishop. 

During 1949 three Missions became self-supporting. A new development 
is represented in the establishment of four new Parochial Missions. This 
new type ot work has aided the Diocese in its plan for missionary expansion, 
and some of this new work will be placed under the care of Seminarians 
graduating in June. ‘his procedure marks the still further progress of the 
pishop’s Hive Year Flan. the objective of five new Missions each year has 
not been fully rea.ized, but only because of lack of personnel and funds. The 
diticulty can pe realized in the tact that the Missionary Budget was ex- 
panded in 1948 by 48 per cent. 


Our limitations in finances have been somewhat altered by encouraging 
increases in pledges accepted by many of the Missions receiving regular 
grants from the Department. The total increases accepted represent approxi- 
mately $500.00 per month. 


The Diocese is encouraged by the acquisition of several vicarages, a 
necessary item in securing adequate personnel. Better building sites have 
been secured, and in the metropolitan area these involve a greatly increased 
cost. Ail this suggests the value of long term planning. 


The work of the Trailer Chapels continues and is fruitful of the forma- 
tion of small but growing congregations in outlying rural areas. 

It is remarkable to note the splendid growth of our missionary endeavor, 
the vision of both the Missionary and Clergy and their congregations, and 
the devoted leadership offered by our Deans under the inspiration of our 
Bishop. 

THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF NEVADA. Neveda was fortunate 
in securing a larger staff for a larger part of the year 1949. As a result, there 
was a favorable trend in most of these statistics relating to the expansion of 
the Church. The Vacation Church School program reached nearly 900 
children. A long needed building was secured for St. Timothy’s at Hender- 
son, providing accommodations for both the Church School and the Services 
of Worship. 

Work continues in all of the areas the Church has served, and a new 
Sunday School has been established at Hazen, Renewed activity in the old 
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mining towns of Austin and Virginia City has produced most encouraging 
results, and 1950 should prove a time of real advance. 


The greatest hazard has been the cost of travel, but the new and larger 
budget of the National Council is expected to provide some relief in this 
difficulty. If this financial problem can be met and the present staff main- 
tained, the future should be very bright. 


THE DIOCESE OF OREGON. Progress all along the line in Mission 
areas of this Diocese. New congregations were formed in Multnomah, 
Lebanon, and Springfield. Building sites were secured and plans begun for 
churches in those communities, and also in Powers, Waldport, and Cottage 
Grove. A parish house was given in Bandon by a generous family. 


We are planning to celebrate our one hundredth anniversary in 1951. 
An effort is being made to raise $109,000.00, which we shail use as a building 
fund, in order to assist newly formed congregations with their building 
projects. 


DIOCESE OF SACRAMENTO. The year 1949 brought a new record 
in Confirmations in to the Diocese—575. 


One Mission became a Parish; two more are making application for 
parish status, and new work started in three places. Three Missions, for- 
merly on a bi-monthly schedule, are now having regular weekly services. 


A full time Executive Secretary has been appointed. 


Four native sons of the Diocese were ordained for work within the 
Diocese. 


Three new rectories and three new parish houses were built. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF SAN JOAQUIN. St. Timothy’s Church, 
Bishop, the Rev. Paul Langpaap, vicar, had a successful campaign under 
the direction of Mr. George Dowey, pledging $21,000.00, plus gifts of ma- 
terials and labor. In response to an old asking, $10,000.00 has been given 
from the U. T. O. at last General Convention. 


St. Matthias’, Oakdale, is completing its two story parish house, in the 
building of which the vicar, the Rev. T. B. Turnbull, has put in many hours 
of hard labor, along with his men. 


Christ Church, Oakhurst, built in the mountains above Fresno in 1800 
and established by the famous missionary, the Rev. D. O. Kelley, has been 
reclaimed by the Episcopal Church, having been handed to the Presbyterians 
for administration many years ago. The Chapel is packed every Sunday for 
Church School and Service, under the direction of a lay reader, David 
Foster, and the Rev. John Christensen, of Merced. 


Trinity Church, Lone Pine, has been surrendered by the Methodists, to 
whom its oversight was given in 1934. At the foot of Mt. Whitney, it will 


be our third congregation in the area between the Sierras and the Nevada 
State line. 


St. Anne’s Mission, the Rev. C. T. Abbott in charge, North Stockton, 
was inaugurated in the summer of 1949, with the financial help of the Dis- 
trict and St. John’s Church. Six of the latter’s vestrymen are now serving 
as Bishop’s Committeemen of the new Mission and have transferred their 
membership. St. Anne’s may well become a strong parish in not many years. 


A new and smaller Emmanuel Chapel, Terminous, was completed in the 
late summer, in response to a great revival of interest, the greatest in many 
years, on the part of agricultural workers after a long period of no visible 
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concern. The work is in charge of Mr. Woodgate, a divinity student, for- 
merly of Hanford. The regular Church School attendance of children has 
grown to two or three dozen from less than a half dozen for years past. 
‘this is our most mixed group of people in the valley, including American 
Indians, Hindus, Hawaiians, Mexicans, and several other strains. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF SPOKANE. In the triennium between 
General Conventions of 1946 and 1949 there was a special emphasis on Evan- 
gelism in Missionary District of Spokane. Although there was a great turn- 
over of clergy during this period the program brought noticeable results. 


In 1949, Ail Saints’ Richaland, the city of the Hanford Atomic Energy 
plant, and St. Andrew’s, Spokane, became self-supporting parishes. In the 
Columbia Basin Mission, serving the new Coulee Dam Irrigation Area, St. 
Dunstan’s, Grand Coulee, St. John the Baptist, Ephrata, and St. Mark’s, 
Ritzville, have been gaining strength under the charge of the Rev. Rowland 
ails. 


A good sized group of Episcopalians in Spokane Valley, east of the city 
ot Spokane, has organized as a Mission known as All Saints’ of the Valley. 
Reguicc Services are being held and money is being raised for the purchase 
of a site and the erection of a church. 


Elsewhere in the Deanery of Spokane, the northwest portion of the city 
is undergoing a careful survey to determine what work the Church should 
undertake there. 


The mission work in tne agricultural area around Grangeville, Idaho, 
and the natural resource area wround Republic, Washington, have been 
revived. ‘tne Rev. James Palmer 1s continuing his work in the Mission of 
the Good Shepherd, ministering by mail to the isolated children and adults, 
and working in Braille for the blind of a half dozen States. Besides the work 
noted above, ministrations are continuing more adequately in our older 
established Missions and Parishes and in the institutions of the States 
within our jurisdiction, as well as in at least one skid-row City Mission. 


MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF UTAH. The missionary work of the 
Missionary District of Utah has continued with considerable success during 
the past twelve months, in spite of the unfortunate illness of Bishop Clark. 
Thanks to his leadership and his success in securing several additional mis- 
sionary minded workers, real progress is being made. 


Provo is making real strides toward self-support. A new mission congre- 
gation in southeast Salt Lake City was recognized by the Convocation. ‘Che 
work at Garfield has been revived and the work at the various stations in 
Carbon County in the coal fields shows splendid growth. Plans are being 
made to secure buildings for the new mission at Dragerton and also for the 
new mission of All Saints’ in Salt Lake City. 


A series of Vacation Schools is planned for this summer under the 
leadership of the Rev. Robert Nicholas. 


With Bishop Clark’s return to health, the outlook is very promising. 
REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 
APPENDIX J 


This Provincial Department consists to date of Dean Grammer, Chair- 
man, Canon Lief and Canon Nelson. A letter was circulated from the Depart- 
ment to the Chairmen of Christian Social Relations in the Dioceses and Mis- 
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sionary Districts of the Province for the purpose of locating the subjects of 
greatest interest and concern upon which to ask the Rev. Dr. Pepper, 
Executive Secretary, of the National Council Department of Christian 
Social Relations to talk. 


The Conference with Dr. Pepper was held on May Second. Over 50 per- 
sons were present. We concetrated upon Social Relations rather than Insti- 
tutions which present problems but which are not always available. 

Out of the group’s own thinking we located many cencerns in the fields 
of Social Legislation, Community Reiationships, in Politics and in Industry. 
Under the guidance of Dr. Pepper we isolated several concerns peculiar to 
the Province of the Pacific, namely, tne Migrant Workers, the influx of 
Unchurched People, the temporary residents in Reno, the Isolated. 


In our work with people we sensed the close inter-relatedness of the 
interests, furthered by the Departments of Missions, Christian Education, 
and Christion Socia: Reiations. If we would minister effectively to the 
Unchurched we must provide Churches—selection of places might be helped 
by those concerned for Social Relations and openings made through Edu- 
cation. 


STATE OF THE CHURCH, 1950 
APPENDIX D 


Because of the nearness of Synod to some conventions and convocations 
and for other reasons, the attached report is only partial, we regret. Instead 
of comparing two annual reports a decade apart as we did last year (1938- 
1948) this compilation makes a two year comparison (1948-1949), using the 
figures supplied a year ago and those which have just been received. 


Those who are interested may relate the figures given to the known popu- 
lation increases (e.g., the state of California, 66 per cent in a decade). This 
kind of inquiry, however, is less impressive for two successive years than 
for the spread of a decade. 


Reported decreases in some spots may be due to membership “house- 
cleaning” often indulged in by new incumbents. In one diocese the method 


of establishing Church Program quotas discourages reporting an inflated 
membership. 


“First places” in some cases reflect previous conditions so low that 
marked improvement was the most logical thing to expect. I do not believe 
the figures are entirely illusory. It is to be hoped and I think, that they 
actually represent hard work and real progress, even though the thinner 
population of the districts makes possible at times more sensational spurts 
than are revealed in the dioceses. 


This report does not attempt to include the whole gamut of Church 
extension as does that of General Convention, chiefly because our several 
departments have presented these matters in considerable detail.

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 
APPENDIX F 


The provincial Committee on Evangelism had a breakfast meeting at 
Trinity Church, San Francisco, during General Convention. The following 
resolution was adopted in behalf of the 8th Province, and later adopted by 
General Convention. 


“Whereas we are called tc serve in a time of very great spiritual need 
and world insecurity, when the hearts of countless millions are failing them 
for fear, and 


“Whereas the Church is endeavoring to meet that need through finer 
Christian Education, more generous missionary giving, increased numbers 
in the Sacred Ministry, and in other ways, therefore, be it 


“Resolved that we strongly urge the wider use of that effective instru- 
mentality of the Holy Catholic Church, namely the power of Evangelism 
in order that there may be a revived and widespread emphasis upon the 
three-fold duties of repentance, prayer and witness, in our personal work, 
in our group programs, and in larger efforts, thereby making our labors for 
the Kingdom of God more fruitful; and that the Presiding Bishop and 
bishops of all dioceses and missionary districts be respectfully urged to take 


steps to encourage the development of an evangelistic emphasis and oppor: 
tunities within the Church.” 


By correspondence we learn from a number of jurisdictions, about their 
evangelistic activities and about their motivating principles. 


In Arizona the cathedral is a notable example, in which parish 260 have 
been presented for confirmation the past year. The spirit of evangelism is 
being actively promoted in many groups, of all ages. 


Eastern Oregon enjoyed the services of the National Council field officer, 
the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, with great profit in a series of conferences. 
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Los Angeles this spring has promoted schools of religion. The Diocese 
of California is sharing responsibility for a city mission to be preached 
by the Rev. Bryan Green of Birmingham in the City of San Francisco. 


In Nevada the Department of Evangelism is accepted as the coordinator 
of tne other departments. There are fiv or six Young Adults’ Study Groups 
now active in the District. In September there has been arranged a laymen’s 
conference to be heid at Galillee, Lake Tahoe for the men of Sacramento 
and Nevada, with the provincial chairman as a leader. Nevada recommends 
that the Provincia! Committee include the chairmen of the departments of 
Education and Social Relations, and that the Provincial Committee endeavor 
to guide and influence diocesan departments of evangelism. 


In Sacramento there have been three preaching and teaching missions. 
Evangelism has been constantly stressed. It is strongly recommended that 
th first thing needed is a feliowship of intercessors, to pray and to witness, 
to make Evangelism real. 


In San Joaquin there is a steady increase in the number of small groups 
for prayer, study and witness. A second evangelical procedure is that of a 
larger amount of parish and community visiting, in the spirit of “visitation 
evangelism.” The third is the making of preparations for preaching or teach- 
ing missions in the fall and winter. 


The District of Spokane has for several years had a carefully laid pro- 
graim of evangelism for all the churches and for all aspects of parish life. 
The reminder is given us that the ultimate object in every case is personal 
evangelism. 


‘the Rev. Mr. Merrix has been the most insistent and the most helpful 
agent in beha f of Christian Evangelism in this Province in recent years. As 
he has reminded us, the greatest need, and the aim of evangelism, is con- 
version. 


As chairman since the last Synod I believe that the work of a pro- 
vincial department is to help stimulate continuous and effective efforts in 
each diocese and district in the field of evangelism. Those experiences of 
life which are really worth while are those which are accepted and applied 
positively by each of us, according to the local conditions which we must 
meet.

LAYMEN’S WORK — EIGHTH PROVINCE 
APPENDIX I 


Progress was made in every Diocese and District during the past year. 


Where the Bishops and other clergy got behind the work, outstanding 
results were obtained. 


We are particularly pleased to report a full complement of Diocesan and 
District Chairmen, with the exception of Alaska. We have only recently 
suggested to Bishop Gordon the work be undertaken there. 


Of extreme importance is the fact we have Chairmen who are working 
at the job. We do not have a single pleth verbiast or any men suffering from 
ergo phobia. 

To get down to specifics: 


(1) Frank Dickinson is Chairman for Arizona and commenced work in 
February following my visit to Phoenix. 
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(2) Dr. William Key is Chairman for California. He arranged some 
excellent meetings at time of general convention. The work is progressing 
and we will have a dinner meeting in San Francisco for men of Bay Area 
on May 5. 


(3) Vondis Miller is the recently appointed Chairman for Eastern Ore- 
gon. Bishop Barton had approximately 20 laymen participate in the Lay- 
men’s Training Program last December. 


(4) Richard Ching of Honolulu is one of the most active Chairmen. 
During a 13 day visit to the Islands in February, 13 meetings were held on 
the four larger islands. We also conducted the Laymen’s Training Program 
for 12 of Bishop Kennedy’s men. Laymen’s work is in an advanced stage in 
the Islands and Bishop Kennedy will attest to the value of results being 
obtained. 


(5) Allison Baer is Chairman for Idaho, Bishop Rhea had five of his men. 
participate in the Laymen’s Training Program during December. A meeting 
tor men of the Boise area was held on April 21 and it is apparent real prog- 
ress is being made. 


(6) William Siegmund is Chairman for Los Angeles. In February, we 
had a meeting with Bishop Bloy and a group of his top men. The Bishop laid 


it right on the line and fully convinced all of us as to desires and plans to 
use his men. 


(7) Dale Miller is Chairman for Nevada. Bishop Lewis had five men at ; 
the Laymen’s Training Conference last October. The work will be stepped 
up in coming months. 


(8) General William Dougherty, Chairman for Olympia, is doing an 
outstanding job. Many worthwhile meetings have been held during the past 
year and Bishop Bayne is using his men to advantage. An unusual plan is 
organization of Episcopal Laymen into County groups, meeting monthly. 
The idea is sound and sure to catch on. 


(9) Robert Elliott is Chairman for Oregon. He has helped organize the 
men in many sections of the Diocese. A large number of fine meetings have 
been held during the past year. At two area meetings, over 200 were present 
for each one. Bishop Dagwell counts heavily on his men, and he supports 
their work fully, including the financing of it on a modest basis. 


(10) Felix Daoust is Chairman for Sacramento. He is also Chairman of 
Finance Committee, which requires a lot of his time. A meeting was held 
in the Diocesan House on April 28th, with a small group of men. 


(11) J. Post Williams is Chairman for San Joaquin and doing a very 
good job. He has just been elected Vice Chairman for the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee in the 8th Province. Mr. Williams has also been selected 
as one of 30 men to be Instructors in the Laymen’s Training Program in the 
Fall. He will train at Seabury House with the others early in September. 
Bishop Walters had eight men present for the Laymen’s Training Con- 
ference last October. He is a real booster for laymen’s activities and appre- 
ciates what they are doing for the Church. 


(12) Harold Coffin is Chairman for Spokane. Bishop Cross had approxi- 
mately 28 men in attendance for the Laymen’s Training Program last No- 
vember. He has a large group of top men who are putting out for the Church. 
A large meeting of men was held in Walla Walla April 22nd, and your 
Chairman was the speaker for Convention Dinner on April 23. Great strides 
ae made in Spokane because Bishop Cross is behind the program 
100%. 
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(13) Carson Bechtel is Chairman of Utah. He is giving of his time and 
energies to promote the work and they also participated in the Laymen’s 
‘Training Program last fall. 


SUMMARY: 


During the past year, your Chairman participated in 51 meetings, several 
of which were two day atiairs for Laymen’s Training Program. In October, 
1949 and January, 1950, three day meetings were held in Seabury House. 
Visits to ali Dioceses and Districts were made. 


A special project on which the Laymen of the Eighth Province have been 
working, is financial support of the Divinity School of Pacific. Through 
correspondence, we are requesting unit gifts of $10.00 or more each year for 
a five year period. We believe the records will indicate approximately 100 
units piedged during the past year as a direct result of this work within our 
Committee. It is now being expanded and when our laymen throughout the 
province understand the facts, the financing of the school will no longer be 
a problem. 


In closing, I would like to tell you the answer given to a Bishop recently 
when he asked the question, “Just what can a layman’s program do for my 
diocese?” He was not being critical. He wanted facts. 


Our best answer is found in dioceses where a real laymen’s movement 
exists. Men have developed a corporate spirit—they have recognized the 
important place they hold in the life of the Church—they have been drawn 
out oi the confining bounds of parochialism into a bigger conception of the 
Church—they have developed programs commensurate with the needs of 
their parisn and diocese—they have developed new and hitherto unrecog- 
nized leadership—they have developed a corps of men upon whom a bishop 
can depend—they have injected new life in many of the clergy who previ- 
ously felt a sense of frustration—they have gained some conception of lay 
evange_ism and personal witnessing. 


The Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work does not stress 
organization. Our emphasis is on a movement of men. We can use our. 
experience to assist in the establishment of a laymen’s movement but we 
do not offer any cut and dried program. We want the laymen and their 
bishop to develop their own program in line with needs and available 
personnel. 

Laymen’s work in the Eighth Province will continue to progress in direct 
proportion to the interest of the Bishops and other Clergy. We are available 
and extremely anxious to help develop the Church and we recognize that 
actions speak louder than words.

APPENDIX B 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEAMEN’S WORK 


Once again this voice of the Committee on Seamen’s Work throughout 
the Province of the Pacific, sounds forth as an echo. It is still the voice 
crying in the wilderness, albeit the wilderness of inhospitality, the men of 
the sea meet from the Episcopal Church when they land on our shores. 
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There is no place for them to go where a warm hand of welcome assures 
these men from many countries the effective protection of a home on land, 
where they can sleep at night and have their human needs cared for, except 
in one Port on the Pacific Coast, namely Los Angeles-Long Beach Harbor, 
where the Seamen’s Church Institute still functions for the whole Province. 
Are we too busy with every other thing to be bothered by the urgent cry of 
need from these, our brethren, who shouid be abie to count on more from 
us than a report like this one, which wiil be properly filed and duly forgotten 
by those of us who get groggy by listening to many reports. Is it worthwhile 
to continue this kind of shadow piay? Are we entirely fair to our church 
people in the Province, who are realiy interested in the men of the sea and 
if sincerely and earnestly appealed to by the Bishop of the Diocese con- 
cerned, might welcome the chance to invest in money and time for the 
hospitality of our seafaring brethren, who otherwise will have only the 
human harpies to turn to for what always proves to be not their welfare, 
but their undoing. It really comes down to that, either the sinister influence 
of the saloons and atheistic groups of Communists and others, or the healing 
helpful hospitality of the church of the Lord of all Good Light, whose words 
still ring in our ears whether we hear them or not: “Inasmuch as ye did 
not do it unto one of these, My brethren, ye have failed to do it to Me. I 
needed you and you did not heed My call.” 


The following report from our only Seamen’s Church Institute in the 
Province, was made by its Chaplain and Superintendent, the Rev. Robert 
B. oGoden, Jr., to the Diocesan Convention in Los Angeles last January. 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1949 


One of the big events of the past year was the installation of a television 
receiver. This was ordered by our board member, Mr. Walter Douglas, at 
factory price. It has proved a good investment. House attendance has in- 
creased and guests are staying home nights, 


Another event of importance to the seamen was the installation of a 
used gas range in the large laundry room. This has served as a community 
kitchen. It has enabled the men to economize, to help one another, and to 
fraternize at home instead of at some liquor establishment. It is hoped that 
this agency may some day build a dining room and kitchen and provide 
daily meals. 


Dinners were served on Thanksgiving and Christmas days and a break- 
fast was served on Easter to the house guests. House mother, Mrs. John 
B. Thomas, assisted by some seamen, prepared and served the meals. 


The Auxiliaries and Guilds of many parishes and missions again re- 
sponded generously to the appeal for the filling of Christmas gift boxes. 
These gifts were distributed aboard ships, in hospitals, and at the Seamen’s 
Church Institute. 


_ The work has also been helped by contributions of books, games, maga- 
zines, coffee, cash donations and pledges from parishes in the Diocese and 
friends. St. Clement’s Church in Huntington Park made this agency a special 
project this year and brightened up the library with slip covers and draperies. 

Col. Oscar Warner of All Saints’, Montecito, has just completed five 
years of continuous book and magazine service. Other regular contributors 
to the ships’ library service the past year have been: All Saints’ and St. 
Luke’s in Long Beach, Church of the Good Shepherd in Hemet, St. Barnabas 
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and W.C.T.U. in Eagle Rock, Mr. F. L. Carter from St. Alban’s Church and 
Miss Nora Frisbie of Glendale. 


SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES 


Lodgings received (6,738 paid; 4,628 on credit)—11,366; Individuals 
receiving lodging—1,268; Baggage checked—1,044; Mail received for sea- 
men—3,473; Books and magazines received—18,500; Books and magazines 
piaced on ships—18,300; Attendance at vespers and social hour—3,105; 
Christmas boxes distributed—918; Individuals receiving house services 
other than lodging—23,968. 


As long as the church’s work amongst seamen is to be Diocesan in con- 
trol, there is little that can be done to promote the church’s work with Mer- 
chant Seamen outside the Diocese. The decision of undertaking the work 
rests with each Bishop and his Diocese, and the responsibility, method and 
development of the program likewise rests upon their shoulders. 


As it is, the Diocese of Los Angeles is doing the only work with seamen 
on the Pacific Coast. ‘The impact ot the church in this field would, of course, 
be much greater if the important ports of San Francisco, Seattle, and Port- 
land were to provide a Christian home and club for these seafaring men. 


The Roman Church realizes the importance of this and is establishing its 
“Maritime Clubs” in all seaports, so that the influence of their church may 
be maintained amongst the seamen. 


Often men sailing from the West Coast ask me if there is a Church 
Institute in San Francisco, Seattle, or Portland, where they may stay upon 
arrivai. The Seamen’s Church Institute is the only church these men know 
and when they ship from this Port of Los Angeles to some other Pacific 
Coast Port it is like saying good-bye to the Church. 


I'or an effective Christian Ministry amongst the Merchant Seamen, there 
should be continuity in the church’s services to seamen. There should be 
clubs for seamen sponsored by our church in all important seaports. 


Incidentally, these church clubs would do much to combat the influence 
of the Communists, who are always active in Seamen’s Unions, trying to gain 
control. In subtle ways they sell the party line to the unsuspecting seamen: 
In some Unions they are still in control. In others they have been discovered 
and purged, but they never give up. They always “lurk within” working to 
rise again. 


To conclude, it is the unanimous conviction of your Committee of the 
Province on Seamen’s Work, that at every major port on the Pacific Coast 
and in Honolu’u and Manila, there should be at least an effective working 
committee of church people extending effective hospitality to the seamen 
who have a Christian right to expect a protecting welcome when they are 
in port. If we don’t really mean to do this, the Committee would be glad to 
be discharged from further reports. Unless we really mean to do something 
in this field they will always be just academic reports and unworthy of the 
fine spirit of this Province.

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APPENDIX E 
REPORT OF THE COMMITicE ON VOCATIONAL GIVING 


“Vocational giving” was recognized as having a place of real significance 
at the time of General Convention. It was referred to in the report on the 
State of the Church and in various speeches. Because of its significance to 
laymen, your chairman was chief speaker at the banquet for diocesan key- 
men, at which time an opportunity was given to present the theme of voca- 
tional giving in its full history and broadest outlines. 


During the year, your committee has had four reports of significant 
endeavors in vocational giving. One of the most spectacular was the work 
at True Sunshine Mission, Oakland, under the leadership of the Rev. 
Stephen Ko, where the resources of many vocations were used to make 
possible the fine program which led to the completion of the new church 
and rectory. The direct contribution of labor for the construction of a new 
church at Concord, under the direction of the Rev. Marshall Wickham, pro- 
vided many savings and made possibie a place for worship and education 
for this congregation. The Rev. John B. Pennell of Seattle and the Rev. 
Richard U. Smith of Hanford have reported substantial giving through this 
program. Plans are under way to aid other building projects in the same way, 
as at St. Andrew’s Church, Oakland, under the Rev. Philip Dignam. Through 
our educational endeavors, both by addresses and by publicity in the press, 
we have stimulated vocational giving in Baptist, Presbyterian, and Serbian 
Orthodox congregations, and in the Y.M.C.A. 


When one gives of his vocation, the goal is to serve God through his 
Church. While most often this has been in connection with a building fund, 
we have two instances in the past year where the money raised has been 
used for special ends: the purchase of a new automobile for the Vicar, the 
purchase of a television set for a member invalided by tuberculosis. 


It is our hope that this plan may spread to provincial and national propor- 
tions. With the forming of the new Church Corporation as authorized by 
General Convention, it should be possible to commend to them the plans we 
have developed for widespread vocational giving. The other suggestion on 
a national scale could be dramatized by developing the needs of Seabury 


House as the real center of the executive and administrative side of the 
Church’s life. 


It is our suggestion that your committee be authorized to prepare a 
memorandum on the relation of vocational giving to the Presiding Bishop, 
and to the development of Seabury House, as part of our educational and 
stewardship program; and to forward our suggestions to the National 


Council.

PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
APPENDIX G 
To the Boards of Examining Chaplains 
of the Dioceses and Districts of the Eighth Province: 


At the Thirtieth Synod of the Province of the Pacific held at Seattle, 
Washington, on May 3-5, 1949, a Provincial Board of Examining Chaplains 
was appointed in accordance with Canon 31, Section 7 of the general Church. 
This Canon directs that such a Provincial Board shall: 
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(1) “prepare a syllabus indicating the range and character of the attain- 
ments required in the several subjects prescribed by these Canons,” and 


(2) “prepare question papers for ail written examinations”, which papers 
“may be adopted for their own use, subject to the approval of the Bishop, 
by the Board of Examining Chaplains of any Diocese or District within 
the Province.” 


Your Provincial Board of Examining Chaplains believes that the first 
of these two responsibilities has been discharged by the recent revision of 
the syllabus prepared by the Joint Commission on Theological Education, 
and it urges each Board within the Province to adopt this syllabus as a 
standard tor ali examinations. 


Your Board stands ready to prepare question papers for written exami- 
nations at tne request of any Diocesan or District Board within the Prov- 
ince. It is planned to distribute sample sets of questions to the Boards 
concerned during the coming months. 


The Provincial Board has neither the right nor the desire to interfere 
in the functioning of Diocesan and District Boards within the Province, but 
we teel strongly the need for greater standardization of practice to the end 
that only thoroughly fit men be ordained to the Ministry of the Church. We 
earnestly desire the cooperation of all Boards concerned in this endeavor, 
and we will weicome all suggestions as to possible courses of action. 


Your attention is respectfully called to two recommendations made to 
the recent General Convention by the Joint Commission on Theological 
Education: 


(1) “that a uniform time be set for Canonical Examinations: the first 
week in May or after Seminary graduation for Seniors and during the 
summer for any examination of Middlers. No Seminary students should be 
examined by the Diocesan Board in any given subject before they have com- 
pleted the course in that subject; and no examinations should be given before 
the summer following the middle year.” 


(2) ‘that Deacons’ and Priests’ examinations be given together normally 
as stated in the Canons.”

REPORT, CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL 
For the Academic Year 1949-1950 


The academic year 1949-1950 has been a year of steady advance and new 
achievements. There is no question but that the School has been steadily 
strengthening its foundations in all departments and has won increasing 
recognition not only in our own Province but in all parts of the Church. 
One of the interesting aspects of this regard and concern for our work here 
is evidenced by the action of the Deans of the Seminaries in their Christmas 
Conference in emphasizing the fact that the work of the Church Divinity 
School is of such importance as to merit first consideration on the part of 
the Church. 


The past year has brought us another high in the number of men enrolled 
and in June 1949 the largest graduating class was sent forth into all sections 
of this Province. Nineteen men received their diplomas or degrees at that 
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time and the expectancy for larger graduating classes for some time to come 
is good. It is this pouring into the Church of young blood, with all the enthu- 
siasm, venturesomeness and vision of youth which will give to the Church 
in the West something it has never had before in such large measure. 


At the last General Convention great interest was shown in strengthen- 
ing the seminaries. The Theological Commission was enlarged by the addi- 
tion of several prominent laymen and charged with the task of strengthen- 
ing the seminaries in all sections of the country. Gradually, year by year, 
the interest of our people in the Province of the Pacific has been consis- 
tently increased. More and more the clergy and the laity are feeling the 
responsibilty of building up our theological resources here in the West. 


The strengthening of Berkeley as the fourth largest theological center 
in the country has been advanced by the decision of the Lutherans to estab- 
lish their western seminary here in Berkeley. 


ENROLLMENT 


The total enrollment for the year of men pursuing a full-time course in 
preparation for the ministry is an even 60. This is several more than were 
in attendance last year and the number has compietely taxed our resources. 

In addition to our own men, 15 members of St. Margaret’s House have 
been under instruction, and 34 from the Pacific School of Religion in 
various courses. The total number thus under instruction for the year has 
been 109. In addition there have been a few auditors. We are hoping it will 
be possible, in view of the taxing of our present classroom facilities, to 
erect in the near future the Muriel Miller Memorial classroom building. 


FACULTY 


We have missed Dr. Parker, who has become head of the New Testament 
Department at General Theological Seminary, but we have been very fortu- 
nate to secure Dr. Frederick A. Schilling. Dr. Schilling came in residence 
in August and has made a splendid contribution to the life of the School. 
He is a man of great capacities as a teacher, with a depth of scholarship 
attained by many years of study in Germany and England. The School has 
purchased for him a new faculty dwelling in North Berkeley. 


Dr. Miller has been active as usual in the field of creative writing. He 
has had one new book published during the year and another accepted for 
an early publication date. 


Professor Whiston has been in even wider demand during the past year 
in various parts of the Province for leadership in schools of prayer and 
other devotional conferences. His new book, “Teach Us to Pray” has 
already gone through two editions. Another book has just been accepted by 
his publishers, entitled “Jesus, Lord.” 


_The faculty as a whole was responsible for the writing of last summer’s 
edition of Forward Day by Day and has completed the material for the 
forthcoming summer edition of Forward, at the request of the publishers. 


_ The Dean, during the year, has been President of the Pacific Coast Re- 
gional Association of the American Association of Theological Schools. 


We are enlarging the faculty beginning next September by adding the 
Reverend Samuel Garret, a graduate of the Church Divinity School of a 
few years ago. He is to have the title of Assistant Professor. He is now 
completing his work for his Ph.D. at Harvard, which he will obtain within 
the year. He has been on the teaching staff of the Episcopal Theological

School at Cambridge for the past two years. A new house has also been 
purchased for him in North Berkeley. With the acquisition of Professor 
Garrett the School will have five full-time men on the staff and four part- 
time instructors. 


CURRICULUM 


The Rural Work program is still being emphasized at the Church 
Divinity School. Professor Butt has been unable to come back to us this 
year but we have been fortunate to secure the services of Dr. Correll M. 
Julian. tiis work is to be supplemented by the Reverend Clifford L. Samuel- 
son. We believe in giving our men some acquaintance with the problems of 
the rural church. 


Tne School likewise has continued its interest in clinical training and 
has made strides this year towards the ultimate establishment of a Clinical 
‘Lraining Program in this area comparable to that in New York. We are 
receiving assistance in our plans from both the Institute for Pastoral Care 
and the Clinical Training Institute of New York. 


LIBRARY 


The work of the library has been making fine strides under the competent 
leadership of Miss Anne Shields, Assistant Librarian. We are fortunate 
that Miss Shields has had a theological education, as is almost necessary 
for this post. We have spent nearly $1,000 for books during the course of 
the year, and in addition have received portions of the libraries of some of 
the clergy, including Bishop Sanford, Dr. Paul Little, the Reverend H. I. 
Oberholtzer and others. At the present time the library numbers 21,000 
vo-umes. We have been building up during the year the periodical section. 


GENERAL CONVENTION 


The work of the Seminary was set forth greatly by the presence of 
General Convention in our midst. Not only were the meetings of Convention 
instructive and inspiring for the students, but Convention served to enable 
a great many people throughout the whole Church to know more about the 
Church Divinity School. We shared in the seminary booth representing all 
the seminaries and we also had a special booth of our own, manned by stu- 
dents and graduates during the course of Convention. Open house for the 
Convention was held on Saturday in the middle of the Convention period, 
at which five hundred deputies and friends were present. All were charmed 
with the loveliness of our buildings and the strategic site the seminary 
occupies. The students acted as choir both at the opening service and at the 
UTO service, and also served in other capacities. 


DINING ROOM 


At the beginning of the year we lost Mrs. Hastie who has been our 
cook and dietitian for many years. it was with great regret that we saw her 
go for she has made a real place for herself in the seminary life, being a 
devoted Churchwoman. Her replacement was incapacitated the day before 
the September term opened, which necessitated our turning to one of our 
new students and his wife to take over. Mr. and Mrs. Erickson have done a 
superb job and presumably will continue in this capacity for their term here 
at the Church Divinity School. 


STUDENT WIVES 


This year there have been approximately thirty student wives, which 
indicates the married students to be about half of the student body. Our 
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program of supplying instruction weekly for the student wives has been 
carried on with continuing success. Not only do they get academic work 
but also instruction in the making of stoles, vestments and clerical garb. 
The friendships which have developed from this association will be of 
lasting benefit and add greatly to the solidarity of the Church here in the 
West. Our experience with married students has been on the whole very 
satisfactory. We have found the married students to be serious and respon- 
sible in every way. 


CHAPEL SPEAKERS 


During the course of the year we have been fortunate in having a large 
number of illustrious visitors to speak in Chapel. Bishop Dagwell and 
Bishop Lewis conducted the mediatations for our retreats at the beginning 
of the year and at the midyear session respectively and our whole seminary 
family were greatly profited by their spiritual leadership. We are grateful 
to the bishops who thus come to us and help to build up the School by 
giving us of their time and inspiration. Bishop Neill, Assistant to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, spent a delightful two hours with our students. 
Bishop Gooden presided at Matriculation. 


FINANCES 


I am happy to say, once again, that the fiscal year just completed finds 
us without any debt and with a record of the largest budget in our history 
‘Che budget for the past year has been in excess of $36,000. Most of our 
income is the result of direct contributions to the School on the part of 
individuals, individual parishes and missions, a yearly grant from the Prov- 
ince, and a grant from a diocese and a trust fund. The largest source of 
income is that from unit givers. We have had approximately $12,200 this 
year from this source. This is more than double what it was during the last 
quinquennium. The next largest source is the Theological Sunday offering 
from over 200 parishes and missions from this Province. It has steadily 
increased from year to year. This year the total to date is $10,622, two 
thousand more than last year. ‘he income from endowment is stable at 
around $7,000. The Provincial gift this past year was $3,500, with a recom- 
mendation for an increased gift for the present calendar year. The Hodges 
Foundation makes us a yearly grant of $500, we are happy to note. The 
Foundation is that established by Mr. James F. Hodges of the Diocese of 
Olympia. Under the leadership of Mr. John C. F. Merrifield, the head of 
the laymen’s work in the Province, the men of the Province have under- 
taken to get behind the unit giving of the Church Divinity School and the 
work is gathering headway. We are grateful indeed for the enthusiastic 
interest shown by the laymen. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


As we look ahead to next year we find that the School is making con- 
tinued progress. We have had more applications than we can comfortably 
take care of but we have tried to make a place for everyone from the West 
who desires to come, inasmuch as we fee! that our first obligation is to 
train men in the West for their ministry here in the West. Five years after 
I undertook to be the dean of the Schooi I made a survey of the age level 
in this Province, with the assistance of the Church Pension Fund. The data 
at that time supplied us by the Church Pension Fund indicated that the 
average age level in this Province was ten years over that of any other 
province, indicating that the Church in the West had not had a normal 
supply of young men. This of course has been understandable but, as we 
have often said, the Church can never be at full strength until it has its own 
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seminary putting young men in normal measure with all their ambition and 
enthusiasm into the work of this great area. There is no substitute for the 
impact of consecrated youth in the work of the Church in any area. We are 
grateful therefore that we are able now to turn young men into the ministry 
year by year, in larger numbers, men who have been trained for their work 
in this area. 


This inevitably means that we shall have to have additional equipment. 
We ought to have a new dormitory at once and a new classroom building. 
We shail need also to enlarge the chapel in the near future. These ventures 
can be realized, I am certain, without too much strain on our Church 
resources here in the West and as a normal part of our progress which up to 
now we have been able to finance on our own. 


May I say in closing this report that in all likelihood this will be the 
last report I shall make to the Synod as Dean of the Seminary. It is my 
intention to resign this post to the Board of Trustees at its meeting on 
May 3ist, the resignation to take effect before the opening of the School 
in the fail. his, as you all know, is because of my election to be Suffragan 
Bishop of the Diocese of California. This step was taken in consuitation 
with the Board of Trustees and we all fully expect that the Church Divinity 
School will go on now with even added strength under new leadership. I 
cannot sever my official relations with the Synod without a word of grati- 
tude as a member oi this Synod which from the beginning has not only been 
sympathetic with our aims of building up the theological resources in the 
West, but whicn has almost to a man been personally helpful. The School 
and Province alike have gone along together toward full maturity in the 
life of the Church. The fortunes of the School and the Province are linked 
together with stronger bonds than ever. The School needs this sense of 
being responsible to the Church in this area because it is only as theological 
wors is carried on in the full stream of the Church’s life, sensitive and 
responsive to its needs, that it can be most effective. 


With renewed expressions of thankfulness to Bishop Gooden and the 
the other bishops of the Province, and to my brethren the clergy, and to 
the iaity, I respectfully submit this report.

REPORT OF SAINT MARGARET’S HOUSE TO THE SYNOD OF THE 
PROVINCE AND THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


It is a pleasure to report that Saint Margaret’s House became better 
known to the whole Church during this year than ever before in its forty 
years of existence. I say this without hesitation. The reason is, of course, 
that the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church and the 
Triennial of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the National Council were held in 
San Francisco in the fall of 1949. During those memorable two weeks neariy 
800 persons visited Saint Margaret’s House, the majority of them for the 
first time. Our guest book shows that those who came on the afternoon of 
the tour were from 44 states and four countries. Please remember that it 
was impossible to get everyone’s name and that there were many visitors on 
other occasions also who did not sign and let me dream that we also had 
guests from at least four more states, six if we count Alaska and Hawaii. 


From the comments, I gather some basis for my use of the word “pleas- 
ure.” You can imagine that the House was at its best. To cap its charm we 
had, on the occasions of the largest gatherings, radiant sunsets and clear 
views. The enthusiasm of our students inter-acted upon the enthusiasm of 
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our guests. The latter went away impressed at least by the graciousness of 
their hostesses and of the house in which they delight. 


Following this best of ali publicity, there appeared the pictorial article 
on Saint Margaret’s House in Worta in January, 1950. It is a weli written 
article—by one of our students—and will, [ hope, fix the impression we 
made upon our visitors. 


REGISTRATION 


This is the year of our largest enroilment—sixteen students from nine 
dioceses and districts in the United States, three dioceses in China, and from 
Holland. There are five students from Province Eight—two from Arizona, 
two from California, and one from Idaho. In the past we have had students 
from many eastern states, but for the first time this year we have some from 
Minnesota, Louisiana, and South Dakota. The four students from overseas 
have contributed a great deal to our pleasure as weil as to our growth and 
enrichment. 


With this enrollment we tie with that of Windham House at its former 
capacity. Windham House has had and has the largest student body of the 
three training centers for women. Before the purchase of its new building, 
it could provide for only sixteen; it can now provide for twenty-six but is 
not full. We rejoice in the growth in the enrollment of our three centers, 
but we call to your attention these facts: 


Capacity of Windham House 26 Enrollment 20 
Capacity of St. Margaret’s House 21 Enrollment 16 
Capacity of St. Mary’s House, 

Philadelphia 7 Enrollment § 
Total Capacity 54 Total Enrollment 41 


Both the total capacity and the total enrollment are insignificant in com- 
parison with the demand for trained women workers in the town and 
country areas, overseas, in colleges, in parishes, and in dioceses. The three 
centers have therefore united in joint recruiting plans. A married Church 
worker has agreed to handle distribution of materials, arrangements for 
speakers, and for visual publicity for Canterbury groups, parish and dio- 
cesan young people’s meetings. This effort on the part of the schools joined 
with the work ot the personrel officers of the Woman’s Auxiliary and with 
the increased number of vucational conferences, will augment the slower 
but most important work done in the parishes to challenge suitable Church 
women with the need for their services. 


This need is being sharpened by the new interest in Christian Education 
in our Church. The splendid work and plans of the National Department 
will be furthered by women trained to direct the work of Christian Edu- 
cation in large parishes. 


There is an aspect of our larger enrollment about which you should 
know. This year we have given up our status of undergraduate dormitory 
approved by the University of California. The University requires that for 
a dormitory to be approved it must riave ten or more undergraduate students 
in residence. We no longer have room for ten. Henceforth, any of our rooms 
which are unused hy our students will be recommended by the University 
housing office to graduate students. 


_ For years the income from University residence has been needed. That 
income now comes increasingly from the payments of our own students 


for board and Indging. It is hoped that it will shortly come entirely from 
that source. 
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FACULTY 


The faculty of Saint Margaret’s House consists of two full-time teachers 
and three lecturers. Our students have, as is well known, access to instruc- 
tion from the members of the faculties of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific and the Pacific School of Religion. One-third of the teaching which 
we require tor our degree is handled by our own faculty. 


Through the work done by our faculty we are contributing to the de- 
velopment of the training for women in the three recognized centers. For 
examp.e: Miss iijickson is setting a standard for field work supervision; 
the pian of Miss Grammer’s course on “The Ministry of Women” is being 
used elsewhere; our form of commencement for women prepared for service 
in the Church meets the concern of our own and of other centers that there 
be suitable recognition, not only of the academic work done but also of the 
dedication which desires and deserves the imprimatur of the Church. 


THE LIBRARY 


During the past year the library at Saint Margaret’s House has achieved 
the beginning of order. After discarding many useless volumes we have 
Legun the long slow process of cataloging about 1,800 voiumes. Four 
qualified and active librarians have organized themselves into a group called 
‘the triends ot Saint Margaret’s House library.” ‘they have prepared the 
manual of approved procedures, have directed our work step by step so 
that our library is now really under professional management. We are ready 
to expand. 


THE STUDENTS 


The fine quality of our students has been manifested in a variety of 
ways. At the time of General Convention the students welcomed the oppor- 
tunities to learn which various fields of service provided. They assisted in 
the preparation and care for the exhibit of the training centers. They served 
as pages at the Triennial meeting of the Women’s Auxiliary, as ushers at 
the United Thank Offering Service, as hostesses at the personnel dinner 
and at the banquet for trained women workers. 


The students from overseas have been in demand as speakers for parish 
groups. One of these students from China, having worked last summer in 
Nevada vacation schools, has talked on that domestic mission during the 
period of national emphasis on rural work. 


Student interest in Ecuminicity which you have seen in its fullest bloom 
in their skit manifested itself in and through the intei-seminary movement. 
Saint Margaret’s House had the highest percentage of representation at the 
annual conference at Asilomar of the seven member seminaries. In addi- 
tion, our students have had real leadership in the effort to incorporate into 
a group the women of other seminaries, all of which are co-educational. 


In their interests they have not overlooked their school but have under- 
taken and are carrying through admirably the improvement of the garden. 


THE PROPERTY 


The major improvements of this year to the property were completed 
before General Convention. The outside trim to the main house was painted. 
The falling wing over the porte cochere was repaired. Library shelving 
has been increased. Both hot water heaters have been replaced. The property 
is in good condition. 
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FINANCES 


Saint Margaret’s House is dependent upon contributions for part of its 
budget. The two fuil-time faculty salaries are paid by the National Council. 
All expenses connected with the residence, 1.e., food, running expenses, 
salaries of house staff, etc., are paid out of the income from board and room. 
Recruiting expenses which have been greatly increased, library expenses, 
which are growing and must grow rapidly, part-time faculty salaries, and 
the business expenses of the school must be defrayed by income from gifts. 
We have no endowment for this purpose. 


For the year succeeding the last Synod the total amount received from

year. We need more associates or individuals as well as more groups who 
will support us. 


It is with gratitude to all those who have given us money, encourage- 
ment, and wise direction—and the list is too long to include here, that I 
respectfully submit this, my fifth annual report, to the Synod.

PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 
APPENDIX A 


As we plan our work in our several auxiliaries during the coming year 
there are three words I suggest we keep in mind; “‘awareness,” “sensitivity,” 
“imagination.” Aware of the problems facing the church and the world, 
sensitive to the needs of people everywhere, imagination to see where we 
fit into the whole. 


Paul Tilloch has said, ‘‘The creative event of our time is the emergence 
of world consciousness.” We in the church have a vital part in that emer- 
gence. For long years we have sent money and persons all over the world 
to carry the message of Jesus. Thus to some small extent we’ve been aware 
of tne world. It has never seemed so close to us as it does today, but we need 
to understand the nature ot the struggie going on and what our role is in 
this struggle. You remember that at convention Bishop Neill said that in 
two years “the revolutionary situation in the world has moved forward 
astonishingly. The situation that confronts the church is in some ways 
menacing. We are so absorbed with communism that we tend to lose the 
perspective of the total situation. There seems to be a gigantic movement 
of self-assertion on the part of submerged races.” Peoples all over the world 
ar struggling to better their condition. What does all of this say to the 
Christian? One thing seems clear to me, that we must somehow make such 
an impact on the thinking of these peoples, that the Eastern religions 
cease to be a menace. How are we to do it? 


Do you ever have the feeling that we work year after year in much the 
same way that our mothers worked with little change? This is not to say 
that our mother’s way was not good but what a different world we are living 
in. One new invention and we are living in a new age! Perhaps it would be 
helpful to have a bit of serious self-examination into the methods of work 
in our auxiliaries. Are we expending our greatest effort on the essentials of 
church work; or are we putting a lot of time and energy on comparatively 
unimportant matters? One person in every one hundred at work overseas 
or in missions here with the other 99 at home supporting him is the kind of 
work Bishop Neill considers essential. This is one answer to the question, 
how can we make an impact? 


As we conduct the examination into our methods of work we might find 
it illuminating to learn just what women need and want. Dioceses and Dis- 
tricts might do the same to find out the needs of branches and what they 
want. Then try to fit the program to the needs. The development of indi- 
viduals is one of the essentials—as they grow they will be awakened to 
the needs of this struggling world and will want to know how the church 
is trying to meet some of the needs. The end result should be women eager 
to have a hand in all that is going on, women with world consciousness. 


Another great field of church work in which women have a vital interest 
is the youth. Do we know the needs of young people today? Where are they 
in your community? What do they want? What do they believe? You may 
say, ah but this is forthe Youth Department, but are we not auxiliary to all 
Departments? I attended a small one day conference not long ago on this 
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subject. We learned there that Mrs. Thompson, editor of “Seventeen” 
receives 1500 letters per month from “teen-agers” asking all manner of 
questions and expressing all manner of concerns. Do we have our finger on 
tne pulse of youth? This is another essential in the work of the church. 
‘there is mucn to learn about the people around us and much to learn about 
techniques of working with them. Here again let’ s keep the three words in 
mind, “awareness,” “sensitivity,” “imagination.” Read in Paul Tilloch’s 
book, ‘the Shaking ot the Foundations,” the chapter entitled, “You are 
accepted.” 


Many of you know I have long been an enthusiastic advocate of the 
conterence or training day technique for effectively imparting knowledge 
and inspiration to groups. [t welds a group together better than any method 
1 know. I should like to see this device tried with parish officers and chair- 
men ot committees as well as with Diocesan and District groups. Make the 
experience just as fine a one as possible by meticulous planning—a beautiful 
spot to meet, each moment well though out with plenty of content and plenty 
ot time tor teilowship. This method will help train leaders. 


Mrs. Grace Elliott, national executive of the Young Women’s Christian 
Association, asked some searching questions on the subject of developing 
persons. #ersons capable of relationships with other persons as children ot 
God which wiil enabie us to build the world we long tor—one of good will, 
justice and treedom. I’d like to ask us these questions, “If we really were 
to live as children of God what difference would it make in our relationship 
to our homes, to associates in office, church and factory? What difference 
wouid it make in the way in which we do and do not spend our money; in 
where we go and do not go; in what we say and do not say? Are we cease- 
lessiy seeking the Way ot Life, or are we hectically escaping from our need 
to live? Are we merely repeating unexamined conclusions as though they 
were convictions? Have we protected ourselves from knowing others, or are 
we sharing their needs, their longings, their failures and their achievements? 
Is our religion merely a form, or is it a force which makes us able for any- 
thing that is demanded of us?” 


Earlier I mentioned Dr. Tilloch’s statement that ‘the creative event of 
our time is the emergence of world consciousness.” If we accept the respon- 
sibility of working with God as His children we shall not be comfortable 
or untroubled in the years ahead. We will be unable to lean back in an easy 
chair or live in an ivory tower. We must accept our involvement in the 
suffering of the world. And so as we enter this year 1950-1951, let each of us 
“Warch forth in the strength of God” to build a world of justice and freedom.

REPORT 
FLORENCE BAXTER MEMORIAL FUND FOR THE BLIND 


MAY 1950 
Madam President, and Members of the Auxiliary: 


During the last year, the Baxter Fund has received contributions from 
oniy two Dioceses in the Province—California and Oregon; and a small 
check trom St. Perpetua’s Guild in the Diocese of Los Angeles. The total 
receipts were $118.74, which I have disbursed as follows: 


As some of you may remember, there was a balance of $6.00 due at the 
end oi iast year on the used typewriter purchased for the blind boy at the 
idaho State School for the Blind. This $6.00 was paid from this year’s 
receipts. : 


The Diocese of California being the largest contributor this year, I felt 
they shouid be consulted as to part of the disbursement of this Fund. Mrs. 
tiammond’s repiy to my request for a suggestion was that we could do no 
better than to again help the Berkeley Council of Churchwomen with their 
project oi suppiying Church School materials for use at the California 
schoo: for the Blind. She suggested we send them $50.00, which we did. This 
giit has been most gratefully acknowledged—the chairman stating such gifts 
are usualiy used to buy Bibles in Braille, teaching materials for the teachers 
and some nandcraft work for those pupils who are only partially blind: also, 
to buy records of worship music and material such as “The Greatest Story 
Ever Told.” 


‘The Province has always been interested in the work Miss Mary Melvin 
is doing in the Spokane area. In response to an inquiry, Miss Melvin said 
she would love to have some money with which she could send four or five 
or ner newly biinded students to Newman Lake for a few days this summer, 
so that they could learn things from the experience of others while having 
a day or two of recreation and relaxation. Anything we could do to assist 
some newly-blinded persons make the difficult adjustment to their new state 
in life seemed worthwhile—so $20.00 was sent to Miss Melvin for this 
purpose. 


Then came an inquiry from the girl we had helped two years ago, by 
providing her with a typewriter when she graduated from the Idaho State 
School for the Blind. She wanted to know where she could procure a copy 
of the Bible in Braille—and here seemed another good opportunity to give 
needed and appreciated help. Through the American Bible Society in New 
York, we were able to procure such a Bible for her for $10.00. 


Knowing of the continuing need of The Forward Movement for help 
with their work for the Blind—supplying “Forward, Day by Day” and other 
literature in Braille to a great many blinded persons throughout the country 
—many of whom are in this Province—we sent them a check for $25.00. In 
acknowledging it, the Rev. Gilbert P. Symons said without such help they 
would be unable to carry on their free distribution to the Blind. 


All this made a total disbursement of $111.00 and leaves a balance in the 
Baxter Fund of $7.74.

REPORT OF YHE MOTHERS MEMORIAL FUND 
MAY 1950 


During the past year there have been no requests for additional gifts 
from the Mothers’ Memorial Fund. We are still sending $10.00 a month to 
three retired missionaries. One in the Diocese of Los Angeles, and two in 
the District of Honolulu. 


In February this year conditions developed which made it seem wise 
to the Bishop of Los Angeles and the Directors and Board of Managers to 
c.ose the Deaconess house in that Diocese. The terms of the original gift 
were such that it was very narrowly limited, and it contained the clause 
which has resulted in the reversion of the property to the heirs of the 
original donor. This releases the payments of $40.00 a month which has 
been made from the Mothers’ Memorial Fund in the past, and opens the 
way for new channels in which this money can be used if the Auxiliary so 
orders. 


Gifts have been made to the fund, during the past year from eight Dio- 
ceses and Districts of the Province.
